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THE Register of Admissions to Manchestee School 
is a volume in MS., and commences from the vear 
1730. Whether any previous Register existed, or not, I 
have never heard. It appears to have beeu always kept (as 
is the custom, I believe, to the present day), so far as regards 
the entering of the names of the scholars and the date of 
admission, by the head boy of the school, except in a few 
pages, where the small but particularly neat and distinct 
handwriting of Mr. Charles Lawgon is easily recognized. 

In the following pages an attempt is made to show what 
the school has done in the education of the youth of the 
eighteenth century, by brief notices of the after life of its 
scholars, wherever it has been possible to trace them. 

Valuable as Mr. Whatton's history of the scliool is in 
many respects, it is very deficient as a record of the part 
which the school has taken, among the ancient Grammar 
schools of England, in preparing her scholars for tlje active 
duties of manhood, as evidenced by the success of their sub- 
sequent career. The list of eminent alumni, which forms a 
portion of Mr. Whatton's work, is but a short one, and is 
very far from comprising the names even of those who 
were most highly distinguished in public life. Of that 




larger crowd of men, wlioin no particular accident may 
have brought prominently forward, but who nevertheless 
may well be looked upon as ocS^et eirufuii'€K, because they 
did their duty in the station of life to which they were called, 
and so benefited their own and future generations, there is 
no record preserved. This defect has, I trust, been some- 
what remedied by the present publication. 

I once entertained the hope that my Father might in 
the latter years of his life, when no longer occupied by the 
unceasing calls of scholastic and clerical duties, have noted 
down, from time to time, facts and anecdotes known to him- 
self and illustrative of the names of men, from whose con- 
nection with the school it has derived no little honour. 
But this was not to be. The increasing infirmities of age, 
and perhaps an unwillingness to give continued attention to 
any one subject, after so many years' perseverance in hard 
work of a peculiarly trying nature, prevented his carry- 
ing into effect a design which, I believe, he once enter- 
tained, and which would have been of great assistance to 
any one who might afterwards undertake to put forth a 
more perfect history of what the school has done. But, 
with the exception of a few pencil memoranda in one or 
two pocket books, nothing of any value for this purpose 
was found among my Father's papers at his decease. 

It will be apparent at the first glance that many more 
scholars have been identified who entered into what are 
called the learned professions, than into those honourable 
walks of life with which the town and neighbourhood of 
Manchester are more closely connected in its merchants and 
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manufacturers. But it is much more easy to trace the one 
than the other. The list of Exhibitioners from the school to 
the Universities, which dates so far back as the year 1699, 
at once supplied a lon;^ catalogue of the names of scholars 
who reached the highest point of education which the school 
could give, and the list of Hulmian Exhibitioners (both are 
given in Whatton's history of the school, though with 
some errors in the names), and the Oxford and Cambridge 
" Graduati," carried identification a step farther. But with 
regard to the Manchester names, and others connected with 
mercantile life, there are but few public sources whence 
information could be had. If, therefore, there seem to be 
many omissions in the trade and commercial notices, it must 
be kindly remembered that these are the most difficult of all 
to obtain. And it is remarkable how, in many instances, 
even families of long standing in this great metropolis of 
trade know very little of tlic personal history of their an- 
cestors. But men live so much in the constant bustling 
excitement of the present, that they seem to have no time 
to preserve, what some day would prove to be, interesting 
memorials of the past. 

The loss of the list of the school Exhibitioners between 
the years 1758 and 1776 (for I presume it lias been lost, 
and not that these Exhibitions were discontinued, for which 
there is no apparent cause) has increased the difficulty of 
identification during that period; and the errors which may 
be seen in the spelling of names, and in the description of 
the fathers' rank, have caused, especially tn the earlier pages 
of the Reifisfer, some little uncertainty. It is quite within 
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the bounils of probability, that oceasionally a hoy might, 
through ignorance or as a joke, give an erroneous descrip- 
tion of his father. But thougli many names may be dis- 
covered which miglit have been annotated, every name 
which appears in this the first portion of the Register, and 
seemed likely to prove worthy of notice, has been the sub- 
ject of more or less examination. 

It is pleasing to record tliat, in the extensive correspond- 
ence which tlie editing of this volume has carried with it, 
the instances are very few indeed, in which I liave failed to 
meet with the common courtesy of a reply to my inquiries; 
whilst the instances are numberless, in which not only a 
prompt reply was received, but all willingness shown to aid 
in every possible way the object in view. To all my corres- 
pondents my best thanks are gratefully offered ; and, parti- 
cularly, to the Parochial Clergy, for copies of entries in the 
Registers of which they are the cmtodes, and of many 
monumental inscriptions. They, of all people, if well ac- 
quainted with the past history of their several parishes 
(as, surely, every Parish Priest ought to be), are able to 
give most valuable aid in a work of this kind. I am more 
especially indebted to those members of the Council of the 
Chetuam Society who have contributed the Notes which 
bear their initials; to the Rev. J. E. B. Mayor. A.M, fellow 
of S. John's college. Cambridge, for his kind and valuable 
assistance in identifying some of the Cambridge graduates ; 
to the Rev. John Watsox, M.A., of Oxford, late fellow of 
Brasenose college, and grandson of the rector of Stockport of 
that name, for manv dates of death and other information ; 
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to the Rev. John Griffith, M.A., late fellow of Wadham 
college, and keeper of the Archives, for extracts from the 
Register of Matriculations at Oxford ; to Edmund Ward, 
Esq., of Prescot, for various particulars relating to such 
scholars as were natives of that place, with which he most 
obligingly supplied me; and to Thomas Hughes, Esq., 
F.S.A., of Chester, for his assistance in tracing some of the 
boys who came to the school from that ancient city. 

But I hardly know liow to express my obligations to the 
President and Vice-President of the Chetham Society for 
most valuable counsel and kind encouragement from the 
first day when the publication was thought of down to the 
printing of the last page. How much the readers of the 
book have also to thank them for many notices of bright 
and permanent interest, which adorn what is too often a dry 
detail of facts and dates, a very brief perusal will suffice to 
prove. Personally a stranger to them, I owe the very kind 
consideration which I have met with at their hands to the 
simple fact, that I bear the name of one still remembered in 
Manchester with feelings of respect, and who. during the 
long period of thirty years, presided over its ancient Gram- 
mar School both wisely and well. 

In conclusion, I beg for all indulgence at the hands of 
those who will, doubtless, discover errors and omissions, 
which they will think important ; and I ask them kindly to 
remember the peculiar difficulties which beset a work of 
this kind, and the impossibility, whatever may be the care 
bestowed, of a\'oiding some mistakes. But I trust that the 
Notes, where they fail to be interesting, will, for the most 
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part, prove to be correct. The editing of the book arose 
from the warm attachment felt to Manchester school by 
one who spent all his schoolboy days within its lofty wails. 
May I ask the favour of having any errors or omissions, 
which may be discovered, communicated to me, that they 
may appear in the second volume, which will bring down 
the notices to the year 1807? I hope also for the kind 
assistance of all readers in tracing the after life of those 
scholars who were admitted to the school between the years 
1776 and 1807.

Mr. Brooke (or Brookes, as 
the name is given in the list of Oxford graduates, and as it appears in 
one of John Byrom's letters, see Eemaina, vol. i. pt, ii, p. 348,) would 
seem to have beeu nominated to the headship of the scliool partly on 
account of his connection with Manchester and its neighbourhood, 
being the grandson of the Rev, William Brooke of Manchester, hy his 
wife Elizabeth, daughter of Jordan Chadwick Esq. of Kealey Hall near 
Boehdale. 

It is certain that he incurred the displeasure of the feoffees, by the 
neglect of his school duties, for his salary was reduced by them from 
300/. a year to the original endowment of lol. For some years he was 
absent from his post, and put in a substitute. The stat« of the school 
register certainly indicates no particular care on his part, for (unless 
Thomas Coppock's name be an insertion of more recent date) there is 
no entry of the admisaion of any scholar from May 1730, to January 
1733-4. And it will be observed that only sis names appear in 1735, 
and only eight in 1743, whilst in the year 1736 no less than forty-five 
are entered, and in 174S there are thirty-eight. 

In 1744. he published a well- written address which he delivered at a 
public meeting connected with the school, — probably a speech day, or 
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Liilar gathering — liii'd which is priutt'd la the HUtorg of ike 
Manchester Fovniat^ons,.\x^:.^^.. pp. 106-1 10. The subject is the use- 
fulnesB of studying tlfp.GTreek and Latiu flasBiwJ aulhore ; aud the 
dedication, which ia ta tJte*'Warderi Peploe (the viaitor) and the feoffees, 
containa fair prow ibflp". of the work which he purpoaed thenceforth to 
carrj on. Hii-prb'miBes do not appear to have had much influeuce in 
filling the avbopl, for in the three years preceding his reaiguation of 
the office- o'f'Ju^ti master, only forty -seven scholars were admitted. 

A no\§^y Canon Kaines in Byrom's Seinaim, vol. i. pt. i. p. 295, 

gives.the testimony of the Rev. Sir. Ilowiey, (father of Dr. William 

.flywiey, late Archbiabop of Canterbury,) who had been Mr. Brooke's 

, *P<>{fil at the school, that he was " an accurate and accomplished scholar, 

,''^ough lenient as a diaclplinarian." 

Mr. Brooke was appointed one of the fellows of the Collegiate church 
a 8th June 1738; and was presented by the provost and fellows of Oriel 
college to the rectory of Tortworth, in Gloucesterabire, in 1730. 

He resigned the school on aist July, 1749, and went to reside on his 
college benefice, where he died aiat August 1757, aged 63. 

He published a Latin work, entitled " Medicus Circumforaneus ;" 
" An EsBfty on Peaceableness," which has a postscript addressed to the 
inhabitants of Manchester; and "The Quack Doctor: a poem originally 
spoken at the school, with notes critical and esplanatory." ["The 
Quack Doctor" was published in 1745, 4to. Prefixed to it is a Latin 
declamation apoken at the same time upon the breaking up of the school 
for Christmas, Dec. 13, 1744. The " notes" are in ironical praise of the 
poem, which is a piece of very poor doggrel, and were probably written 
by Thyer or Clayton. A dedication to Brooke, in the same style, ia 
prefiied. " Medicus Circumforaneus" ia probably only the ■' Quack 
Doctor" under another title, or a Latin translation of it. C] He left 
a small library for the use of his successors, the rectors of Tortworth.

During bis rctideoco in London, Wbitalicr had an opportuuit; of becoming person- 
all; icquaiDtod with several of the eelobnitcd liternir; men of the day. among 
whom were Br. Samuel Johnson, and Edward Oibbou the hiilorian of the Roman 
empire. Witb tbe former there appears to have been litflo oordinlity. Both 
strong in understanding, ftliko lenacioiu of opinion, tod equall? impeluous in 
conversation, they were not likely to eoalesre amiceblj on repented intcrviens. 
With the latter he wag on (ermi of inlimaDy, and tlio manusmpt of the first 
Tolame of the DecUne and Fall of the Raman Empire was anbrnilted to Whj- 
takDr** inepeclion. (Polwhele's Biogr, SIcttchet, vol. iii. p. 14.) But what waa 
hit surprisB, when, oa ho road the same rohime in print, that chnptor, which hoi 
been justl; obnoiiona to the Chrislian world, was then, for Ibe fir^t time, intro- 
duced to his notice t That cbapUr Oibbon hud suppressed in the manugcript, — 
overawed bj Whitaker's high cbamctcr, and afraid of his censure. WhUit otlicre, 
eager in their olTera of praise to the great Bonion biitoriau, were content to pau 
orer bis snccn at Christinnit;, as nialt<^rs of little importance, and as hariug 
unneooHarily giren offence, Whitaker boldly rebukes bis friend. In one letter 
lie says: "You nercr apeak fceblj, but when yon come upon British ground, and 
norer weaklj, eiecpt when joa attack Chriilianitj. In the former ca*e, jou 
toem to want information, and, in the latter, jou plainly want Ibe common sap- 
dour of a citinm of the world for the religious ajatem of your country. Pardon 
me, eir, but much as I admire your abilities, greatly as I respect your friendship, 
I cannot bear without indignation your sarcastic slyness upon Christianity, and 
caaDOt Kv without pit; your determined hostility to tbe Ootpel." (Polwhets'i 
Stttche*, p. 10.) And in anotber letter, after alluding to Qibbou's omisaioile in 
those parts of his groat work which relate to Britain, lie goes on to say: "Theae 
■re but trifiea light as jiir in my estimation, when they are eumpnred with what 
I think the groat blot of your work. Tou hare there exhibited Deism iu a new 
shape, and in one tbat ia more likely to afl^t the nninstnieted million, than the 
maoning fomi which she has usually worn. Ton seem to me like anotber 
Taeitiu, revived witb all his animosity against Christianity, bis strong philoso- 
phicsl spirit of sentiment, and more than his superiority to the absurdities of 
heathenism. And you will have the dishonour (pardou me, sir) of being ranked 
9 by Ibe folly of atrepticism. that is working so powerfully at present, among the 

^^^^■ptl distinguished deists of the age, I haTe long fuapectcd (he t^ndcney of 
^^^^l^br opioion*. I onee took tbe Ii1>crty nf hinling my sutpieions. But 1 did not

dearest intepeata of man among all yoar readers." (Polwbole'a Skelchet, p. ii.) 
In 1777 3fr. Whitalcer auceevded, on llie death of Fraacis Umchmao, B.D., to the 
reotorj of Buan LaDjhonie, near Tregono;, Cortinall, of which Corpus Christi 
ooUege bad the patronaeo. Doubtleae be tuoked forn-ard lo tbe purauit of bis 
literary achemoa in tbe seciuaiuii of a email countrj pariah with Increased eager- 
DMs and delight. But Buau Lnnyboroc waa, for several jearf, no tranquil arat 
of the Muaes. lie became iDTolved in a course of litigation with his parish- 
ionera on the subject of tithes, though he appeara to bnro demanded no more 
than mu Bimpljjust, and was, in the end, suiNKssful. But beyoud the int«r- 
ruptioD thus caused to the proaecntion of bis lilerar; Inboura, tliis parochial 
strife was a aouroe of deep sorrow to bjm as a conscientious pariab priest. His 
principal parishionera were aiienited from bun : but be seems to hate retained 
the reaped and alTection of the poor. Though bastj in temper, obstinate and 
self-willed, bis cordialit}- of manner, real kindoesa of heart, und rcudinoss to far- 
giTO and be forgiren, could not but mske way with such na were not prejudiced 
against him. But amidst these purocbial rtruggles, he sctiI from the recesses of 
his stud; hii ^ary Qwen o/'.^mb, in three rolumes Svo, 17S7, of whom be mu 
DO faint-hearted ohampiou. In tbe preface to the ifcond editiou (17ES) he deems 
it eipedienl to offer an apology for bis strength of language. " Ha wont," aaja 
Dr. Aikia "beyond any former writers in dofcading the uufortunate queen, and 
in criminating her oDemioa 1" aud a eubsequont writer of the life of Marj re- 
marks — " In hia indignation at the lirulencc of others, be often becomes more 
Tirulent himself." Napier, in a memoir of Whitaker given in the Snpplcmmt to 
tbe Eacyebypadia BHUanica, vol. ri., aajs that Whitakor was " not a little mor- 
tified that neither Lord Hailia nJr Dr. Koberleon could be induced to print a 
■ingle puge agaiuat him." One can well betieTe. knowing Wbitaker'a lore of 
controTcrsy, that an anlogonitt would have been welcome, if onlj that he might 

He roTiewed tbo fourtii, fifth and siilb lihaplors of Gibbon's Deeliiie and Fait qf 
tit Aoman Empire, \a tbe pngi's of the Eagluk RteietB, and hia review was 
published sepuratelj. (Load. 171)1, gio.) Thf Conrte of Uanmial oeer Ike 
Alpi atcertatHed, Lend. 1 794, 1 Tola. Svo (a subject of coutroTerTy also in later 
years), Was replied lo bj- Lord Woodliouslee in the fallowing year. His other 
historical works are : The Aiteient Cat/udral of ContKall huforieally mrvtyed, 
Lond. rSo4, i to1s. 4to, which bis biogmpher, Mr. Polwhelo, perhaps with Corn- 
ish partiality, speaks of as ono of bin happiest productions as an antiquary ; and 
Tie Life of SI. Keoi, Lond. tSo9, Ero, tbe eldest of tho brothers of King Alfred, 
— his last wort, issued ahottly after hia death. 

Tbe works aboTO enumerated are those which establish hia elaim to the title of Me- 
loriitH and ailiquaiy. As a theolosian, bis publications were few ^ fewer than 
might bo wbhod, when we consider the execUoncD of those which be put forth. 
A Tolnme of FnroMal SeitHois, oh Dtalh, J»dgmeitl, Heavtn and Hell, appeared 
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ia 17I3, Sto, aad bos been since rppriated, contaiDiiig niuiy psawge* remarksble 
liu aconnte nuaning and BwBkcninB t^loqneDCC. Ua Origin of Arianiim, 1791, 
Sro, ii n birgo oontroTersial rolume, " full of erudition, clear in its biiCorical de- 
dnftioDs, oaDTindiig ia ita reuonings, beautiful in its illustrations, and patbotto 
in ita appeals to eretj Christian sentiment." The Tolame i> dedicated to Br. 
Samuel Honlef, biahop of S. Darid's, who, it ia eaid, did not conde*o«nd to 
thaafc Wbitaker Top his present of a oopj ; but tbe book hu obtained the bigb 
praise of Dr. Tan Milder! in hii BojIp Iccturea. 

He alao i>rot« a pamjiUct on TItr Etal Origin 0/ OaverttmenI, eipandod into a 
tract of somolengtli from a sermon wbioh be preached at Ihoprimarj Visitation of 
Dr. William Bullor, bishop of EiDler, which Polwhcio deacribes as a loug-windod 
diMOUrte, resembling one of tlie CromwelUan times, not in spirit or sentiment, 
bnt oertainlj in length, " Be more laconic than jour (Hi-nd Whitaker," wsa 
tbe biahop'i hint to the preacher for the neit octasion. " At Truro jesterdaj 
he put tc the last the patience of ua ail ; and so highl; Hat bo in iJl, tbat at 
the oondasion he forgot the presence of (be biahop, and pronounced ' the peaoa 
ofOod' like 'a eon of thunder'" t 

De eoalribnted an introduction to Ftinclell's Bible (whioh waa published in Corn- 
wbU in parts, in 1799 and rSoo), together vith notes and illiistratioiii' : some 
pieoo* of poetrj, of no very high order, in the CoaueaH a*d DevoiuMre Poemi; 
nan; Taluable articles in the Eugliti Bevievi, which principally owed its rcpiita- 
lion Ut hia critiques on Gibbon, before alluded to ; and was an occasional writer 
io the AntiJaeoHn SeeUm, aud a regular coadjutor in the BrUii/t Crtlie from 
the commmicement to the end of iSoi. 

Ho was full of lilerar; schemes to the hour of hia death. He coDlamplaleH Ihe 
pDblioaUon of a "Histor)' of London," and a "Ilinlor; of Oiford" (the origin of 
Oxford as a town before the Uni*or«ilj), with " Notes upon Shakfapeare," and 
** nluitralioni of the Bible" I To the Bible he meant to withdraw himself, at 
last, from all otber studies. In iSo4 bo ristted London, more especial]; with a 
Tiew [a his btended autiquarinn- works ; and whilst there his hitherto robust 
health began to give way. On hia return home be visited Bath, where he had a 
parsljlie seizure 1 andahortlj alWhia return to Cornwul! ho bad a second attaok, 
" brought on," he says himself, " by bis otbf atudiouaness." From tbat day bis 
hours of work were few. At tho lime of his death The Ufs of St. Neol was in 
tbe pre»; and the preface, prefixed to that Tolume by Air. Stockdale the pub- 
lisher, eonliuns two letters of Whitaker, in the hut of whicli ho still wrilos with 
eonfidenee as to hia futnre plans '. 

Ha diad October joth 180S, aged 73, haiiog been bom on the 17th .April and bap- 
tiaed at the Collegiate churcb, Manchester, nth May 1735. He married a Mias 
Trcgenna, of on aneient Cornish fumitj, and by her he had three daughters, one 
of Hhom married Dr. Tauuton, a phyaiciBii of eminence in Trtiro, and still lives. 
She baa placed a monument to her father's meiaory, with a short and simple 
I iaaBriptiop, in tho ebureh nt Baan Lsnybonie.

No part of WLitaker*$ career i* more interesting than that in which he was Uuqvb, 
after fhendlj intercourse, into final condict with Gibbon. Of the cifcnwitinfffi 
connected nith this brva<?h a fuller account is giren, though I do coC find thit it 
has been noticed bj Polwhele, in the Imperial Magasime (toL 3, p. 1238-9) 
taken bj Drew, the editor, from Whitakei's lips, than is elaevbere afforded. 
In it he states : '* Mt critique (on the Decline and Fali) had scarodj appeucd 
(in the EnglUh Berievi b>?fore I received from him (Gibbon) a letter bagging for 
quarter, and apologizing for what bad taken place. He well knew firom what 
source the criticism came, from m\ strle and manner of writing. In thia letter 
he be^ed me to forbear ; stating that I should ruin the sale of his work and 
blast his literary reputation. But I owed more to Christiuiitj than to Mr. Gib- 
bon ; and therefore told him in replj that I would pursue him throogh Cray part. 
and gire him no more quarter than he had giren to Christianitj.*' These two 
most important letters do not appear in Gibbon^s Correspomdeuee^ edited bj Lord 
Sheffield, nor in Polwhele*s Biography of JThUaker. If in ezisteDoe it is to be 
hoped that thej will be made public. 

Amongst his unpubUshcd correspondence are his " Letters to Geoige Chalmers " 
for sereral years, who had them bound in a 4to volume, of which I became pos- 
sessed at the sale of his library. They exhibit an admirable portrait of the 
historian of Manchester, and are exceedingly characteristic and curious. Chal> 
mers and himself were so closely allied in all their feelings and principles and in 
the common bond of attachment to the memory of Mary queen of Scots, that 
Whitaker, alway;« open and unreserved, is more particularly so in writing to his 
friend at the office of the Board of trade. These letters show that the great 
object of his ambition was the wardenship of Manchester. Had he obtained 
that preferment he would undoubtedly hare ruled, or attempted to rule, his 
native town with a rod of iron, after the pattern of his Cornish parish, of which 
he says in one of his letters : " I triumphed over all opposition* orerawed the 
bishop, subdued my parishioners, and now have my parish in a better state of 
subjection than any of the parishes of my neighbours." It was perhaps fortiinate 
both for Whituker and Manchester that Providence had decreed that the "banks 
of Tamar " and " the sea-beat bounds of Lanyhorn " should be his final place of 
settlement. 

When he published his first, and incomparably his finest performance, his SiHory 
of Manchester, he expected to have been called upon to defend it against a host 
of grave and eminent literary opponents, 
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" Optat opruta aut TuItudi desceudcre mouU Iconom ;" 
and great Has liia mortification whon tlio onl; anawora prialcd igaiutt il vero 
two local trocli — Bemarka on tie Riiiorg of Majtchectee, \iy Miuoipula, 1771. 
8to, and Mon FruU from tht larna Panaier, 1781, Svo — of wlUoh UoUier. tho 
Biithor of Ti'm Bobbin, supplii^d tlio jokes and liii DDighbour Oolocel Toimlejr of 
Belfield Hall the linraiug, and vhich perhaps did liim more mischief by an artilleiy 

"Full fmught with JB9l», antitheaea and pans" 
than an elabonito and serioua atlompt at confutatioa oonld have done. Bnt 
■QTclj the imtb of tlio Mancheatcr historian would hare been kindled, to lue 
Dr. Johneon'i words, ■' to the highest pitch of intlammation," if be could haTB 
BDtioipated tbe munner in which be was to be pilloried b; a brother antiquarr 
who, if bo had not Whitokcr'a gcuiiu, had at least quite as man; oroti;hets, and 
who baa dcliberalelj recorded hia canlemptuous reeling iti his last will and testa- 
ment, thua firing ofi' bis criliml bombshell, when Ih exlremii, and carrying on 
iho niacmble acerbilie* of literary life to its latest i-tose : 

" I learf. to the BriCUh muecani mj oomnieittcd copiea of Ihe llockkead 

ITiaaiBr'jHialorjofMancheBter, and hii Cornish Cathedml." (Will of Franoia 
IXmoo «q., dated August amd r8jo.) 

Whether this eaCraordinar; lestameiitary ebullition was the rosalt of same deep- 
aealeil cause, or onl; of a momentary St of spleen, it is dilEuuIt to say. The 
ironderfill Connsiiff remain still in manuscript, little disturbed, and hare neither 
added lo DOT taken (com the repuUtioo of the works to which they refer. But 
what ena be more supremely ridiculous than the application of such a term aa 
"blockhead" by such a writer aa Deuce, learned and wcU (killed as he was in his 
own peculiar walk, to John Whilaker, wbotn projadice itself moat allow to have 
been ■ man of original genius, of fertid imagination, of singular penetration aod 
acateneas, and of whom Dr. Farr, who had do political and few theological aym- 
patbiea with him, has declared that " bo wrote in the TernaonlBT tongne with 
energy and splendour f " 

Of bis Oemiae JUMtory of the Briton) auerled I hare hia own copy, with eonsl- 
derabla MS. additions. It was n farourile work of his, but iho cootroTCCiial 
form into whiob hie Tiews are thrown detracts from the effect of the book na a 
whola. Had it bean leaa an luiswer to Mncphorson'a roreries, and more of an 
independent hialory, it would have better maintained its ground. 

If faia nriew* were liOt as fioished and perfect specimens of the art as those of hia 
diatinguiahed nameaake Thonms Dunham Whitaker, who, if ho had takon hii 
pradooesBor u the subject of one of them, would have sketched him nobly and 
with the hand of a cooeummate master, they are always vigoroui though soQie- 
timea hasty compositions. A complete list of the articles contributed by John 
Whitaker to diflerent periodicals, which might be made out from his papers, 
would show the large grasp of his mind and form a very tlesirabla addition to 
hia biogntphj. 

From bi* poetry, his "Lines on entering Cornwall and taking possession of Us 
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liying in 1777 " muy at least be selected as worthy of preeerration. All wko 
have read thorn once will willingly recur to them again. 

IIi8 person his friend Polwhelc thus describes : " Hard featured with a dark cum- 
plexion, and with light-coloured eyes (rather greenish) in repose^ bat tpaiUng 
when kindled up in conversation, or flashing fire when the anlject was of la 
impassioned nature, or melting in tenderness when ' the tale was of sorrow;' hi 
had a strong muscular frame of body that well answered to his powerlnl miai 
{Biographical Sketches, toI. iii. p. 69). 

The cngraTcd portrait of Whitaker, from a miniature by H. Bone (Britton's JMt$- 
biography, part i. p. 335), corresponds Tery &irly with this desoription. 

One trait must not be omitted. From his respect to his own school he could not 
tolerate an academy. The yery name roused his anger. *' On hearing that aa 
ancient classical seminary, Truro school, had become an academy, * What! (ha 
exclaimed) an academy ! an academy ! * And he was so ohoaked with indignatkm 
that for some time he could not utter a word more." (Polwhele, Biogr, SkeidL, 
vol. iii. p. 165). On this point, if on no other, he might have shaken hands with 
Lord Auchiuleck, who having occasion to mention Dr. Johnson's name, not muck 
endeared to him by the homage his son paid to it, burst out with the ezpresaioni, 
*' An auld dominie ! An auld dominie ! He keepit a schule and cand it an 
acaadamy" C] 

[It has been stated that Whitaker, incensed at some slight (real or fiincied) on his 
MancTiesier, threw into the fire a quantity of MS. continuation, and atemly 
refused to resume the work. I can give no authority for this; and I rsaUy 
doubt whether Whitaker (great as he was as a British and Roman, and perhaps 
also Saxon archaeologist) could have done much with Manchester in Norman and 
early English times ; for in his days there were no materials. 

But he did revise and mark for correction his existing two volumea. The octaro 
edition of the first quarto volume, had the advantage of these emendations; and 
a copy of the second volume, quarto, with his marked corrections and additions, 
is now in the possession of Mr. Benjamin Wheeler, Exchange Arcade. Many of 
these marginal additions extend to several lines ; one of which (vol. iL p. 208), 
after "plunging field,'* has — " ; just as a sea-bird that dives into the water is 
denominated a plungeon at present in Lancashire." Li the Appendix (p. 577) in 
a print of Domesday, he has expunged a marginal note to " Recedham" of ^pro- 
bably Rochdale," in which he was right, and written in the margin " Reged, 
Rigod-dunum, or Blackrode, then in the hundred of Salford, but now in that of 
Leyland." (This is all an error.) 

To Whitaker's works may be added his pamphlet (pp. 28, 8vo) : The Charter qf 
Mancheeier translated: vfith Explanations and Semarks, by the Rev. John

nis." The aeeond wife of Reginald Heber was Mary, eldest daughter of Cuthbert 
AlUnton D.D., rector of Wath in Yorkshire, by whom be had Reginald Heber D.D. 
of Bnsonoie coUege, anerwards fellow of All 9on1s' college and rector of Hodnet, 
■nd labaeqnently the well known and good bishop of Calcutta, who di^d deeply 
luoented in 1S18 whilst on a Tisitatton tour in iho appcr provinces of India; 
Thomas Cathbcrt Heber M.A., fellow of Braseooae college, who died io it 16; 
and one daughter Mary. 

There is an elegant copy of English rcrees, by Reginald Heber, in the Oxford Terms 
on the accession of King George III., published in 1761, bat without hia name; 
and also "An elegy written among the tombs in Westminster abbey," printed for 
Dodsley, inserted sUo, but without liia knowledge, in " Fearcb'a collection." 

He died on the loth January 1804 at Malpas, in the 76th year of his ago. Me was 
present at Oxford in the preceding year when bis sceond aaii recited publicly his 
English prize poem, " Puleslbe." On this occnsion bis parental feelinga were so

Bemembering Mr. Brooke's neglect of the scbool, it is fair to suppose 
that what distinction its scholars attained to during the period of hia 
presiding over it, was mainly attributable to the care bestowed by the 
■econd master. And, indeed, during the years in which Mr. Furnell 
TAB connected with the school in the two capacities of second and high 
master, many good scholars and men of note were nurtured there. 

Mr. Pumell had a little controversy with John Byrom on the sub- 
ject of theatricals. The high master bad encouraged and prepared bis 
wnior acholars to perform a play at the Manchester theatre ; and 
Byrom, disapproving of the same, had written (anonymously) an epi- 
logue, strongly worded in its censure, and sent it to Mr. Pumell. 
There is (see Remaw*, vol. ii.pt. ii. pp. 616-17} "^ letter fi-om the latter. 
the tone of which shows him to have felt hurt at the insinuations 
thrown out, that he was acting improperly, and encouraging hia scho- 
lani in what might lead to vice ; and he desires Byrom " not to send 
hia sentiments in a disguised manner." " My notions," he says, " of 
the stage are different from yours. I think it may be made nae of for 
good ends and purposes, and to promote virtue and religion as well as 
the pulpit. There are some vices more fit for the stage than the pulpit. 
1 have fatelv received some sermons from a friend, a doctor in divimtv, 
and some plays published by another friend, a doctor in divinity ; and 
there is more sense, more learning and more religion in the plays than 
in the sermons. If I thought the play would taint the minds of any of 
my youths, I would never have engaged in it. I am sure the youths 
are much benefited by the play, and 1 have used all possible care to 
prevent any of the ill consequences you are apprehensive of. Aa to 
virtue and religion, I have aa great a regard for them as yourself; but 
aa to reputation, I am entirely indifferent about it. Ton may publish 
the epilogue when you please." 

Dr. Thomas Patten (for whom see Introduction) says in a letter of 
tuhsetiuent date to John Byrom ; ■■ I left you engaged in a sort of con- 
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troverey with my well-meaniiig old master, which I hope terminated 
amicably after a few letters pro and con upon the subject of theatrical 
performances." 

The play was announced in the following handbill, a copy of which 
was found among the papers of Dr. Smith, the late high master :

IIo wna the fidh in lineal deBoent of that 
name, liia ancestor It'>bert Tlijer hsiing been ■ eurgeon in Manchcatcr in the 
earl; part of the ecroDtCFath century. It a probable that all the heads of hi> 
funil]', like liis father and biiuseif, receiTed tlieir education at the grammar 
Mhool, as the; reoeircd their baptism at the Cullrgiata ehurch. 

Robert XUtct " the librarian," as he ia still called, was baptised on Februar; 10th 
170S.9, being the ion of Robert Threra silk'weaTer, b; his wife Elizabeth Bmtiaat 
of Majiebcater. Ho went from tlie grammar school, bating obtained an eihi- 
bitioD in 1717, to BraseDose college, Oxford, where be graduated B.A. October 
iilh 173a- lu 1731 he was elected to the boDourablo office of head librarian 
of the Chetham tibrarj, and eontiuued to disclmrge its duties until the 3rd of 
October 17S31 when bo rceigDcd a plane which lind nianj attractions for a retired 
scholar, and bad thirl; guineas Toted b; the feoffees, in consideration of bis long 
and Taluable 'serriaes. His s;mpathies were with the mvsticnl writers and 
Juobite clcrg; of the Collegiate cliurch, olthongU he was a regular and derout 
raember of the English communion.

In the announcement of the marriage in Harrop's Mercury, she was alluded to, 
as wM often Che custom in those days, " as an agreeable joung lady with a 
handsome fortune." Mr. Ovorgo Killer wu a batter, and in partnership with 
Hr. John Parker Mosle;, nho was created a baronet in 1784 (see p. ij). His

dttj ! nnd, wIiPii applied Ui for nMijIanoB by bishop Scvftoo who accidenlallj 
benrd, whilst cogaged in preporing Uis own edition, that Thyer had studied and 
■nnotaied the Paradise Loll, sent the bishop hii own inlorleaied copy, m whicb 
Lii ramiirki wera written i but through the careltwauene of the carrier the book 
WIS lost bj the way. Thyer made up for bis loss u well lu he could by rewriting 
what he could remember, and icndini; (he same to bishop Nenttan by poat, daily, 
for sereral weeks together. " Mr. Thjcr, the librarinn at Manchester," nya the 
bishop in tlie preface lo the work referred to (see seventh edit. I77°i P- '»■)> 
" I hare not the pleanuTo of knowing peraonall;, but he must be a man of great 
learning, and as great humanity." Thyer's notes indicate an accomplished Italian 
■rholar as their author. 

[Thjcr published in 1759, in two Tolumes 8to, TA* Genuine Semaint in J'erte and 
Fraie of Saauiel Butler, with Xolei ; and the number of his subscribers, including 
all the principal families in MnnchesCCP, and Ihroughout the two counties of 
Lancaster and Chester, amaunt^il to upwards of olercn hundred. Dr. J^ihnson'a 
high and well-merited pnaise of Thyer's erudition and editorial labours amiilj 
compensBtn for the orrognnt and di^preciatoiy remarks of bishop Warburton on 
the same subject. IThyer'a inlentioD of publishing a new annotated edition of 
Sadibrat was nut executed, probably owing (o hia bad health. 

In I7j9 the will of Humphrey Chetbani esq. and the charter regulating bis 
charities were pablbhed under the direction of Mr. Thyer, who also, whilst 
librarian of the college, prepared a catalogue of the library, which is alluded to 
in the Latin preface of Radoliffe's BiUiolkeca Chethameiuu, lol. i. p. i. 

Tbyor was ulso <l poet ; and seicrid of his small efTusions and a few of bis familiar 
letters arT> preserved in tbe Laiwiuhire MSS. A specimen of his verse, which 
DO incompetent judge pronounced to indicate " (he band of a master," is printed 
in Bjrom's Eemaim {toI. i. part ii. p. 51 1, nole) ; and his letters to Dr. Byrom, 
with whose estimable and talented family bo long maintained a cordial friend- 
ship, proTO that he was an aniiabte, sensible and upright man. He also main- 
tained through life a warm and sincere friendship with the Egcrtons of Tattoo 
park, where he seems to hare spent pleasanliy a part of orery year ; and there ii 
some reason to suppose that be had been in early life tutor to Dr. John Egerton 
(eldest son of Dr. Henry Egerton, Bflh son of the third earl of BriJgewiter), 
ir of Ross in Herefordshire, and afterwards successively bishop of Bangor, 
Liclificld and Durham. He derived considerable pecuniary beneSt under tbe 
will of Samuel Egerton esq., M.P., whoso death preceded his own by nearly two 
years. It is expressly stuted that Kichard Fepper Arden, afterwards lord AI- 
vanlcj, "nas educated at Mr, Lawson's soboal, in Mancheslor. and under the 
immediate tuition of the laaroed and loyal Mr. Thyer," from which it may ho in-

He died without surriTing 
isSBBOu the I7lh October 17B1, BgBd7i jaars, and was buried with hii ancestors 
behind the altar in the choir of the Collegiate church. There are some Latin versa 
ea hi* death ID the Oeulletiian'i Magaxin* far Dfcember 1781, signed "J. H, 
fennel street," (Manehesler), but the writer is noknown. 

Hit niece Marj, daughter of Mr. John Thjor, surgeon, married in 177^ Edward 
WheelboiuB of Clapham in Snrrcj esq., and dying 17th April 1816, aged 76, 
was buried at Ardwick chapel, Manchester, fl.] 

John Thjer was educated at the school, and a regular attendant at the anuiTersarj 
fnliTala from their Dommenoement iu 17^1 '" IT94, i" which Utter year be waa 
steward with Mr. John Sedgwick. 

[Thyer was a good librarian, a man of scholarlike Boquiremeots, pleasing maDnen, 
and high church principles, aud as such was acceptable to Johnsou ; hut it may 
be qneatjooed whether tbe future biographer of the EnglUh Foett erer critioall; 
eiamined the collected Bemaim, aud whether, after all, Warburton's estimate of 
Thjer aa an editor does not approach UGarest the truth. The mistakes and 
■iiort comings in the publication of the Btnaimt it must be admitted are neither 
few nor trifinl, sueh as DO careful editor nor one thoroughly eouTersnnt in the 
hlerature and biitory of Butler's period could passihly have been guiltj of. Mil 
editorial lapses might howcTer be excused, if he bad onlj supplied the means of 
prodnciog a better edition by lodging, as ho had the means of doing, the original 
HSS. in the library of which be was the keeper. More than fortj years ago I 
namiued Butler's MSS., which were then in the possession of Messrs. Baldwyni 
the publishers, siid it was arident, on comparing Ihem with the printed Samaiia, 
that in the inlerral many of the papers which were in Thyer's hands had disap- 
peared 1 nor did the comparison with Ihe printed volumes bear out his assertion 
that "htthad faithfullj discharged tho oiEoe of bti editor," while it was also per- 
lectlj clear that some of Butler's finest thoughts and axioms had been omitted in 
Thyer's publication. I may here mention that at the sole a short time ago of the 
books of one of the descendants of John Clarke of Walghorlon, Cheshire, who 
liBiidcd oTer the MS3. Co Tbyer, amongst other •oiumes which had belonged to 
William Longuetillc, tho admirable friend of Butler, and of whom Bogcr North 
hat given so charming a portrait, was an early folio edition of Coke upon Lit- 
tleton, with an immense muss of M8. notes, partly in the handwriling of 
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Longoerille and partly in that of Butler, illostrating Coke's text by quotations 
in verse and prose from imters of all descriptions, and which most interesting 
volume is now in my possession. With respect to Mr. Burton's remark on 
Thyer^s physiognomy quoted by Canon Raines, would it not apply still more 
strongly to the great author of Rudihrai himself? In all the series of English 
poets is there any face so heavy, sluggish and unpromising ? C]

Kichard Pepper Arden, lord AlTanlej. — One of the most diBtinguisbed avnea 
oODDfcled with MsDcheeter school is that of the first lord AlTnnle;. From 
the school, vhere he spoul mao; years, and carried thoiioo a large slock of 
clemantaiy classical kuovilcdgc, he went to Triait; college, Cambridge, id 176J, 
and soon diatingnished himself bj bis public ciercifiea, gaining tbe prize for 
the beat declamation in the chapel. Ho commeDCed A.ll. io 1766, being 
twelfth wrangler in a jcar ooDspicuouslj emiaeut for jouDg men of abilitiea, 
in wliicb his own college ahone aboie Iba rest, and in which, be it also re- 
wrded, Maacbealer school f\irDt3hed the lenior turafigUT (William Arnold, 
afterwards D.D.) Ho took the degree of A.M. in 1769, and hia merits were 
■000 rewarded hy his cleolion to a fellowship at Trinit; college. Afla 
Suishing his stadics at the Middle Temple, he resided at Lincoln's Inn, living 
on the same ataimsc, and on terms of iutimacj, with Mr. Pitt, the future prime 
minister of Eaglao'l. He practised as a bunielor at the Court of Chancery, 
and soon rose high in pubUc estimation as a lawyer. He was elected M.P. for 
Kewton in 17S3, — hia friend Mr. Pitt, his junior in age bj fourteen years, having 
catered Ihc House of Commona in the year preceding, — and sat aubaeqaantly 
for the borODghs of Aldbarougb, Hastings and Bath ; representing the latter 
city from the jear 1794 until his eleration to the House of Lords in iSai. We 
first find bim taking office as solicitor general in 17SJ, when Mr. Pitt became 
prime minister at the early ago of twenty-fire ; and in the year following ha 
became the attorney general, and chief justice oF Chester. When, in 1788, lord 
Senyon was promoted to preside at the Court of Eiog'i Bench, Mr. Pitt ap- 
pointed Mr. Ardon to succeed him na master of the roUa, and he was knighted at 
Whitehall on iSIh June in the same year, and filled the olUce with great credit 
U> himself, till Ur. Pitt's reaignation in i8ai. On the formation of the new 
ministry under Mr. Addiug[«D, afterwards lord Sidmouth, Sir R. P. Arden 
inceceded lord Eldon, who thea became lord chancellor, as cbier juatice of the 
Cammou Pleaa, and at tlie eaiiie tiiue was raised to the peerage, taking his 
title from hb brother's eatate, and was created baron of Alranlcy in Che- 
shire, iind May lEoi. He vas also made a prity councillor. In the Court 
of Common Pleas hia judgment)' Here sueh us to eialt the genrritl esteem in 
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which he had previoualy been held for bis talents and IcartiLug at a Uw^, 
He proTod hinisclf more thou equal fo (he duties of the eevBral olHces which 
lie filled, and Id the fipectationB whicli the public hud formed respecting bim. 
In the House of Commons ha was rather iliaMngiiiubcd for speakiag iritb spirit, 
ever readj wit, uid iutelligeuce, than with eommsading digcilj' or great ora- 
torical powers. 
He married Aauc Dorothea, daughter of Richard Wilbrabam esq. of Rode, Che- 
shire, and Latham, Lancasbire, M.F.; and died Marcli 19th 1804, aged 59. Hs 
left two sons, who in tarn BUcccedod to the title ; tho elder dying munarried in 
1S49, and (he jounger without issue in i3j-. The title is now eitinct. Ha 
is buried in the Rolls chapel, in a rault at the right side of the altar ; but tbera 
IB no monument to liim there. 
The following satirical epigram, which is Bttribvilod to hia pen, is troi'th recording 
hero. Dr. Samupi Ogden — who is now best koowo as one of the beat writers of 
■ermoiis in the last century, and who was the onlj son of Mr. Thomas Ogdi>n 
djer, of Manchester, and had been oducBted at the gnimmar school (sec nolle 
of flcbDlarB prior to 1730 in iotroduolioii), afterwarda Woodwardian professor of 
geology, Cambridge, and an Arabic scholar, but from his uncouth appearansa 
and repidsivo manners probably no general faTOurite, more especially with the 
junior merubera of the unirersity ^ bad written three copies of versSB oa tb* 
accession of George III. ; the first in Latin, tho eeooud in English, and tbo 
third in Arabic. The epigram appeared in the Camiridge Veriei of t^61■ 
" When Ogden bis prosaic Tcrse 
In Latin numbers drcst, 
The Roman language proved too weak 

To Bland the critic's test. 
In Engliab verse he ventured ncit 

With rhyme for his defence ; 
But ah ! rhyuie only vrould not do, 

They still eip<icted senMt. 
Enraged the Doctor swore he'd place 
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Lord Alvanley ever entertaioed a warm uttaohmcnt to the school where his earlj 
education was derived. He frequently attended the nnniversaiy gatheringa of tbe 
old scholnrsj wan steward in 17S5 in conjunction with Bamacl Clowes esq., and 

. held for aercr&l ycara the office of recorder of the meetings. When he took tha 
chair at the dinner in 1783, no less than aiity-fivo of his schoolfellows aasemblad 
to meet him, being tho Urgest attendance ever known. The only portrait pub- 
lished of him is, I believe, a caricature by Dighton. (See Ormerod's Chtthirt, 
vol. iii, p. 41 ; Brydges' Peerage, vol. ii. p. 147 ; Oentlemaii't Magatine, 1804.)

The younger brother of John Whitaker the historian, and baptised at the Collegiate 
church June 25th 1743. {Begitter Book.) He was afterwards an attorney living 
in Salford, and a regular attendant at the earlier anniversary meetings, bat sub- 
sequently went to reside at Sparkbrook house near Birmingham, where he died 
in 1805. An unhappy estrangement long existed between the two brothers.

John Sb»iT the father ia probably tbi? person iillu<!«I to b; Dr. A.iliin id his Man- 
eiater, p. liS nolr, lu tbe keeper of a publio-bouae m tbe iDBrket-|iliice, where 
the Maochealcr merctiBnla used to mi.-et in 1795 and talk over the uewa of the 
dnj. John Bliair wtis a pattern to innkeeperB, kept earlj hours and a reipectable 
housf . " The high ehanfjo at Shav's i> about nx o'clock ; aud at eight o'clock 
erer; peraon must quit tbe hoaae, as no liquor ii met served out alter that hour: 
ud Aould anj one ho prenumptuoua enough to stop, Mr. Shaw bringa out a 
whip with ■ long toih, and proclaiming aloud, Tint eight o'clock, genllenien,' soon 
olean bii houiie." He occupied the house for upwards of llftj-eight yean, and 
died i6tb Januarj 1796, aged S3. (See also Byrom'a Semaitu, toI. ii. part ii. 
p. 396 note.) 
[John Shaw was a widower, and Lla prime minister aud fiiclotum in the liouae wsa 
a sturdy woman, known best by her Christian name of " Molly," who aloully 
aeconded her master id canying iDto elTect liis "early olasjng mOTement." If 
John'* load annouQcemeDt of " Eight o'clock, geotlemon ; eight o'clock," did Dot 
■t once produce the desired eflbet, be hod two moJea of summary ejeelmeut. He 
would enll to Molly to bring bia hortewhip, and would crack it in the ears and 
near tbe peraoos of his gueata ; and if thia did not move them, he would call 
to Molly to bring her pail, with whieh eLo speedily flooded the Soot and drove 
the gnesta out wct-ahod. When colonel Stanley waa elected for tho county, ha 
look Bomo friends to treat them at John ShaVs ; nud when " Eight o'clouk" was 
umoUDced as usual, the colonel snid he bo]>ed Mr. Shaw woatd not press the 
matter on that special oecnsion, hut would allow him and his friends to take an- 
other bowl of paooh. John's characUrislio reply was: "Colonel Stanley, you 
are a law-maker, and should not be a law-breaker ; and if you and your frienda 
do not leave the room in fire minutes, you will Bod your shoes (aH of water." 
Within that time old Molly came in with mop and bucket, and the representatiTe 
of the county of Lancaster and his fiieuds were eompelled to rotreut from thia 
pro(oty]>c of dame Partington. The great altractioa to the house wna John's 
eicelient brew of punch, which was supplied not only in "crown" and "hnlf- 
erown," but niso in tliilling bowls called " a F of punch," and iit siipenny bowls 
colled "s Q of punch;" so John's guests had lo mind their Fs and Qe. John 
mixed the punch himself, usin^ one particular long-luudled silver spoon like 
a gravy-spoon, which he carried in a long, narrow side-pocket, as a joiner does 
his "two-foot" rule. "John Shaw's club" still eiistsg its present president being 
one of the moat clu&a&lt of men, Edmund Buckley esq.; and its members possess 
three relics of lU earliest days — tho portraits io oil of John Shaw and of his old 
servant Molly Owen, and an old china punch-bowl, of barrel fonn, which waa 
long used by John Shaw himself. Many oiembers of ibe eluh during tbe ppeaeot 
century were quondam grammar school boys ; a circumalance which may eiouse 
this long note on an ancient publio institution of Manchester. S.]

[He rebuilt the old house at Fox- 
holes, and was colonel of the Rochdale volunteers. He was sucoeeded at his 
death by his son John Entwisle esq., A.M. of Christ's college, Cambridge, high 
sheriff in 1824, and member of Parliament for the borough of Rochdale. J2.]

DQndnct of one of tbe Orm with wMch be was eonnocted, but also the propor- 
tionate •barea rightly belonging to hia partnen. For this act of integrity, his 
creditors presented him with an elegant eiUer uru, with tbia insoriptioD, " Bnc 
oUm taeniinisee jurabit." What be did was but au act of strict Christian honesty, 
hot ita ranty has made it alike remarkable and worthy of praise. 
[The large eilTor eup presented to Mr. Ilulmc by the creditors of Walmsley, Hnlme 
and Beiford. aboTe referred to, was bequeathed by him to hit friend and executor, 
the late Thomas D&rwoll of Mancboaler e#q., whose eldest son James Darwell of 
Barton-upon-Irwell esq., is its present poasesaor. Mr. Hulmo's large fortubs 
was made in an eit^usife manufadnring and mercantile concern founded by 
Holland Aeken of Bauk (ancestor of Ackers of Moroton Hall co, Chester), John 
' and Jonathan Beerer capitalists, and Danotesey Hnlme as acting partner. 
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under the firm of " Dauntesej Holme and Co.*' A long and warm friendship, 
founded on kindred principles, existed to the close of life amongst these exodloit 
men. J2.] 

Among his liberal gifts may be mentioned that of io,oooZ. to the Manchester infir- 
mary and of 4,000/. to the house «f recovery, during his lifetime ; and at his 
death he bequeathed the residue of his estate, amounting to upwards of 10,000^ 
for the permanent support of the infirmary.

John Crewe waa bom in 1741. He was bigh eiieriff of Cheshire in 17^4, utd in 
the foUowbg year elected, on s vaeancy, M.P. for the borough of Stafford. He 
atlerwards reprosenled the county of Clicater in parliament from 1768 to 1796, 
■nd was throughout a atoudj BnpporlBr of the whig ;«rtj. On the death of Mr. 
Pitt, when lord QranTille beoune primo miniater and Mr. Foi the aecrotiiry of 
■lat« far foreigD affairs, in the admiiiiitrstion which acquired the name of "ill 
the talents," Mr.Crewe was rewarded for his partiianship Hud raieed to the peer- 
a^ by the title of baroo Crowe of Crewe ou the J^th Fcbruorj 1S06. Ho waa 
not > man of great talents and acquiremcDta, but of prsctiesl commoo sense ; not 
a ipe«liiT, but an aeeCa\ county mcuiber. To him Cheahiro is mainly iodebted 
for the repeal of the Ball duty, which bore heaiily on cheesemakers aud led them 
to an habitual and demoraliziug evasion of the law. Salt- smuggling was a trade 
oountennneod very gonernllj amoug the farmera of that dnj. He was fumiliarlj 
known by the title of "Foi'a lord." He lelt behind him the repntation of a 
good landlord, and a courteoos, hospitable couutrj- gentleman. His tenauti? 
were much attaehad to him, for be liied among them and sought their prosperity 
and happineia. In Barlhomley ohurchyard seTeral of his aorranlB are buried, 
with (he length of their sertice cngraTed on tlieir tombs— a.jr. 4] years, ji years, 
&a. — speaking Tery forcibly to hU chiirseter ns a master, u well a» to their con- 
duct Ba Berrunlii. Without iiny great enthusiasm for, or knowledge of, the fine 
aria, he uolleeted togi^thcr some good pictures, espeoiuUy of sir Joshua Reynolds. 
The celebrated portrait of Churles James Fm, by that great artist, ho boquealhcd 
to his intinwle and lalued friend the late carl of Leicester, better known as Mr- 
Coke, of Ifolkham hall, Norfolk. Ho married the only daughter of Futko 
Grelille esq., British minister to the court of Bavana and great grandaon of the 
fifth lord Brooke, by whom he lefl, auniiing him, one son and one daughter. 
He died at the age of 86 years on the iSlh April iSiS. His portrait, engraved 
by W. Say, from a painting by fir Tbomu Luwrence, is in the old schoolroom.

It is presumed that of this respectable family are Ralph Radcliffe 
Whitehead esq. and his brothers, the munificent founders in 1850 of Christ 
churcli, Friezland, near Ljdgate (enlarged by them in 1 860), and at whose sole 
cost a parsonage house and school houses have been built and rarious pastoral 
ministrations provided for the inhabitants of that part of Saddleworth.

The only son of Thomas Johnson of Manchester and Tyldesley esq., who was high 
shcrifT of Lancashire in 1755, by his second wife, daughter and coheiress of 
Samuel Warcing of Bury and Walmersley esq., and who in 1745 was made a 
prif<oncr in his own house, which was appropriated to the use of the aide-de-camp 
of prince Charles Stuart and others of his followers, and of whom a courageous 
declaration of loyalty to king George III. is recorded. (See Byrom*s SewuUiu, 
vol. ii. pt. ii. p. 405 note.) 

Thomas Johnson the younger was long remembered in Manchester, not only for 
his personal popularity, but on account of the very active part which he took, 
with other gentlemen of the town and neighbourhood, to raise a regiment in aid 
of the government in the year 1777, at the time of the American war. Mainly 
through his exertions the regiment, of which sir Thomas Egerton (afterwards 
carl of Wilton) was colonel, was completed. During the war with revolutionary 
France he was similarly distinguished for his loyalty, and contributed pecuniarily 
to an extent disproportionate even to his ample means. By his careful superin- 
tendence the income of one of the principal charities of the town of Manchester 
was increased seveu-fold in the course of twenty years. He was a constant 
benefactor to the town which had sprung up on his estate at Tyldesley, where he 
gave the site for a church shortly before his death, within the chancel of wliich a 
memorial window and monument now commemorate himself and his immediate 
predecessors. (See Wilson's Mitcellanies^ p. 67 note,) He was a deputy -lieatenant 
and magistrate of the county of Lancaster, and died unmarried 23rd December 
1823, aged 78 years. Elected constable of Manchester in 1786 and borough- 
reeve in 1783. An occasional attendant at the annivisrsary dinners of the 
Manchester scholars, and in 1 800 steward jointly with the Rev. George Leigh. 

Thomas Johnson's sister Elizabeth married George Ormerod esq. of Bury, whose 
only child is the present George Ormerod esq., D.C.L., of Sedbury park, Glou- 
cestershire, the historian of Cheshire. His eldest son Thomas Johnson Ormerod,

WbiUt at Eton hia muiiical talents recommended him to th? attention of Ur. 
Gmrge Graham, one of the BBsigtsnt masters, vho became hi« Tolnntarj talor 
and helped him in music aa irell ■> in hia other Btudiee. At Cambridge he met 
with B friend and patron in Dr. Robert Smith, maiter of Trinily, the friend of 
air Isaac Newton, and one of the ablest mathematicians and musicians of the da;. 
"WithiuoUftii instructor and friend (for in the Utter part of Dr.Smith'a Ufo he 
lired ontirel; with him) Mr. Bat^s posaeaaed and improved the valuable oppor- 
tunitj to perfect his knowledge of barmony and to attain that repatation for 
mnaicol erudition nbich distinguished his life. Ho is said to hare eurpsased the 
most learned musicians of hia daj in the theory of muaic, as well as to hare bem 
a flrst-rato performer on the ori;an, ^Vith a power of Cuger to eiecute nrhaterer 
was worthy of execution, he made that noble inntrument breathe the gennine, 
awfnl harmony for wliicb it was conatmcled. Whether he aonght to oipreSB ths 
BolemD dirge, the animating march, the sacred hymn, or the full chorus, ho could 
so tnnifuio his knowledge and feeling into it ■* to astonish and delight, to 
soothe and elevate. Tliose earlj' commemorations of llandd in Westminiter 
abbey were much indebted to this great inusidao for their success. He not only 
arranged and assorted that stupendous band, but controlled its performances by 
bi* snperior judgmeut and commanding execution. To him also was ascribed 
the undeviating eorreotuess and energy of the choral performances at the coa- 
oerts of ancient mnsic. Handel was the object of his supreme renoration. It i* 
not known whether ho le(t any compositions of his own. In private life be was 
■miable and pleasing, and of rare equanimity. It is related of him Ihat on the 
erening of the day when the Albion mills, of which ho waa a considerable pro- 
prietor, were destroyed by Hre, bo presided at a concert with hia usual apirit and 
aKeation." 

The writer of a notice of him which appeared in the GentlemaHt Slagaiine, from 
which tbe preceding sketch is mainly taken, adda, very prettily, that Joab Bate* 
married a lady of distinguished Toeal powers, " wha added lu much karmoag ta 
hit lift a» melodj/ to Am «tirie." The lady's name was Harrop, whom he married 
i4tb Dceemher 1780. He died 8ih Juno 1759. (See Zouch's R'ortf, xol. i. 
introd. p. JO imle, and QentleniaWi Mnijaane, 1799, p. 5}i.) 

It is impossible to read tbe notice given above of one who, in his day, waa great in

He bold the distinguished Eind important post of sub-prn?coplor to the prince of 
Wales, afterwards king Qeorgo IV., and was soon appointed to a canonry in 
Christ church. When Dr. Lewis Bagot was promoted to the biaboprie of 
Bristol in 17X3, Cyril Jackson succeeded him as dean of Chriit church, and 
held the office far tweiity-sii yeara and then reeignod, retiring into private life 
at his farourite Tillage of Felpbam in Sussex. There he died on 31st August 
1S19, aged 76 years i and among his bequests he gare to each of hia pall boarrn, 
who were of his own selection from the TiUagers of Folpham, "a hat, round frock, 
half boots, and two pounds." 

" Dr. Cyril Jackson was admired for bis learning and revered for his virtues, and 
presided at Christ church mith great Itrmnesa and dignity, yet so well tempered 
by kiDdDCAB and urbanity, that lie was respected and belored by all the suoceasiTO 
members of that Urge and illustrious college." He might have risen to yet higher 
diitinclion, for be is knono to hnTe refused the oiTer of the bishopric of Oxford 
and the primacy of Ireland, preferring the cnjojmcDt of lettered leburo to the 
weighty responsibilities of the episcopal oDlco. Dr. Croly, in his Life of Georg» 
IV., whilst asserting that far too much merit was attached to Cyril Jackson's 
refusal of the Irish primaoj, who had obrious ronaona for declining the distinc- 
tion, bis income being large, his labour light, and bis time of life too far adianced 
to make ebanga easy or dignified, yot adds, " the old man wisely and decorously 
retired from Chriat church to prepare himself for the great change. Ho li*ed 
ten years longer, chiefly id the Tillage of Felpbam, amusing himself by occasional 
nsita to bia old friends, or to the prinoe regent at Brighton, by whom be wai 
always received with scarcely less than Glial respect; and then returning to 
hia obscure, but nmisble and meritorious life of study, charity, and prayer." 

The O^forA Journal, ia a short biographical memoir which appeared at the time 
of bis death, says: "It is to be regretted that the dean could nerer bo persuaded 
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to fiTOUT the world, Kbich bu niu to well quoliScd to enlighten and inatrui^l, 
willi anj publicalion •, but during bia long reeidence st the uniToreit; be wu 
n>o«t honourably nnd signillj dietinguisbpd for Quineroiis snd iroigbtj axccllcn- 
ciea, for the depth aud accuracf of his attuinmeDtB aa a tbeologian, for the rich- 
D«i of Ilia cloBsiusl ofquiaitiona, for tbo dignified correctnoaB of bie deportuient 
»Dd maoDeri, ms the bead oror bis largo Boeiety, aoil for tbe goneroailj of his 
■pirit, aa a maater, a patron and a friend." 

When be resigned tbe deauerj of Cbriat cburob a Buperb silrer Taae of large dituf'tl- 
aiom and eicfuisite workmanabip was prosenled to him by a numerous body of 
Iriib noblemen and geutlomeii, wbo bad 1h.-l-u memben of the college, with this 
intoriptiOD : "Rercrendo Viro Cyr. Jackson, S.T.F,, .-Edia Chiieti in Oiouitpcr 
•nnoi TJginli ct sex Dccano, Hiberni et e4Jcin Mio profocti D.D.TD. Apud 
memora lUt gratia." 

Than ii in the north transept or Ihc catbedral a rery beantiful statue of tbe dean, 
by Chantrey, on the podi-etal of irbicb is inscribed as follows:

His Lettert io Gibbon, oommon!; knonn under the title of the "Defenoe of the thm 
hearenl; witnesses," established his rhnraoter as a Tery able eontrOTenialiit. 
They shew that be was a learned theoluginn and an able dialectician, with the 
power of eiprosBing hia meaning lucidly and well. He takes occasion from one 
of the infidel historian's characleristic encers to ]irguo in a lengthy distectatiOB 
against him and other opponents, among whom the name of the wise and excel- 
lent Eir laaao Newton ia conepicDOUs, for the gonuineneas of the disputed Tone in 
9. John's epistle (1 S.John, v. 7), which speaka of tho throe witnesses. It u do 
reproach to the momorj of tho loamed archdeacon to say that the progress of 
OUT eritical knowledge of tho manuscripts of the Now Testamont has ostabUahnl, 
iu tho opinion of tho moat compcti'iit scholars, the apuriausnOBS of this yerte. 
The Christian faith does not rest on any particular texts of scripture for its 
fonndation, hut on the traditionary teaching of the ehurch from its commmce- 
mont. Au<i in this point of view, the Letters to QihhoH will always retain toine 
ralue, as a clear and sucoinct collation of some principal passages from th* 
fathers, tending to prove that Ihc doctrine of the hlessed Trinity was reoeived b; 
the church catbolio in their time. The arch deacon's stylo is, as may be expeotcd 
from the period when he UreJ, not free from tho acerbities, then too common 
among coutroveraialistn, but now liappily, (icepting in rare instances, abandonsd 
by common consent. For the rise nnd progress of tho controversy see NiohoV 
lAterars Atiecdotea, vol. ii. pp. 7S-S1. [Putting aside altogether tho qnostion 
of the authenticity or apuriuusncss of the vorae, which is even yet, alter the 
labours and collations of ichohLrs during the long period which has sinoe cUpMd, 
by no means a settled point, wc must always owe a debt of gratitude to Travia 
for having callcil forth Forson as an antagonist, and thus bemg the means of 
producing one of the most delightful critical works in the language, whiah 
though it would be absurd to compare it, as it has been compared, with 
Benllcy's Duierlalioit on Phatarit, yet must over bo considered aa a rare oom- 
pound of leorning, scutencsg, keen severity, and controversial skill. C]

He wa» a rcry distingui»hcd physician, and ia referred to in Doming Rasbolham'a 
I'ertt inttndtd to kace bee» tpokea al lie breaking up of fAe Free Grammar 
Sehool in 1781. (9ee IntroductioD.) Dr. Taylor resided at Beading, where he 
ditd 9th Hay iSij, at the advanA'd age of 8} years; ani in the Oxfiird Herald 
at the iitt of the same manth there appeared the following abort uotice of hii 
lile: "A (ery emineut physician, who practised at Reading and its neighbonr- 
hood for upwards of half a century. He was distinguished for skill, atteation 
and anccess. To tbe poor bis adTico and assistance were gralnitously rendered, 
and his priiat« charities were eitonsiTe and discriminating. At Braienoso col- 
lega he acquired a character for deep learning and general knowledge. In 180S 
he sustained a serore loss by the death of his only son lieutenant-oolonel Taylor, 
who was rising by his bmrery and meritorious conduct to tbo height of military 
honours when his country was depriied of his services in a spirited obarge which 
be iDiide on the enemy at the battle of Vimiers, He was a student of Christ 
church, Oifurd, and M.A. A handsome monuuient is erected to Ilia memory in 
the cathedral." 
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John Taj lor bad a brother Charles, who was also M.D. and for many jears flecre* 
tary to the Society for the eDCouragement of Arts, Manufacture and Commeroe, 
and a correepondmg member of the Manchester Literaiy and Philosophical 
Society. His name does not appear in the School Regitier. There is a noUoe of 
him in the C^eniUman^s Maffozine, 1816, p. 377. He died at Hammersmith a4th 
August 1 8 16.

His father, sir Thomas Grey Egerton, who was sixth baronet, and of the family of 
Egerton of Egerton and Oulton in Cheshire, and married Catherine, daughter 
and coheiresH of the Ker. John Copley M.A., rector of Thornhill in the county 
of York, and follow of the Collegiate church, Mancliester, died the year before 
his son was admitted to the school. The first baronet of the family was sir Row- 
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lull EgEirtoD, created 1617, trbo married Bridget, aut«r and bcitWB of Thonuu 
Ore; nitecnth lord Orej de IjViltoD. who died iu the lower of London in 1614, 
baving been engsged io eir Walter Bnleigli'a plot. 
Born in 1749, air Thoniss Egerton procFPiied from the school to Christ cliarolj, 
Oxford, and was crested M.A. 14th Februsrj 1769. He mnrrJcd on nth of Sep- 
tember, in tbe tame yenr. Eleanor, daughler and cohcircfs of air Rnlph Asheton, 
the last baronet of the AaLelona of Middleton, haring beea elected one of the 
reprvacDtstiTss of the count}' of Laacaater in 176S, which oEBoe he held till tbe 
iliaiolulioii of parlinnifnit in 17S4, when ho wai niied to (he peerage bj the title 
of barun Ore; de Wilton of Wilton castle, Herafordabire. The Tiaconiitihip 
and earldom of Wilton wore aonferred upon him in lEoi. He died at Beaton 
houM >3rd September 1814. aged 65, and was huHed at Frestwieb, leaving onlj 
one daughter aurriring him, Eleanor, who bad married in 1794 Robert riscount 
BelgraTS (afterwards earl Oroiveuor and manjiiia of Weatminster), on whose 
aeoond and third sous the earldom of Wilton is enlaibdi the baronete; then 
mertuig to John Egerlou esij. of Egertoo and Onllon. The Ilealoi] estates 
came into the fsmil; h)r tho marriage of sir John E^erton, the third baronet, 
with the heircaa of the Hollanda of Ucnton and Denton. 

Sir TbomoB Egerton did ddI lake any prominent part in the bonae of commons 
■s a debater, nor when elevated to the house of lords. In 1775 he prc'sented 
the addrosa from Monebiater iu support of tbe American war, and in 179S (aa 
lord Orej de WUton) he spoke on and aupportcd tlie Lancoaler scaaioos bill. 
With this Bieeption he does not appear as a apeaker, nor is his oamo to be found, 
dnring man; jears, in tbe printed lists of tlic dirisioos in tbe house of lords. But 
he inleresled bimaelf iu publio matters relating to the town of Mam^liestcr, giiing 
Taluable aid in raising the volunteer eDF])B for which that town earned so high a 
cbamcler of lojally and zeal during the war with America and with Fmnce. Be 
commauded one of the regiments which servBd in Ireland from 1797 to iBoi, 
returning home in Maj of the latter jcar. On that oecaaian he eutertnioed tlio 
members of the regiment at dinner iu the open irard of Cbelhain'a hoapital, and 
was carried iu triuniph from thence bj bis aoldiers into S. Ann's sijnare. He 
was aliberul aubacriber to the eharitici of the towu, and highly rcapcctedJbr the 
man; eicelleneies both of his public and priTato life. As one of the feoffees of 
the free grammar aohool, iilthougb his name is not giTcn iu the liat of fcoffeBB 
which Bppeara in What ton's Hutorg of Ihe School, be, with Mr. Edward Grcavca 
of Culcbeth and Mr. Robert RadctrlTe of Foidenton, actmg on behalf of the 
feoffees, aigned tbe eoutruot with Messrs. Townlejs and Hothwell for rebuilding 
the old grammar aohool in 1776 — a cap; of whioh is given in the Appendix. 
He was also foofl^ of Cbetham's hospital. 

A monnmental inicriptiou in Prestwioh church records (hat he was "eminently 
correct in every religious iind social duty, aealonaly attached to his king and 
coontry, nnd peculiarly attenbito to the colls of charily and rcndy to every good 
work. On different occasions, during limes of disturbance and danger, be 
quilted tbe ei^oymcot? ..f his pcai-cful biibil!. nnd clomestii- quiet for tbe troubles 
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and anxieties of a military life, both in England and Ireland, as colonel of • 
regiment of royal Lancashire yolunteers, whose serrices were no less nsefiil and 
important to the country than honourable to himself and to those under his 
command." 

" In the same yault are deposited the remains of the relict of the deceased earl, 
Eleanor countess of Wilton and coheiress of sir Ralph Asheton of Middkton 
bart. She died on the 3rd of February 18 16, in the 67 th year of her age, not 
less distinguished than her departed lord by her strict attention to erery religious 
and moral duty, and actuated by the same principle of doing good." 

To the school where he derived his early education the late earl of Wilton was 
warmly attached throughout his life, and for his preceptors there entertained, 
as oyery good man is sure in aft^r life to entertain, feelings of gratitude and 
respect. Mainly to him is owing the establishment of the anniversary festivals 
of the old scholars ; ho presided at the meeting when it was resolved so to com- 
memorate their schoolboy days ; he was steward on the first occasion in 17S2, 
and frequently present in subsequent years. His engraved portrait, in militaiy 
uniform, is in the old school. For pedigree of Egerton of Egerton see Ormerod's 
Cheshire^ vol. ii. pp. 350-1. 

Marc?»^^ix. John, son of Samuel Moss, rector of Horton, StaflFordshire. 

Samuel Moss, of Brasenosc college Oxford, B.A. October 13th 1722, was perpe- 
tual curate of Horton for upwards of half a century, and held also the ricarage 
of Dilhorne in the same county. There is a mural tablet in the chancel of Hor- 
ton church, commemorating himself and his wife and two sons ; but there is no 
record of this scholar, John Moss, to be found there. Samuel Moss died 2nd 
February 1776, aged 77, and his wife Susannah died 29th March 1765, aged 64, 
On the tablet is the following inelegant couplet : 

" I leave them hero, 'tis you I trust. 
Let none molest our sacred dust." 
The house at Horton, called the parsonage, was given by the patron at that time 
for the use of Mr. Moss and his successors in the curacy, provided they occupy 
it, otherwise it is to be let for the benefit of the poor.

Jli<;hard Arnald, the father (for twenty- four years rector of Tharcaiston in Leb.*es- 
ter^hire, the beloved retreat of bi:*hop Hurd, and celebrated by the poetry of 
Maaon), wa<i the author of the " Commentary of the Apocrypha." forming part of 
that well-known Comm^fUary on the Holy Scriptures which bears the other 
names of Patrick, Whitby and Lowth. He had six children, of whom WiUiazn 
was the fourth, and the only son who iHurriTcd his parents. 

William waa of .S. John's college, Cambridge, and gained the honours of the 
»enior wrangler»hip in 17^6, fmm many distingnished competitors — amon^ 
whom were R. P. Arden, afterwards lord Alranley, and John Law the fiitnre 
bishop of Clonfert, Killala, an<l Elphin (brother of the fir^t lord EUenborongh) . 
who wan teeond wranj^Icr and the chancellor's senior medallist. The latter is 
said to hare remembcrerl with bittemes:? all through his life the defeat which he 
sustained in this stniggle for the highest academical distinction : not eren his 
eleyation to the then opulent Irish bishopric of Elphin with 10,000/. a year could 
make him forgive or forget what he considered to be a permanent injury to his 
public reputation. 

William Arnald vas elected fellow of his college in 1767, became tutor in 1768, 
and took the following degrees: A.M. 1769; B.D. 1776; D.D. 1781. In the 
year 1775 he was spoken of as successor to Dr. W. S. Pot* ell, master of S. John*8, 
and would probably hare been elected had he been older, but he was then only 
thirty years of age. In the same year Dr. Kichard Uurd, lately consecrated bishop 
of Lichfield and previously fellow of Emmanuel college, Cambridge (which num- 
bered also among its di:)tinguished fellows Richard Arnald), appointed him his 
chaplain, and bj his kindness he became precentor of Lichfield cathedraL 

In the following year, when a change was made in the preceptorial establishment 
of the prince of Whales, owing to the resignation of Dr. William Blarkham, bishop 
* of Chester, and his colleague Cyril Jackson, the appointment of head tutor to the 

future sorereign and his brother the duke of York was conferred on bishop Kurd, 
and by his recommendation William Arnald, then B.D., was nominated as sub- 
preceptor; the prince's retiring instructors, who are said to have found their 
ofljcc by no means an enviable one, being rewarded shortly afterwards — one with 
the archbishopric of York and the other with the rich and important preferment 
of the deanery of Christ church, Oxford, the dignity of which he so well sus- 
tained, and discharged its duties so ably for the space of twenty-six years. The 
new royal instructors held their office until 1781. Arnald was the prince's tutor 
in science, and in 1779 became canon of Windsor. Bishop Hurd was in 178 1 
translated to the richer see of Worcester. 
The dose of the hitherto brilliant career of Dr. William Arnald was melancholy in 
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iho extrcno. In Jananrj 17S1, to Che uutpcakablo regret m wei\ ai surpriae of 
all hit friifoda, aoms sjiaptoms of iaaaiiK; appeared, wliicb put il slop to bdj 
expectntioui of furtbtr prefenneut to wbicb lie miglit ittaia, or of eoDtiuiled uac- 
fulncia on hu port ID nnj publi:' ^apneitj. Thia uahappj atale of mind, which 
tsnnuiiited onlf witb liia lii-slh m tbe autumn of 1 801, " was for more thtui Iwenlj 
jpan Ihe CHUse of real grief to a numorouB airclo of frieuds, who, atlnchcd to bim 
bj the itroDf^it tics of gratitude and alTeetion, admired bii abtlilics, loTCd the 
■wpelncu of bis mnnnera, aud ackiio»Iedged ibe goodneag of bit heart. " He died 
at Leiifeitcr.

Dr. WiUinm ArDald, died at Leicester, August jlb 
iSoi." His mother, who was a daughter of tbe Ber. John Woods A.M., died 
April t ith 17E1, aged 6j ; aud he cn-uled the monumcat to his parents in Tbur- 
c«ston church a lery short time before that terrible affliction fell upon him which 
luleit to the end of hia da;s. That portion of tbe insoriplion whiob relates to 
bis latber is worth recording here, on aeeouat of tba refanjuoo to the conuueiitarj 
of which he was tbe author : 
"Hmr this place lielh tbe body of the TIvt. Richard Amald B.D., Follow of 
)1 College, Rector of this parish and Frebcndary of Liueolti, who died 
ir4th i7,;6, aged 56. 

Bemembcr 111 j judgment 
For thine also shall be 90. 
Yesterday for me, and today fur ibce.

That commentarj ia as follows : " Tbe wise man hvre. to make the stronger im- 
prenion upon his readers or pnpiU, makes the dead or dyiug person addresa the 
liring in these affecting words — remeaier my Judgment, tc., i.e. my doom, the 
•entCDce of death pnucd upon me. Kpl/ia is used in tbis seuso oh. ilj. id seTersl 
places upon tbe like occasion. Or the sense may be, when you attend at a fune- 
ral, think that the dead person speaks thus to you in dumb show or in a low 
voice : Bemcmbcr the teatence of mortulit; passed upon me : as my present state 
ia, the same will be jour conditioD soon. Today wag mj turn, tomorrow will be 
your *iaitBtion : what boa happened to me is thine and crerj man's lot. What 
■ fine memento ia this to the living '. How much better would thia plain, abort, 
instmctiTH senlence adorn a loonutnetital stone, than tbe tedious, fulsome, and 
often false inscriptions of modern epitaphs!" {^to od. 1809, vol. t. p. 448.) 
It il remarkable that thia tcit should be thu one engraved on his own monument 

so many years after. 

A aermon, preached by Dr. W. Amald before the unireriity of Cambridge on

He waa chosen one of the repreeentatiTC* of the county of tdincaslcr in parlia- 
ment in 1774, and recbosen at each subsequent election till 1S12, when berotirod 
on the grotiad of ill health. Colonel of tbe first regiment of Lancashire militia 
IrODi the time of its being embodied at tbe commencemcDt of tbe war with France 
in 1 791 to the time of bis death, he accompanied that regiment la Ireland daring 
the rebellion of 1798. He <Iied at Bath on 14th December 1S16, where be wsa 
then residing for the benefit of his heallli, snd was buried bj his own desire in 
(he iamilj eaalt at Ormaliirk ; hut there is no monuroenlal record of him there. 
He WBB nerer married. Coloael Slanlej was steward of the nnniversarj luecting 
in 17*4, with Mr. Tbomaa Bntterabee as hia colleague, who waa then upwards of 
Bo jear* of age. In the records of the Arst annirersarj we And "health waa 
drank to Mr. Ballerabee, the father of the meeting, in his fiftlirigint." Thongh 
arrived at ao great age, he continued to attend these meetings to the jtar pre- 
ceding his death. Ue was constable of Maacbcster in 17J0 and boroughrecTe in 
1760, and died iSlh January 178S. 
Colonel Stnnley was Terj popular as one of tbo represents tivea of the countj, and 
_ taif portiait, preaented to the nerchatila and mannfactnrers of Manehealar in 
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1809 by Thomas Johnson and James Ackers esqs., hangB in the exchange newt- 
room, with an inscription recording that it was placed there '* as a testimony of 
public regard for the ability and zeal with which he uniformly promoted th« 
commercial interests of the town during eight sucoessiTe pariiaments." Thu 
portrait was wantonly injured in the disgraceful riots which occurred on the 8th 
April 1 8 12. Though not taking a prominent part in the debates of the house of 
commons, we find him seconding a motion made by Mr. Burke in 178 1 respecting 
the treatment of the inhabitants of the island of S. Eustathius in the West 
Indies, on its capture by tlie British forces, and remarking that the conduct 
of the fleet and army on t]iis occasion were so truly impolitic and disgraceful 
that they deserred the severest reprehensions from erery one who paid any 
regard to the feelings of human nature or to the character of an Englishman. In 
1797 he was occupied in promoting a bill for increasing the allowance of debtors 
from fourpence to sixpence. In June 1 804 he divided against the third reading 
of Mr. Pitt's additional force bill ; and in July he objected to the third reading 
of the com bill, which he considered as particularly injurious to the county of 
Lancaster. In 1805 he sat as chairman of a committee to enquire into the claims 
of the duke of Athol to a further remuneration as the former proprietor of the 
Isle of Man. In August 1 807 we find him objecting to the bill which permitted 
the militia to volunteer for the army. 

Colonel Stanley was an original member of the Roxburgh Club, a great book col- 
lector, and in 1813a selection from his distinguished library was sold by auction 
by R. II. Evans, Full Mall, London, the sale extending over eight days. I haye 
in my possession a catalogue marked with the price at which each lot was sold, 
and with the name of the purchaser. Some of the books sold were rare or Tery 
choice copies of French, Spanish and Italian works, and fetched, what were 
considered at that period, enormous prices ; and the whole number of lots, which 
was upwards of 1 100, realized a sum amounting to nearly 8ooo2. [Dr. Dibdin 
gives an animated account of this sale, which he styles " the Stanley tourna- 
ment" in his Bibliographical Decameron^ vol. iii. pp. 78-82. See also Home's 
Introduction, vol. ii. p. 674. On the DeBry Dr. Dibdin rises into ecstasy. The 
purchaser was tlie duke of Devonshire. The total amount of the sale, according 
to the doctor, was 8,232^ Colonel Stanley considered that the collection sold 
had not cost him more than 2,500/. C] 

A small engraved portrait of colouel Stanley, from a painting by Edridge, is in tba 
old grammar school, showing a mild, pleasant and thoughtful countenance. 

Dr. Thomas Stanley died 27 th June 1764; his widow survived him sixteen years, 
dying at Liverpool 27th November 1780.

William Forde died I4lh Uurcb 17E1, aged 38, and tbe estate at Furde Qreen wo* 
sold at the bcginaing of this century, when the youngest daughter came of age. 

Hugh Forde, the younger son, was baptisod ]ist Jul/ 17 jo, He settled at Leek aa 
■ silk uiorehflnt, aod died imd November 1797, leaving oue soq aud two daugh- 
ters. 

The Forde Grsen estate was in possesBiou of this family from a rerj early dale.

Some years 
since, there wa« oocasion to bring Ibo family deeds into eourt at Stafford, and 
the judge observed that he had Dover known so eomplulu and old a pedigree as 
Ibat of Forde, in their rack of hfe, for thej were io all the writings designated 
i/eiUUmtii, and never assumed the title of eiquirtt.

•ins of i-olonel Jobu Ford of Abbey Field in tbe cotioty of Chester (for whom sea

He was for some years fellow and tutor of the college, and an influential member 
of the university, acting for a time as chaplain of Homingsea, near Cambridge, 
and eventually succeeding to the valuable rectory of Great Oakley in Essex^ 
which he held for nearly half a century, being all the time nou'resident, on the 
ground of holding a small ohapelry, Holbrook, near Derby. At the latter place 
he lived, dying 12th May 1833, within a few days of attaining the great age of 
88 years, and was buried at Alfreton in the same county, where many members 
of the family are interred. lie loft two daughters, still living, and residing at 
Hazlewood near Duffield. His only son died before him, leaving one son who is 
now an eminent architect in London. 
In 1789, on the death of Dr. John Chevallier, John Carr was nearly elected to the 
mastership of S. John's college. When the vacancy occurred, the two great 
tutors of the college were Carr and Pearce, the latter having been for ten years 
public orator. FoUtics ran high ; the former was leader of the whigs, the latter 
of the tories. Between the two parties the college was equally divided ; and the 
election came at last to the seniority of eight. Here again Carr got four votes 
and Pearce four. Somebody put up a third candidate. Craven, and one voter 
from each side went for Craven. At last the matter was settled by one of the 
bodies of four giving up their own candidate and voting for Craven, who thus 
became the master. The old college story used to be that Craven accepted the 
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EiMlCTship upon one condition, tit : that he should not be required to inarrj." 

D.D.) becamo 
dean of Elj, and maelor of Jeaus coUego, the latter agipointment being in the 
hande of the bishop of tbo diocese.

oF Cronkcyshaw, and probably acquired liii tajte for the turf and games of 
ehanee from bis wife's fsiuil}'.

He was remoTed from Manchester school to Westminster in 1764, when he was 
elected a king's scholar, shewing at the same time a signal proof of the progress 
be had made by getting into Westminster the head boy of his year. In 1768 be 
was elected stadent of Christ church, Oxford, where he highly distinguished 
himself, gaining the chancellor's prize for Latin Terse in 1770, of which the sub- 
ject wraa ''Art medendi." He took the degree of B.A. May i6th 1772 ; M.A. 
February nth 1775 ; B.D. March 24ih 1783; DJ). December 6th 1799. At' 
Christ church he was for many ^ears actirely employed in tuition, holding the 
office of rhetoric reader «nd censor, and became chaplain to Dr. William Mark- 
ham, archbishop of York, to whose patronage he was indebted for a prebendal 
stall at Southwell in 1780, a stall at York in 1783, and the rectory of Beeford in 
East Yorkshire. When Mr. John Bandolph (subsequently D J)., regioa professor 
of diTinity, and bishop of Oxford, Bangor and London) resigned the regiua profes- 
sorship of Omtk in 1783, William Jackson was selected to succeed him, and 
shortly after was appointed one of the curators of the Clarendon preaa. To the 
latter office he gave much of his time and attention during a long residence in 
the uniyersity, baring resigned his tutorship in 1783, when his brother Cyril 
became the dean. William Jackson was then nominated preacher of Lincoln's 
inn, an office which he is said to haye highly valued, and which he held until his 
elcTation to the episcopal bench. In 1799 he was promoted to a canonry at 
Christ church, and in 181 1 was consecrated bishop of Oxford on the death of 
Dr. Charles Moss. His episcopate was short. He died at Cuddesdon in 18 15, 
where he is buried, and his name recorded in the following brief inseription :

He had been at diOcrect times cogged in bueincBS; but h 
hi* InleDts did Dol lie io that direction, and oa rogularJI; and pvrscreranco were 
b; no means hia charaoteriBlics, all hia attempta were bilures ; and when I knew 
him he subsisted partly or entire]; on an allowance made bj his friends, and 
went under tbe deaignalioo of " Billj Winn." Tiiough not a auoceiaful he waa 
howcTcr a rcmarkabto man. Bia couiieetionB were bighlj respectable ; but inde- 
pcndeutlf of an; status he deriTed from tbem, hia own persona] quoliScaliona 
rendered bim atwajs an aoceptable gnest with the W'tt families of Halifax and 
its DFigbbourfaood. For many yenra he contributed largoly Io the pleasure of 
their Bociol meetings. His stori' of anecdotes, hia litcrarj Iniowiedge, hli tho- 
rough acquaintance with the political biaiorj of the last centurj, and his un- 
rlTalled command of exeij fact and familj incident which had occurred ia hie 
naliie pirlsli during hia lifetime, rendered him a moat lulercsting companion g 
and aocordinglj he waa an iiidiapensable adjunct to CTCfy dinner party of coase- 
quenee, in which, poor and erea dependent as he was, he alttays punctiliously 
insisted upon the respect he was entitled to ua a gonllemaD, and maintained hia 
own opinions, and he was at all times nn ardent politician, ugaiust any opponent. 
Hi* duet with Mr. Christopher Rawdon on SkircoaC Moor, of which iiD amusing 
account might be given, aod in wbioh Ur. Winn waa tbe challenger, arose from 
a fancied slight at a public dinner. His memorj waa eiceedingly retentire and 
raoot, and any fact or diitc itnled by him might b<t fully depended upon. He 
ii'pt up hia acqiittictanco with elossirol literature, in which ho had heen soundlj 
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initiated {\^*tj)e JSf anchester grammar school, to the close of his life. His faTOurite 

Latin autbot/as he told me, was Tacitus, with whose works he was intimately

rather an invidious privilege to exercise, to whom any new work should be sent 
in the first instance. After the lapse of half a century I think I see him now, in 
his customary black, slightly the worse for wear, tall, attenuated and rather 
stooping, his hair scantily powdered, in appearance not unlike *'the decayed 
macaroni" depicted in Anstey's works, wending his way, with a new novel by 
Miss Brunton or Miss Edgeworth under his arm, to the home of the lady who 
was most in favour at the time. His acquaintance with literature was extensive, 
and he was always glad to point out to young aspirants the best books on any 
subject in which they wore interested. The history of his native town was ever 
an attractivo*8ubject to him. We owe to him the octavo abridgment of Watson, 
with some additions, printed by Jacobs, and I have been told that a pamphlet 
entitled Ualifaxiana^ a collection of anecdotes from various sources, not how- 
ever particularly connected with Halifax, was the work of Mr. Winn. After 
his death an able and somewhat elaborate character of him, but deficient in dates 
and facts, appeared in the Wakefield Journal^ written by Dr. John Thompson, 
a physician of great promise, then residing at Halifax, but who afterwards removed 
to Leeds, and died there in 1 8 1 8 at an early age. In that obituary the writer 
applies with considerable happiness many of the expressions in Johnson's lAfe of 
Savage to Mr. Winn, and, in reference to his career, concludes the article with the 
memorable and well known words which close that masterpiece of biography. C]

Whilst master of the latter sebool hjs under muiter viaa the learned 
William Furr Qreawetl, author of The AiiHali of Pariaan Typography and 
other Korka, and father of five diBtinguiahcd sons, vho became fellons of 
coUegea in Oxford, utter iLttainiog the highest honours in the public examina- 
tions. 

Dr. Ormorod (Uittorg of ChftUre, vol. i. p. 188, note) thus refers to Mr. Bancroft 1 
" Towards the termination of the last centur; the king's school at Chester attained 
> considersblo degree of classical celebrity, under the direction of the late B«t. 
Thomas Bancroft M.A., afterwards vicar of Bolton -le-Moora. Plays wore occa- 
sionallir performed bj the bojs, in the arrstigemcnt of which the late learned 
editor of Sirobo [Thomas Falconer, M,D,, for whom see Bchoal Sejiiter, aana 
178]] took a Lively interest, and a collection of Greek, Latin and English wi- 
oroises, partly written bj the scholars, and partly by Mr. Bancroft aud olhera, 
wa« published at Chester [in 1788] under the title of Frolutionet Poetica. It

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is with pleasure that the author finds an opportunity of bearing testimony to the 
strong genius and varied learning of a preceptor for whose memory he will era 
retain the highest respect, and with the recollection of whose name one of the 
most important and populous districts of Lancashire will long associate the 
eloquence of the divine, and the firmness of the magistrate, displayed in counter- 
acting the efTorts of the advocates of blasphemy and sedition, at tho time of the 
French revolution." 

Mr. Bancroft was steward, with colonel Fetor Heron, of the anniversary dinner in 
1 798. He died on the 5th of February 1 8 1 (, aged 54 years. A small photogrrapb 
taken from an oil painting in the possession of a family at Chester, ia in the 
old classical school at Manchester. 

In the parish church of Bolton there is a tablet to his memory, bearing the following 
inscription : 

" Near this plac« lie the remains of the Rev: Tho: Bancroft, late Vicar of this 
Piirish, one of tho King's Lancashire Preachers, Chaplain to the B*. Hon^*. 
Viscount Castle Stuart, and Justice of the Peace for this County. 

"Memory reciuiros no tablet to record the virtues of a man who adorned every 
station which he filled, and reflected honour on himself and his firiends. His 
heart was the seat of benevolence, the noble and the warm affections. Early 
dbtinguishcd by superior talents, he wrought on the feelings of his hearers, by 
his sublime and persuasive eloquence, while his example shining as a light in the 
world, adorned the doctrine of him who preached the Gospel of Peace. 

**In 1793 ho was presented by Dr. Cleaver to the living of Bolton, and instituted 
one of tho King's Lancashire Preachers in 1807 by Dr. Majendie. Here for 
sixteen years he added to his arduous parochial duties those of a just and im- 
partial Magistrate. 

" Tho evening of his life was cheerful and serene. He bore the infirmities of a 
lingering palsy without a murmur; and on the 5^ of Feb: 181 1, in the 55*^ 
year of his age, he received with a placid smile the summons of his LORD to 
enter into that holy rest where pain and sorrow and sickness will be no more^ 
and where tho LORD GOD will wipe away tears from off all eyes. 

** * For honourable age is not that which standeth in length of time, nor that which 
is by number of years : but wisdom is the grey hair unto men, and an unspotted 
life is old age.' " 

[Mr. Bancroft married, whilst at Chester, the only daughter of Mr. Bennett of 
Willaston hall, and had issue two daughters. Elizabeth, the elder, married John 
Bradshaw Isherwood of Marple hall esq. (sheriff of Cheshire in 18 15), and Ann, 
the younger, married G^rge Wolstenholme of Bolton esq., a magisttate of that 
borough. In a now forgotten serial called The Monthly Preceptor^ are " prise 
translations,** by the two Miss Bancrofts of Bolton. See vol. L p. 210, and toL 
ii. p. 287.

In tbe latter yean of his iifo, after hu bud ceaoed to be eoanectod 
witb the aihool, be kbb ollon at war wilh tbem (utid tbe window* of his Iioim 
looked out upon tbo amall apnco of ground where thoy auembled before Uw 
school gales were opened), Crequentlj oomiog forward with angrj rotnpUiata of 
their rudoniHB and ill behaTiour, He bad Tarj largo, sbnggj eyebrowa, and thfl 
bojB, when they passed hira in tbe street, would draw their Gngers, not by waj 
of ODinpUiilent, oint tboae aseful adarniiiDnts of the hnman face, to tui great 
aanojanco. From a supposed rcsomblance to that important personage in % 
puck of oanls, be obtained among the bojs the sobriquet of the "knaTft of 
clubs," [although ho was genanUly called 8. Crispin, a.] 

Kougb, reputsiTe and unclflriool as he appears to liaTO been in his ontward 
deuieanour, Joshua Brookes possessed, as is often tbo ca«o with men of like ori^ 
and temperament, soma better qaalities of mind and heart which commended 
liim to those who rather regarded the inner man. Archdeacon Churton, in 
his L\fe of Nomtll, iipeaka of liim aa bis "icrj worthj friend," and Dr. Hibbett 
(see Hiiiory of JUane/ltiter Foundalioat, vol. ii. p. ijjg) oulogt«CB him M "• pro- 
foond scholar, and a ditine of strict disoiplitiej of a warm yel forgiTing temper; 
of acute feelings; of a generoua and beoovotcnt dispesilioa ; jet in the oon- 
soientions dischargo of his sacred dutim often assailed bj tbc ridicule of th* 
ignorant, the malioiouv, and uacnltivated rabble." 

[The following obaraeter of this oioellent but oocetitrio man appeared in the Maw 
chetler Exclange Serald, (18th November i8n), fand was written bj the 
amiable editor Mr. Joseph Astoti, who, along with Mr. Thomas Barritt, tlM 
MaDchester antiquary, had been from boyhood the oompanioQ adH friend of Ur. 
Brookes, fi.] 

"The obaraeter of Mr. Brookes has seldom been correctly appreciated; naturallj 
irritable, his maniur often obscured the goodness of bis ma'ire for reproof) and 
his leal for the Church, nnd bis high estimation of tbo sacred function whiob 
he had embraced, too often hod th« eppearauco of intdDperato asperity, when 
proper obserrance of the resjioct due to tbe bouse of God, or its minister, vw 
wantiug. The reproof for indecorous conduct, which ho never spared, if he 
witneaied such in any perwrn, whatever his situation of hfo, certainly was mmUng 
in that snavity of manner, whiuh, io such a place, is most commanding ; but tbi* 
in a great digree, was owing to a peculiar hardness, not to ^ny hanbnoaa, of 
voice, which bo bad from nature, rendered more dissonant by the habit of. 
ing loud, an all aubjcota, and in all situalions, even in the reading desk or at ttM 
altar, if he felt himself (and a rcrj slight aberration wonld provoke him) 
upon to introducoaparenthcticnlcomment.betweentbo response* ot the Liturgy. 
These intarpolalory ebntlitions had, too ol>on. an air of vulgarity ; and, in 00a- 
sequenco, frequently faib-d of produr^inc; the effect intended. To a cnlliralad. 
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niinil, the mado niu diegualing; aiid Ihe ahrawdnedg of the unpoliBhod, nut per- 
ceiving any thing of tho mild and gentlcmiiDl^, jet comtnaDding dignity, whioh 
■dda a grace M the clerical cbarnct^r, felt an indilTercnra lo the Bnger, the ex- 
pTeuiou of which was bo similar to what ihcf werci in the dul; habit of hearing 
from their equals in rank and aife, on more unimportant and leaisaored ooosaiona; 
thpf , therefore, often luughed at reproof nhich was merited, but which had tlia 
niiirartunc to be cilher ill-timed, or intemperate]; ndminiilered. But Ur. 
&R>DkcB had atndied books onl; t ho was ignorant of the waj-s of the world] be 
knew nothing of making the poaaioiia and foibles of mankind Bubaerviont lo the 
purposes of inslrUDtioii. D«ply read as ho was in Qret'k and Bomnn lore, he 
wka almost ai ignuranC as a child in nlial rolated to mankind. He vrai a living 
leiioon, to irhom the doabting icholsr might safelj appeal ; and jet he was a 
prototjp« of Ficlding'a Parson Adams, for honest aimplicitj. He bad passed 
tbrongb the grammar lohoal in this town, where ho received hia education, 
under the late Mr. Lawion, and kept bis temis at Bnuenosa college, Oxford, 
H'iiere he became a graduate, with credit lo himself) but he itas a profound 
dunco Bi to the varied mjitetioa of the human heart. Though a phjaician of 
the soul, be knew nothing of its aoalomy. Such was Ibo rererend JoabuB 
Brookes ; a man whoso errors, (Ibougii Iboj often cilorted a smile Irom the 
candid, and even afforded the maliciona enemies of itligion materials for aoolEng 
at sacred inalitntions), proceeded not Irom goile; a man nhose memor; will not 
pass away without the recollection of the Tery mnnj good properties which b« 
possessed. As a bod, his virluo was tried to the utmost ; and it came out of the 
fire pure and brilliant. His father, a person of low birth, whs a strong-headed 
though often wrong-beaded man, nboee intemperate passions too oDen placed 
bim in ver; unpleasant situations, from which bis son never hesitated a moment 
to extricate him in the best manner possible ) for in spito of reiterated provoca- 
tions, and rellected mortifications, he never forgot his duty to bis parent, who, 
through a long life of decrepitude and of helplessness, found in the house of hia 
■OB (which he too often disRraiwd by the lurhuleiice of his spirit, and the eccen- 
trioilj of his intemperance) a safe and constant protection, and a kindness of for- 
bearance, which he must have been conscious ho did not merit, but whicli, in the 
ejes of the Christian, reflected so much honour on one whose sacred profession, 
and eonseijucnt gentlcmanlj' rank in society, were disgraced b; a conduct, which 
nothing but the fulness of filial piety could have orerlooked or forgiven. Ur. 
Brookes, in the course of his ministry, perhaps baptiied, married, and boried 
more persons than any other clergyman in the kingdom ; be read tho ecrnces of 
the Church diitinetly, and often critically and emphaticall;; but the repot it ion had 
been so often, that nearly the whole were imprinted on his memory ; and if, same- 
times, at the font, and when performing the marriiige ceremony, he pssaed over 
the worda with too great a rapidity to create the proper feeling which oTight to 
bo indulged on anch important occasions, excuses will readily be made, when it is 
idered that tbe former sometimes eiecedod one hundred, end the latter 
renty in a day ] a thing not to bo wondered at, when it is recollected that hi*

Snt notiflcation of regret at having given him offence, wis tniScient to inm 
inatant forgiTencaa. His tongue certainly iraa often lond in the eipmaion 
reacDtmenti but hia good nature genersll; arresti<d the judgment be denouneed. 
He ccrlunlj wanted the luatiila- in tnodo, and the delicate Bensationa whicli in- 
iluco, naj force tbdr poiMcaor to appear emiable ; but if an underiatiDg lore id 
truth, — ^if gratefiii recollection of iicta of kindness (particularly eiempliBedm 
hia roTcrenoo for the mcmorj' of his patron, the tale Rev. T. Ajnacough, a. 
of the Tcnerablo fellows of Iho Collegiate church), — if the epirit of foifireDCN 
which waa never dead in bim,^ — if a devoted attachment to the Church of Ed^ 
land, and a constant and undevjating assiduity in the discharge of bis profea- 
sional duties be pruisewortby, wo ought to forget that he was deficient in saini 
of thoao quatitiea which ore too often apologies for the absence of more subotan- 

A sketch of hia character under the name of the Scv. Josiah Streamlet waa giren 
in hii lifetime, and which I have vitb bis own clisracteriatic notes and cortM)> 
tions, \aBlack«!ooiriM<yaiineaf}JLBti^\i 1811 ^ and Br. Parkinson in his delight- 
ful Old Church Clock has not failed to notice in his customary genial manner the 
well-rcmerobered clmplain. More reeently an entertaining memoir of him hai 
appeared in Chambers's Book of Vagi, vol. ii. pp. 568-70 ; and in the new edition 
of the Songtioflht WiUotu, edited hy Mr. Harlsnd, iS6j, iimo, several refeieDCet 
arc made to him, and a satirical ballad hy Tliomas WUaon of which the itmmA 
gentleman is the hero, is printed for the first lime, pp. 46-9. Hia librai^, wbid 
was a large and miscellaneous one — like Dr. North's, "his soul wna nerer W 
staked down aa in an old bookseller's shop".— was aold by aucliou in Man- 
chester in the mouth of May iSii. The curioas titlepago to the sale catelogoe 
givea a graphic picture of the collection. He was never very porticnlar with 
regard to the condition of his hooks and illustrated them in a aingnlar fashion 
of his own, desecrating very ollcn a Qae old volume bj the insertion of vrorlli- 
lees and wretched prints ; Cudworth and Cave's folios, for instance, had thail 
eonipleioent from aome local edition of Ihe Bible or Life of Christ in nnmbera. 
And therefore a fastidious collector h not likely to bo attracted by the books 
which bear hia autograph : but Ihoae who remember the mnn, a theological 
scholar of the old type, and how thoroughly convprsant be was with the worki 
he had collected, and how he loved and prized them, viill pardon his 
keretiei, for this was bis sole betcrodoiy, and even look upon a poor ftnd dilapi* 
dated copy, not improved by its illustration 9, nith somo interest, to which ii 
prefixed the signature "Joshua Brookes." C.']

Fire aODS of Mr. Samuel Wright were scholars of Mancbealcr acbool. Bobert 
was born 4'b March o.a. 1747, and became fellow of Brasenose college, Oiford, 
B.A. October :oth 1769; M.A.Juno 171b 1771J B. and D-D. Deeembcr ijth 
1804. He waa presented in 1790 b; the coUcgc to the reotor; of Wold, or 
Ould, in Sarthamptotishiro I but in tSoj be oiebanged bunefloea with Thomu 
Wright, rector of WhitBcbn]iaI, London. He married at EostbemD in Cbeabiro, 
August 16th iSdo, EUiabeth the eldest ilaughtcr of Jsiucs Masse; esq, lij his 
■eODud wife Martha widow of Thomoa Rarald of Manchester, and sister of 
Joba Maswj (lee Hchool Beguter, bqdo I7'>4). mid ilied September lEtb 1S07.

John Addison (born iml Miiruh, 1:^5) practised for many years st Preston aa a 
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barrister, and died there 17 th October 1837, in his 83rd year, and is bnried in 
Trinity church yard. He left two sons, the eldest of whom, Thomas Battj 
Addbon esq., is the present recorder of Preston. His second son, the late John 
Addison esq., was judge of the county courts for the North Lancashire cirouii

Thomas Seddon, in the preface to his Letters to his Brother Daniel, giyes an 
amusing account of his early life. He appears to hare been at the free grammar 
school for only a portion of his schoolboy days, having been removed from school 
to school, so that " from his sixth to his sixteenth year, he had been at the same 
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nnmbet of Khoota." He ape&ka grBtefullj of the benefit derived ut the (rm 
gTMamar bcUooI (vhich tnndo liim the fair )o)io1ar thnt lie wns) and lamoiila Cbst 
ha did not oontioue there lODgor. His car; regular iitteiidaaco at the anoiul 
gMheriogi of tliD old leboltn in after jeara praiea that ho regarded himaelf ai 
one of bar alamaL DeatLned bj hia father for the medical profeaaion he beonme 
• pupil in the Uanohoeter inflrmary, though bi> own iriih had !Jway» been to 
lake holyordDm, whilat at the same time he oonfesaea how little qualified hevaa 
for the prieatl; olGeo bj dixpositioa or habits of life. The atudj of medicine vaa 
Man abaedoned, and he went us a gotittemaii commoner to Magdalen hall, Oiford, 
under Hr. Allen tbe Tice-prineipal. whom he epoaka of na a tutor of reputation, 
"bat," be adds, " anfortunately wo were seldom in humour, he to instruct, or I 
to learn." He appears to hare wealed his time at college, run into debt, aod 
takon no d^ee. Hating obtained hia teatimonial, paasieg the ciamiDatioa re- 
quired in those days, and haTiag been ordained, he was presented 7th Norember 
1778 bj the warden and fellows of the Collegiato church to the ourioj of the 
ehapelrj of Stretford, Tacunt b; the resignation of the Rer, WQliam Stopford, 
wbo held thitt olBoe preTioual; to bis appointment as second master of Louth 
grammar school. (See £«^(«' anno 1751.) In order 1^ ortrieatc himself from 
bis peouniarj embarrassments be married a iady of good famjlir near Manohester, 
and the result was anbappj to both parties, as might be expected. For n time 
he wta ourate of 8. Qeorge's choroh, Wigan ; sod be gives a curious act^ount 
of the tnotires which led to his Dominatiun, and of the reasons for hia dismissal ; 
caodidlj oonfesBing that he made himaelf unpopular He held also the in- 
oumbenej of Lfdtpito in Saddlewortb, to which he waa nominated in 17S9 b; 
the Her. Dr. Hind, ricar of Eoohdalu ; end was chspLain to the carl of Lona- 
dale, and abo to the rojal Manchester Toluntrera raised in 1794, which sub- 
aeqnentlj became the 104th regiment. He bold both Stretford and Lvdgate to 
the time of his death, which is said to hsTo happened at sea on his passage to 
the West Indies in 1796. Was he then accompanjiDg the 104th regiment sail- 
ing for foreign aerrice ? 
Bash, impetuous and unprincipled, and sonred bj disappoint men la for which be 
had to blame himself, ho published Charact»rittie Slriel*r»i, or upwanli of o*t 
imtdrtd poHraiU in M6iicheitir. .J-c, dedicated to John Aslle; esq. of Duokin- 
fleld, in which be libelled many persona liTing in the town and neighbourhood. 
In the preface to the tettora to Jiia brother before alluded to he makes lomethicg 
of RJ1 apology for this discreditable pubtiestion. Belldes his Strictvre; he pub- 
lished in 1780 a Fatt Strmon, preached at Ardwick near Mancheslerj and in 
1786 LHUrt lo an OJietr in the Army on eonaiw lufy'ecU. retiffio¥S, morai and 
p«tUhal, milh a rieie 0/ the manntri, aeeomplUhmenl* and proper tondaet of 
yo«i>^ genllentn, in two Tolumes, small Bto.; printed by W. Eyres, Warrington. 
It is sufficient to add that his adfice. which it good, and his practice, which waa 
indifl^nt, were not always in harmony. On the whole, Thomas Seddon seems 
to biTe been a msn of abiht; and a good classical scholar, but not a man of 
principle, and a! a parish priest by no means eiemplary. 
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The three brathen montioned at the beginiiing of tbia notice are «ud by a dnngLtcr 
of William Seildon, who still aurrito*, to have boon " aliko distinguished for wil, 
talent, and the bonut; aod eloquence of tl^r public speaking, to wbirli an 
CTpeoial phami vim gi^on bj tlicir bw«1, musical, ZiiaeiuUn roices."

John Porter had the good forliioo lo be sppointed one of his ciiaplaini, and to 
* that nobleman's pBtronage be owed his eleralion to the epiicopal dIBim, being 
•eli>cl«dia 1795 as tlic succesfor of Dr. John Law in the see of Killnla, when the 
Utter waa trinilated lo Elpbin. In January 1798 he was himaolf translated to 
Clogher. 

He died inteatale in 1S19, and ia mid to haTS left prr>p«rt; to tho amount of 
140,0001., reaped by the aale of aome beneficial Icasea appertaining to the see. 
Such an accntnuUtion of rtcbca coiitruts strongly with tbe following anecdote. 
A genlleroan once waited npon Dr. Joseph Butler, bishop of Durham, the well 
known author of the Analagg of Natural and ReeeaUd Seligitat, to lay before 
him tbe details of tome projected benerolent inatitulion. The bishop, calling Lis 
hooso steward, enquired bow much money he bad in his poa^easion P Tlie answer 
WBS, "FiTB bnndred pounds, my lord." "Fi>e hnndrcd pounds!" eichumed Ilia 
master, "What ■ ahame for a bishop to hare so much money! OItb all to this 
gentleman for bis Dharitable plan." The see of Clogher is now annexed to the 
archbishopric of Armngh, and the income of the present primate and metropo- 
Ulao ii ioool. a year. 

His name appears among the old scholars prcacnt at the anni'ersary festiral of the 
year 17S4. There is a portrait of him, ougrnied by Turner IVom a painting by 
sir T. Lawrenoo, in the school. 

His father, Thoniai Porter, of whom there is also n small portrait in the sebool, 
wsa M.A. 174] of Pembroke college, Oxford, and for more than GUy years eitrale 
of Nortbendon, where ho died May ijtb iSoj, aged 85 yean. Ilia daughter 
married at Northenden, 8tb January 1799, the Her.

ON the ifilh of April 1764 Mr. Puroell died, having been high 
master of the scfiool for nearly fifteen years ; and on the 3 let of 
Apiil Mr. Charles Lawson, who had for a similar period been " usher, 
or under master," and who had taken his degree of M.A. July 3rd 
•7S3. "** nominated hy Dr. Thomas EanJolph, president of Corpus 
Cbristi college, Oxford, as his Buocessor. In those days bU achool- 
mastera were licensed by the bishop of the diocese, according to tlia 
c&Don; and in Mr. Lawson's license to tho oilice of usher, bearing the 
signature of Dr. Samuel Peploe, biahop of Chester, and dated August 
Jth 1749, ho ia required to "teach his scholars every week (among 
other things) the cateohism of the Cliurch of England, and no other, 
cither in the Latin or English tongue, and diligently attend them to 
chnrch every Sunday and festival, there to hear divme service and a 
sermoa." Mr. Lawson's testimonial, previously to receiving his ap- 
pointment to the high mastershii), was aigued by Richard Asheton 
•en., John Clayton, Thos. Aynseough, and Bichard Asheton jun., being 
tho iour fellows of the Collegiate church. 

The notes to the precflding pages of this Renter teatify to the suc- 
cessful teaching of Mr. Pumetl and Mr. Lawson during their united 
labours from 1749 to 1764. The high honours to which many of their 

fiupils attained, in the university of Cambridge especially, are not a 
ittle remarkable, when it is remembered that the number of scholars 
proceeding from the school to college would not exceed four or five in 
each year. The list of those membera of the nniveraity of Oxford who 
"obtained honours" was first made public in the year 1801 ; so that 
there aro not the same means of testing the abilities, diligence and 
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attain men ts of Bueh Manchester scholars as graduated at that ancients 
neat of learning as there are in the case of their schoolfellowB, whose 
lot it was to enter one or other of those illustrious colleges which stand 
on the banks of the sluggish Cam : for the university of Cambridge has 
regularly published ita lists of wranglers, senior and junior optimee, 
from a (late so far back as the year 1747-8. But it is worthy of note, 
that two of Mr. Lawson's pupils appear among the earliest names of 
puhlifi examiners at Oxford, viz. Dr. F. Hodson in 1803 and 1804, and 
Dr. J. Dean in 1806. 

Charles liawson was the third son of the Eev. Thomas Lawson, yicar 
of East Kirby in the county of Lincoln, and brother of the Rev. John 
JiawHon B.D., rector of Swanscomb in Kent, and sometime fellow and 
tutor of Sidney Sussex college, Cambridge, distinguished by his mathe- 
matical knowledge, particularly of ancient and modem trigonometry, 
who died 13th November 1779 at Chiselhurst in Kent. There is in the 
library at Chetham college a manuscript, described in catalogue voL 
iii. p. 165, as follows: '^^ Spherics ; or Elements of Spherical Geametrf^ 
4to. This is in the handwriting of Dr. (Mr.) John Lawson, brother of 
Charles Lawson esq. late high master of the free grammar school in 
Manchester, lie was an eminent mathematician, celebrated for his 
elegant edition of Apollonius Ferg(eus and other works. This MS. 
contains 157 pages and 13 folding leaves of mathematical diagrams; 
and is supposed to be an original production of Dr. (Mr.) Lawson, by 
himself carefully prepared for the press.*' 

Charles Lawson was elected Lincolnshire scholar at Corpus Christi 
college, Oxford, on February 7th 1748, but resigned when selected by 
the president to proceed to Manchester as the second master in the 
following year. Eobert Thyer, in a letter to John Byrom 31st Julj 
1749, says: "Our new Usher is come down, and entered upon his 
office. Ho brought with him an excellent character in point of scholar- 
ship from Dr. Randolph the head of C. C. C. and from Mr. Patten his 
tutor (Tliomas Patten D.D.). He is but young, about 22, but seems a 
very modest, pretty sort of man." (See Byrom*8 Memains, vol. ii. pt. ii. 

P- 503.) 

On his entry into office as high master, he delivered an adnurable 

address on tlie advantaged and disadvantages of a public education, 
which is printed in the third volume of the History of the Manchester 
Foundations, pp. 1 1 i-i 14, and of which I have the original copy in Mr. 
Lawsou's handwriting, with his own corrections. 

He held the high mastership for forty-three years, having been em- 
ployed in the laborious office of schoolmaster for upwards of half a 
century, " to which he devoted his time with such scrupulous and con- 
scientious punctuality, that no engagement of business, however urgent, 
or of relaxation, however necessary to his health, was ever suffered to 
break in upon its regular and stated hours." Li a notice of him, which 
appeared soon after his death in the Athenteum (a periodical of short- 
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n>, and written I7 Ae Iits J. H. MBrklana Mq^ it »

No 
better pntai can be addaced of hia atnlltiey as a masttrr. and of tbe <*on- 
■aentiaaa «are with whidi he watched orer the progress of hia orhciiaia, 
than ii siven in tiie notes to the namea entered in the Sclutat Styitler 
fton the rear 1749 to 1807. Men of the first eminence in the teamed 
world and of dutiiigiiiahed rank in society received at his hands their 
orir edocation. At one period three of the heads of colleges in 
Oznrd bad been \ua pupila at M&nchester school ; and tlie ouUeges of 
fliiaf nnnr. Oxford, and S. John's, Cambrid^. can bear witness to the 
noceaa with which he laboared in hi? profession. It will bo observed, 
in looking over the pages of the Better, that the admisaioQa to the 
adioo] during the greater part of that long period in which Mr. Diaries 
lawaon was connected with it na high master, gradually increased, the 
hi^eat nnmbera being for the fifteen veara Iwtween 1770 and 17S6. 
Aiior that there is a fnJiing off; and during the last twelve years of bis 
Kfe the average of admissions is aonually under twenty-five. 

It can hardly be questioned that he held office too long. *' Solve 
senescentem" slioiild have been his petition to the trustees long before 
he was summoned for ever from the scene of such protracted labours. 
&Ir. J. H. Markland in the ekctch before alluded to says : " From a 
peiculiari^ of local disadvantages, the school has for some ycara past 
considerably diminished in the number of its scholars." To this cause 
solely the diminution cannot be attributed, for we find a rapid increase 
following the appointment of Mr. Lawson'a successor. Both he and 
his colleague Mr. Darbv, the usher, had worked long and well, and 
raised the character of the school very high in public estimation ; 
but, if in any profession it is desirable for meu to retire from active 
work when the prime of life has long passed awav. it is ho surety in 
the case of those who have undcrtAken the reaponsible a:id honourable 
but wearing work of schootmoater. But notwithstanding the hodity 
and mental infirmities which setdum fail to attend, at least in some 
decree, upon almost all who arrive at three-score years and ton, worn 
and weakened by a long and painful disorder, Charles Lawson was 
found at his post to the very last. He relinquished attemlance at the 
school only on the day before bis death, when absolutely compettcd to 
do BO. exhausted by sufieriug. " This truly great man," Mr. Markland 
aroidades, " displayed in an eminent degree that Christianlike serenity 
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which natur&tl;^ resulted from h&bits of religiotu prinriple, and tiia 
recollection of a well spent life. With hixa. to use the t&ugoage of the 
poet: 

' Cniuripaoe, m > (aitLfb] friead, 
Liks B kind uigel whiapered peaos 
And uDoothed llio bed of death." " 

SooiaUy, M nell as in hia public capacity, Ch&rlee LawBou nas re^ 
pected tmd valued. In the notice vhich appeared in the Qentlcman'l 
Maaasine for June 1807. aa well aa in that of the Athtmeum, he ii 
spoken of ati cheerful and good humoured, an affectionate fnend, u 
agreeable companion, and a liberal benefactor. " Tor his colloquial 
talents, and suavity of hia manners, he eminently endeared himeeu ta 
that iluDierous body of friends, by whom his memory will be long 
praised, wept, and honoured." He was, at the time of hia death, 
of the feofieea of Cheetham'e hospital. 

Mr. LawBon died on the 19th April 1807, in the eeventy- 
of bis age, and !s buried in the choir of the Collegiate choi 
aanio vault with Mr. Pumell. Their bodies rest aide by side. 

Few of Mr. Lawson's pupils are yet among the living. Amoi _ 
few may be mentioned the Eev. Thomas Clayton, B.D,, late fellow 
tutor of Brasenoao coUege. Oxford, and for G% years rector of Cot-j 
tingham in Northamptouahire ; the right Hev. Dr. A. T. Gilbert, lord 
bishop of Chichester, formerly principal of Brasenose coUege ; and Dr. 
John Page, lat« follow of Brasenose college, brother of Dr. William 
Page (late head master of Westminster school), and for forty-three 
years vicar of Gillinghara in Kent. 

The bishop of Chichester, in a letter recently received from Mm, 
gives some persDu.il traits and anecdotes of hia former master, who, 
great as he was bm a adiolar and a teacher, had nevertheless his pecu- 
liarities. " It used to be stated of him, that he was a staunch jacobita, 
accompanied the Pretender to Derby, was ordained deacon before the 
canonical ago, but never proceeded to the priesthood, being unable to 
take the required oaths. His habit was to address every one aa a third 
person, and with the prefix of ' Psha, blockhead.' Men and gentle- 
men, — some said even ladiea — were thua accosted by him, 'Psha, 
blockhead.' To hia boys or servants, or to persons in humble life, he 
would say, ' What doea he want, pray?' or, ' What Itas he got to say?' 
not that he was not entirely gentlemanly in his feelings and general 
manners. He always wore shorts, black silk stockings, and buckles ; 
but in riding he wore boots, the cauliflower wig as at other times, 
and his largo three-cornered hat. The aflenioon school hour was two 
o'clock ; and ho required every one to be in the school before his 
arrival. The consequence was a bear-garden. To quell the uproar 
he instantly drew out hia cane, rapt furiously with an old apUt one 
on his table, and commenced cuttiiiE at the shoulders and legs of the 
boys who had retreated to the shelter of their desks. Those first 
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attacked ducking their beads, and drawing up their lege, pleaded, 
' No, air, it was not here ; it was that I'orm, air, over there ; ' to whom 
he accordingly went and began to administer similar discipline. They, 
of course, sent him ofT to others, and in this way he nad to make 
almost the tour of the upper achool, for he nerer intruded upon 
Darbey'a middle achool. At last he and we settled into a proper 
school hum. Upon the whole it was rather good fun ; for his oustle 
was rather amusing, and the cane was ao baulked and evaded, that 
the cuta never fell heavily. He was a dear old man, and great reason 
have I to cherish hia laemory. He wns as kind as he was faithful to 
hie duty. I used to pass ^f liitsuntide and Cbristmaa with an aunt 
and uncle, rector of Bolton-by-Bowland, near Gisburn, who would 
alwajB send bis long-tailed heavy black coach-boraee as far aa 
Haalingden to meet me, but would on no account allow them to 
sleep out of their own stable: I was to get to Uaslingden as I could. 
80 the first holidays Mr. Iiaweou asked me ; ' Psba, blockhead, 
pray whore does he go these holidays?' and I told him, and that 
my uncle would send to Haslingden to meet mo. ' And how is he to 

fet to HaslingdenP' 'That I should walk.' 'Well, pray then, can 
e ride?' 'Yes.' 'Psha, well then, he shall have my horses to 
Haalingden : ' and regularly every Whitsuntide and Christmas 
holidays (in the summer I came into the south to my own dear 
&tber and mother) he forwarded me in this way. You can hardly 
ima^ne the delight it has been to me to narrate all this. Have I 
not reason to revere and love hia memory ? " 

At the anniversary meeting of old acbolars on the 7th of October of 
the year 1807 it wiia resolved to erect a, monument to the memory of 
Mr. Lawson, and the following gentlemen were appointed a committee 
to raiae the necessary subscriptions:

That monument was placed inappropriately, and to the injuiy of the 
architecture over the entrance to the chapter house in the Collegiate 
church, in the year 18 10. It was designed and executed by Mr. Bacon, 
and bears the following elegant inscription, which is from the pen of 
Ur. F. Hodson, principal of Brasenose college.

I am indebted to the kindness of the late Mr. J. H. Markland for 
the following extract from an interesting letter of Mr. Bacon, the 
sculptor, descriptive of the monument above referred to : 

" I have therefore introduced a group which is supposed to 

represent the deceased in the act of instructing his pupils, and while 
one lad holds a hook or slate in his hand, and the other a scroll, in allu- 
sion to the necessity of the subordinate branches of education, reading, 
writing and arithmetic, the preceptor is represented resting on an open 
hible and pointing to the emblems of immortality, which appear against 
the pyramid above. The idea, I presume, is evident, viz. that all our 
efforts in time should have a supreme reference to eternity, and that 
the labour of a wise instructor will ever be to render all the various 
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branches of instructiun Bubscrvient to the iatereBts of hie pupila' supe- 
rior sad immortal principle. 

" A repreaentation of the planeta counected with these emblems I 
thought not only appropriate as referring to a necessary branch of 
education, but as furtlier illustratire of a more elevated system of in- 
atruction. But as the knowledge of the head is hut one half of wise in* 
struction, the other half being i^e formation iff the heart, I have intended 
that one lad shall appear to be contemplating the system of knowledge 
to which he ia introduced, while the other, with his hand placed upon 
his heart, is contemplating the text on an open book, and which nay, 
if you please, be such an one as the folloiring : ' The fear of the LOBI) 
ia the Deginning of wisdom, and the knowledge of the holy is under- 
standing,' Prov. ii. 10; or: 'Take fast hold of instruction, keep her, 
for she is thy life,' Prov. iv. 13." 

" The ipur and the bridle, emblematic of discipline, and the heeMoe 
of persevering industry, have evident reference to those requitiiet for 
advancement in learning. The gcalet, the cadueeu*, the iword, and the . 
paitoral erotier are emblems of the following sentiment : That an edu- 
cation founded on a regard for the Divine Law, and a contemplatioa 
of a future state, is calculated alike to promote justice on the eench, 
valour in the field, piety in the pastoral office, and application and in- 
tegrity in commercial life. These emblems will however require eiplo- 
sstion to the common niiod." 

Mr. Lawsun's portrait waa painted in 1797 by W. M. Craig, and en- 
graved in folio by James Ueatn. and inscribed '* pietas alumnorum," and 
copies of it remain in the families of his quondam pupils. There is a 
quarto engmviiig by J, Thomson of the same portrait in the 3rd vol. of 
tbe Hitfortf of the Manchenter Foundation*. The portrait which remains 
in the school as au heir-loom was a aubsequcnt painting by Lane, and 

Etid for, I think, with the balance of subscriptions raised in 1810 for Mr. 
awson's monument, being an enlarged copy of the original portrait. 
[Of this eminent man I posseaa an lotereating memorial — a catalogue

graph in a quarto volume. The Eev. W. P. Greswell, to whom the 
booK formerly belonged, styles the collection, in a note preSzed by him 
lo the catalogue, " an astonishing one, unequalled by any which lias 
been formed under similar circumstances by any Lancashire collector 
in recent or perhaps in former timea." A portion only, comprising 
upwards of 3000 lots, waa sold by auction in June 1807, at Mr. Law- 
■on's late residence, and of which I have a priced catalogue. Tliomaa 
de Quincey. who waa one of Mr. Lawson's pupils, has given, in the first 
ediHon of his Confe^tiona of an Opium Eater, an unfair and unjustly 
depreciating character of him. In the last edition, Edinburgh, 1856, 
8vo, this sketch ia somewhat altered and modified (see pp. 33-66, Ac.) 
It still, however, withholds that full meed of praise which such a man, 
Buch a scholar, and such a preceptor deserved. The venerable high 
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iiuu?ter had evidently bad the misfortune some time or other to offend 
the overweening and preposterous vanity of his pupil. C] 

Seference has been made at the beginning of this notice of Mr. 
Charles Lawson to his distinguished brother John. Among the papers 
which came into my hands on mj fisher's death there is one, the peru- 
sal of which cannot fail to be amusing, especially to any graduates of 
either university into whose hands tins volume may &U. The letter, 
addressed to the proctor of the university of Cambridge is as follows, 
and tells its own tale :

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The letter, which ie evidently iu Mr. John Lawaon'a handwriting, 
with liis own corrections, bears no date. We may hope that a first 
tranagresflion, bo penitontialJy confeased, and punishment for which 
in so cJassically deprecated, met with hut a slicht " imposition." 

When Mr. Lawson waa promoted to the nigh maater's chair, the 
Eev. John Darhey. of Corpus Chriati college. Osford, B.A. 15th Feb. 
1760, M.A. z6th June 1762, succeeded him as second master, and 
continued to hold the office till his death, which took place 3 ist August 
180S, at the age of 70 years. He is buried in the Collegiate church, 
and a fiat stone in one of the aisles records also the death of hie brother, 
Bobert Darbey, M.D. (who married, in 1790, Miaa Cotes of Liverpool) 
3otb July 1796, aged 51 ; and of Peggy Darbey, their sister, zCth Feb. 
iSsj, i^ed 75. In the records of the anuiversarr school dinner one of 
the standing toasts for many years was the health of Mr. Darbey " for 
his eminent services in the school." He was, at the time of his death, 
incumbent curate of Gorton, in which charge he was succeeded by the 
Bev. James OatlilTe. He left by his wiU one hundred pounds, to which 
his aiater, at her death, added thirty pounds, for the benefit of Hollin- 
wood school, near Oldham, in the Parish of Prestwich, and the interest 
of this muney, invested in the purchase of a house and shop there, is 
paid to the schoolmaster. (See Baiues's Laneathire, vol. 11. p. 577.) 
Mr. Darbey had been for some years incumbent curate of HoUinwood, 
which waa then a rural district {St. Margaret's church being a chapelry 
under Oldham), and now is a separate parish, with a manufacturing 
population of 10,000. The school is still in existence, and the proper^ 
much increased in value. On a tablet over the door of the school is 
the foUowing inscription : — " This school was built by subscription, the 
first stone of which was laid by the Eev. John Darbey, M.A., April i 7, 
1786." 

[The Bev. John Darbey wrote a poetical address to general Faoli, the 
Conicau patriot, which waa recited at the school by [TiiomasV] Wright 
in 1769, and would have pleased James Boswell, begiuning : 
"Whan Rome, jct bleodiog from tlie Julian eword, 

Cring'd like an nbjett »Uvo anil own'd hur lord, 

Stern Cnta rose, uid 4nn'd nitb Tirtuaui pride.

Several scholars will be found of the family of Boardman. Joseph Haydook Bo«rd- 
man entered the army, and became lieutenant-colonel of the Scotch Greji . As 
captain Boardman he was steward of the anniversary dinner in 1791, with Mr. 
Robert Markland as his colleague. In the Oazette of 8th January 1798, we find 
" Lieutenant colonel Boardman of the 2nd Dragoons to be colonel in the anny." 
He appears to have retired from the service in i8oa, and his death is recorded 
in the Gentleman's Magazine on the 9th December 1803, in his 48th year: 
**a gentleman of distinguished professional merit, and deservedly esteemed." 
His widow, sbter to Henry Davill esq. of Castle hill, Kent, to whom he was 
married 29th June 1796, died at Bristol, 30th July 1806. For his son, 
School Register tkuno 181 1. 

Thomas Boardman, the father, was constable of Manchester in 1764. 
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Miles, aon of the late Miles Bower, hatter, Manchester, Lancashire, j™. 
Brother of John and Foetor Bower (see Eegitler rvnno 1756). He whs, 1 think, 
unfortunate in business, nad died iu rulhcr nccessitoua ciirumatancei ; and to hii 
onlj daughlDT Foster Bower lefl a handsome iiecuuiar; legacy, making her inde- 
pendent. 

Miles, son of Edmund Popple, merchant, Hull, Yorkshire. 

An eihilntioner of the Bchool to Triuitj (.'ollego, Csmbridgo, nhere he gradoatud 
A.I1. 177S, being the Srel of the Booior optiineB, and A.M. 1781. Honueleoted 
fellow of the coUege, and presented b; the mnBter imd fellows in 1790 to the 
vicange of Brading in the Isle of Wight, which be held for fiRrj-Bii jcaia, but 
oerm resided there. Hia rosidonoe was at Welton near Hull, havlDg been pre- 
Moted by Mr. Pitt to the xicarage of Wolton-ottm-MeUon in 179J. It is thought 
that he was also the master of the charter house, Hull. He died 15th Jul; 
1846, at the age of 90. On his grarestone in Weltoa church yard ore tbi- words : 
"Man; Here the dajs of the years of his pilgrimage 1 
Bnt tml; could ho Baj at bis departing, 
Qoodnosa and mere; bnTS followed me through hfe." 
He married loih January 1794 JoBopha, youngest daughter of the Ber. Joseph 
L'Oste, rector of Cockerington and Alricgham, eo. Lincolli. Sbe died J5th 
January iSjj, aged G4, and an only aurFiving child, n doughter, now resides at 
Welton. 
Miles Fopple made himself couspicuuiia at Cambridge as a reformer, and his name 
appears among the subscribers to the works of the Rev. John Jebb, who was 
fellow of S. Pclflr's college, and reaigncd his prorermonts OD account of his 
ntionalistio opinions. (See note to RegUlfr, p. 4.) Miles Popple was one of ten 
junior fisUowi of Trinity, who iu 17S- memorialized the master and eight senior 
fellam of that society, on the occasion of sotnc irreguloritioa in the late election 
of fellows, which they held to be contrary to the statutes of the college. This 
memorial was at first unheeded, and the memorialists reprimanded for their 
interference. Whereupon, Mr. Popple and Mr. John Baynes (the avitlior of the 
memorial, who had gained high distinction on taking hi« A,B, degree) presented 
■ petition to (he lord ehoncellor, as lieitor of the college, praying for hia intor- 
faienoe. Before the question was beard, Mr. Baynes died (4tb August 1787), 
and the appeal was carried on by Mr. I'opplo. The decision of the chaucellar 
was to the effeet, that the practice complained of by the memorialists, rii. that 
paodidatee for fellowsbips wen not examined preTious to eleetiou, was highly 
improper, but that the memorialiste had not proceeded rightly in the course 
which tbey hod adopted. The dispute waa, by the advice of the ehaneellor, 
shortly afterwards amicably adjusted. The case is reported at length in the 
aentlenan't Magatiat for 1786, p. 1166, and for 1787, pp. 741, ioi7'i*- John 
Baynes had been a pupil of Mr. John Jebb at Cambridge, nud adopted Socinian 
principles, and was an ardent poUtical and ecclesiastical reformer- He wo* 
buried at Bunhill Fields burial ground near to the grare of his muilOT.

Williun Popple, a Hull men^iant, the nephew of Andiew Ifarrel and friend 
of John Locke, published A Bmtiomal Caieekiea^^ i2mo, Amsterdam, 17 12 (a 
scarce book), and among Andrew MaireTs works (see Kidiols's LUerary Amee- 
doles, ToL iL p. 451) we find Letter to Mr. WtiUaat BoppU^ July i^th 1676, and 
A Letter to William Popple at Bomrdeamr. This William Popple would pro- 
bablj be grandfather to Miles Popple, who was nephew of Alnred Popple esq., 
goremor of Bermuda, and related it is thought to William Popple the dramatist. 
For Miles Popple's brother Edmund see Beyister, anno 1769.

to the Tioarage of Steyning in Sussex, which he resigned in 1792. In 1794 he 
was collated to a prebendal stall in S. Paul's cathedral, and on the i8th Feb- 
ruary 1797 succeeded Dr. Francis Randolph as principal of S. Alban ball, 
whereupon he took the degree of B.D. 6th December and D.D. nth Decem- 
ber 179^. In 1 8 14 he was selected to fill the chair of the Laudian professorship 
of Arabic. He held the two professorships till his death, 2nd September 1823, 
aged 74. In the Clerioal ChUde of 1817 his name appears also as yioar of the 
united parishes of S. Nicholas and S. Clement in the city of Bochester. 

Dr. Thomas Winstanley was a pluralist, and he was also a distinguished classical 
scholar, and well rersed iu many of the modem languages. He published in 
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kC tbo ClBrecdoa prui, on edition of the Poelici of JrUtotU, Hto, vith a 
Latin Teraion, nhicli vis for Boiiif timo u«d as a tett book io tlie lecture Toomi 
b( Oxford; bat Ibe dajB of Lalin notes have long gone bj [and witb tbem tbe 
dajt wbeo Latin prosn una wtitton willi elegauce and faoilitj.

been the means of producing. C.]. He aleo edited tbe collected works of bis 
friend llr. Daniel Wobb (tlic author of some raluod papers on painting, 
poetry and music, aiid of a Tolume of "Literary Amusements in Terse and 
prose"), the publication of which was delayed by the author's death, but 
completed under tbe superinteniiencc of Dr. Winstanley in i E03, in one hand- 
some quarto Tolame, who added to it "Some reasons for thinking that the 
Oreek language was derired irom the Chineee ; in noloa on the 'Onunmatica 
Sinica' of Mons.

He rebuilt tbe decayed familj mansion at Heidej in 1774, where he resided in 
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the latter part of his life and died 23rd NoTcmber 1800, aged 80, *^an actiTe 
officer, an impartial magistrate, and a truly honest man." (OetU. Maffonue, 1800.) 
He was buried, according to his special request, in the chancel of Rocbdak 
church, where, on his graye stone, is recorded a long genealogical historj of his 
ancestors. 

Charles Chadwick esq., grandfather of this scholar, was high sheriff of the conntj 
of Stafford in 17 19, and in 1709 represented his uncle George SacheTerell esq. in 
the same office for the county of Derby. It was on the latter occasion that Dr. 
SacheTerell preached his well-known sermon, and the vice-sheriff (who was a 
staunch whig, the very opposite of his uncle), said to him as he came out of the 
pulpit at All Saints' church, Derby — " YouUl be at Rome before you are aware, 
doctor." 

Charles Chadwick, the scholar here named, proceeded to Emanuel college. Cam- 
bridge, October 177 1, where he graduated LL.B. 1778. His name does not 
appear in the list of honours. He became a student in the Middle Temple, and 
was in the commission of the peace for the three counties of Lancaster, Stafford 
and York (West Riding), and deputy-lieutenant of the two former. On 9th 
April 1807 he was elected F.S.A. 

He eyentually succeeded to the family estates at Mayesyn Ridware, where he 
resided for a time (having married on S. Chad's day, 1788, Frances, eldest and 
only surriviDg daughter of Richard Green esq. of Leventhorp, in the West Riding 
of Yorkshire, by Frances his wife, sister of Sir Henry Cavendish bart. of 
Doveridge), and to those of Callow in Derbyshire and New hall in Warwickshire. 
He was succeeded in 1829 by his only son Hugo Malvesyn Chadwick, bom 
28th November and baptised 5th December 1793, [and who died at Batb 12th 
October 1854, when his estates passed to his only son John de Healey Chadwick, 
late of the 9th lancers, and now of Healey hall and Malvesyn Ridware. In the 
Lane, MS8: vol. xiii. pp. 132, 164, is a very elaborate history of his Lancashire 
ancestors, written by Charles Chadwick esq., and communicated by him, a short 
time before his death, to Mr. Raines. JZ.] 

Stebbing Shaw, in his History and Antiquities of Stcffordehire (a scarce and 
valuable book, though incomplete through the premature death of the author, 
* copies of which have recently sold for 20 guineas) says: "To Lieutenant- 
Colonel Chadwick and Charles Chadwick esq., I am indebted for the contri- 
bution of several curious plates and other valuable assistance, particularly 
to the latter for a most full and perfect history of Mavesyn Ridware, the seal 
of their ancestors from the conquest." (See preface to vol. i. p. z). In the 
account given of that parish twenty pages, in double column, contain tin history 
or pedigree of the Malvoisin family, traced through twenty-four lineal desoents 
ending with Charles Chadwick, the subject of the preceding notice : and accom- 
panying the same are six large engravings by R. W. Basire, of sepulchral mo- 
numents, armorial bearings and seals relating to the family, from drawings by 
T. Barritt, the Manchester well known antiquarian and saddler. Few churohes

He nent, with a 
tcbool exhibition, to Trinity college, Cambridge, where he graduated A.B. 17^°, 
■ttainiDg, as his brother had proiously done, high distinction in the public ei- 
anUnatiott, being placed fourth among the nranglers, and A.M. 1783- He was 
elaoted fellow of the college, and held tho office of lotor for some years. In the 
year iSoo be was presented by the master and fellows to the Tioorago of Enfield 
in Middlesex, and in i8ti by sir J. Tyrrell bort. to the rectory of Springfield, 
Easvt ; and there is a mural monument in the former church, with the following

" In memory of the Rbt. Harry Porter, A.M., formerly Fellow and Tutor of Trinity 
College, Cambridge, Rector of Springfield, Essex, and Ticar of Enfield, Middle- 
sex. In tbo discbarge of his saercd functious he was regular, uaUous, and 
unremitting. In his addresses from the pulpit grave, simple and impreasire. He 
closed his mortal career ou the iist of October iSii, in the 66th year of hie age 
and the imd of his ministry in this Parish, and was buried at Lyme Regis. 

"This memorial of their Toneration for the virtues wliich adorned his character tm 
■ Husband, a Friend and Pastor, and their condolence with bis afflicted widow, 
WB« raised by the esteem and aSeclion of his Friends." 

There is also a monument to him at Lyme Regis, whore be was staying, at the 
(ims of his death, for tbo benefit of his health. He was preeeot at the anniver- 
sary meetings in 1789.

Hojes is not an uncommon name in the parish of Upholland, but the only landed 

proprietors are the family to which this scholar belonged.

The father of this scholar is called in the Parish Register *' a yeoman,'* and he had 

probably a shop also. 
Thomas Heyes, the scholar referred to, proceeded to Brasenose college, Oxford, 

whore he graduated B.A. 5th June 1776, and was nominated to one of Hulme's 

exhibitions in the same year ; M.A. 14th April 1779. 
. Ho was born i6th March, and baptised March 30th 1753 ; and at the time of his 

death. May 18 16, aged 63, was incumbent of West Houghton, near Bolton. 
His estate at Upbolland b now in the possession of his grandson, Mr. Richard 

Battorsby» coal merchant, Liverpool. 

October 16. Pctcr, son of Samuel Wright, attorney, Knutsford, Cheshire. 

The fifth son, and bom 22nd November 1759. An exliibitioner of the school to 
Brasenose college, Oxford, where he graduated B.A. loth October 1782, was 
nominated to one of Hulme*s exhibitions in September 1783, and soon after- 
wards oleotod follow of Balliol college, and graduated M.A. and June 1785. 
He is said to hare been the first Hulmian exhibitioner who was not a Lanca- 
shire man. At Balliol, he served the office of dean and bursar, and was for some 
time senior fellow, holding with his fellowship the perpetual curacy of Over 
Peover, Cheshire, to which he was presented by sir Harry Mainwaring bart., to 
whose patronage he was further indebted in 1796 for the rectory of Baddiley in 
. tlie same county. In 1802 he succeeded, on the nomination of the master and 
fellows of the college, to the rectory of Marks Tey, near Colchester, and in 1830 
to that of Holy Trinity church, Colchester. He died at the former place in 
1839, where he had lived the life of a quiet country clergyman for thirty-seven 
years, and where he is buried, being then in his 80th year. There is in the 
chancel a mural monument to his memory. He had five children, having mar- 
ried, in 1803, Elizabeth, daughter of William Frodsham esq. of Worsley, near 
Manchester, whose father, Robert Frodsham, B.C.L. of Brasenose college, Ox- 
ford, was rector of Baddiley and vicar of Rostheme, in Cheshire, from 1738 to 
1758. One son, still living, the Rev. William Wright, resides at Springfield 
Lyons, near Chelmsford, Essex. 

[Peter Wright spoke on the annual day, and probably wrote, a poem *^ On the re- 
building of Manchester School in the years 1776 and 1777." Of the sixty-eight 
lines of which the poem consists the modest apostrophe to the Muses is amongst 
the best :

James, the eldest son of James Wilde, and Elizabeth, his wife, daughter of ^omis 
and Mary Orrell, of Saltorslej, in the parish of Mobberley, Cheshire, was bom 
1st April 1 76 1. He became the purchaser, in 1796, of Dane bank, in the parish 
of Ljmmc, Cheshire, long the residence of the Halstead familj, and greatly im- 
proved by its previous possessor, Domville Poole esq. (see Beguier, p. 157), st 
whose decease it was sold, together with his share of the Domrille moiety of 
the manor. James Wilde resided there untU his death, and January 1846. Hs 
married Mary Ann, one of the daughters of William Johnson, merchant, of Man- 
chester, and sister to William Johnson (for whom see MegitUr^ p. 147), and was 
for many years an active commissioner of the Biver Weaver Navigation Trust, and 
one of the grand jury of the spring assizes for Cheshire. James Wilde and his 
wife are buried at Lymme. They had no children. He was a finequent attendant 
at the anniversaiy festivals, and steward in 1804, vrith the Ber. O. W. Ethal- 
stone as his colleague. The last occasion on which he was present was in 1826, 
when his neighbour, J. A. Borron, esq., of Warrington, wbs in the chair.

Char!e» White, with especial re- 
ference \o bis professional life and publications, which was read by Mr. Tbomat 
fleurj, F.R.S., at a meetirig of the society on snd April i S 1 3. Of that aociflty Mr. 
Charles White had been elected one of the Tice-presidents, at its organiiatioii in 
f;%t. Had he left no other mark^ of high surgical and medical skill, and bene- 
fited in no other respect his own and fnture generations, the blessings which he 
conferred npon persona of all ranks by the reform which he introdnoed in the 
then irrational treatment of mothers in childbed through whidi many a rahiable 
life was socrificed, would alone hare caused his name to be handed down as 
worthy of huting honour. Sereral papers written by him may be found in the 
Tolumes of the philosophical transactions of the Royal Society, and in the earlier 
ntcords of the Manchester Literary and Philosophical Socic^. He ended a long 
life of unremitting eiertion, and of great and extensire usefulness, on the aoth 
February i^i 3, in the 85th year of his age, and was buried at Ashton-OQ-Merser, 
where there is a mural monument to his memory, and that of his father and 
mother. (Sec Ormcrod's Cheshire^ roL i. p. 421.) 

ITis don, Thomas, named afier his grandfather, Thomas White, M.D., of Man- 
chester, alike eminent in his day for the practice of surgery and midwifety, 
entered the same profession and pursued his studies at London and Ediuburgh, 
and took the degree of M.D. In 1783, when a plan was proposed for the de- 
lirering of lectures on subjects connected with literature and the arts at the 
meetingR of the Manohoster Literary and Philosophical Society, Dr. Thomas 
While gave bis father valuable assistance in his lectures upon anatomy, and 
grrntly added to tlio anatomical collections made by the latter, which formed 
lhi» munoum afterwards presented by this scholar to the Lying-in- Hospital, of 
whieh eharily he was the founder, and ovor-zcAlous promoter.

His eldest son, the present sir Oswald Mosley, 
bart., D.C.L., of BoUeston, some time M.P. for Winchelsea and Midhurst, and 
high sheriff of Staffordshire in 1814, inherited the title and estates in the same 
year. The second son, John, died unmarried in 1804. The elder daug^iter 
married in 1806 William Henry Ashurst, esq., of Waterstock in the county of 
Oxford, M.P., and the yoimger married in 1807 sir James Whalley Smythe 
Gardiner, bart., of Roche Court, Hants. The younger son of sir John Parker 
Mosloy, bart., John Peploe Mosley, A.M., took holy orders, and was rector of 
RoUcston, dying there at the age of 67, on 28th January 1834. Hisyotmger 
daughter, Anne Maria, married her cousin, the Bey. Oswald Fielden, for whom 
see Begister^ anno 18 14.

The father was high sheriff of Nottinghamshire in 1762, the year of the coronation 
of King Qeorge III., and he died at Bulwell hall, at the renerable age of 85, on 
the 13th KoTcniber i8ao ; and on the 25th of the same month, within a fort- 
night of attending his father*s funeral, died lieutenant-colonel Robert Sachererell 
Newton, the second of the scholars here entered. Both are buried at Bulwell, 
where there is a monument to them.

He married 4th 
October 1798 Almira Elizabeth Barber, sister of the present Robert H. Barber, 
esq., of Hay ton castle, near East Retford, and had one only child, who died in 
infancy.

He became tutor to their rojal highneases the dukes of Cumberland, Cambridge, 
and Sussex, being the third scholar of Manchester school selected, to fill that 
important post to members of the rojal fiunilT of England. In 1S06 he was pre- 
sented to the ricarage of KTlken in Flint, to a canonij in S. Piral's cathedral 
in 1S07, and in 1S16 to the ricarage of Uffington in Berks. He was also one of 
the deputr clerks of the doset to the king. He married Mazy Anne, daughter 
of George Watts, MA., yiear of Uffington, Berks (the third ricar in suooessioii 
of this fiunify, and cousin to Dr. Watts, the writer of the wdl-known hymns, 
in which unsoundness of rdigions teaching is to a eeriain extent neutralised bj 
the feebleness of the language in which it is dothed), who surriTed him. He 
died 6th Januarr 1S33. aged 76, and is buried at Uffington, where there is a 
tablet to his memory and that of his wife's &ther and grandfiither ; and at the 
end of the inscription are these words from the Book o£ Eodesiasiicus, zlir. 10: 
^ These were merciful men, whose righteousness hath not been forgotten." A 
short notice of him in the Geuil€amm*s Mmgaxime for 1S33, records that^ "In 
Br. Hughes the church has lost a pious and learned dirine, society an excellent 
member, and the poor a benefiMtor. Not content with a large expenditure, 
and the relief of indiridual distress in his lifetime, he gare by his will reiy 
considerable legacies, free of duty, to a few institutions, which he selected as 
most needing, or most deserving of his assistance, rii., to the Corporation of the 
Sons of the Clergr. £1.200 ; to the Society of the Propagation of the Gh)epel, 
£1,000; to the Christian Knowledge Society, £x,ooo; and to the London 
Ophthalmic Infirmary. £300." 

Dr. Thomas Hughes was an intimate friend of sir Walter Scott, Southey, and most 
of the eminent literary men of his day, but I am not aware that he ever published 
anything. Holding the appointment of tutor to members of the royal £smilya 
he was thrown much into society with the higher ranks of Hft^ and the following 
words of adyice to a nephew, reported to me on good aathoritj, are re- 
markable : 

" Tou know," he said, " that I haTe seen a great deal of the upper world in my 
time, and you will probably come in contact with many noblemen, and the lik|^ 
Tou will find it Tery pleasant, and they will be very affiible and oouiteoua, and 
will seem to put you on the same lerel with them. Take the good of it, but do 
not act as if you were on their lerel ; for there is not one of them that thinks in 
his heart that you are of the same species with himsell"

the prize for Latin Terse in 181 1, and a second class in Lit. Hum. 18 12, and 
grandfather of Thomas Hughes, of Oriel, B.A. 1845, author of Tom Broitm*s 
School Days, Ac, and elected M.P. for Lambeth in 1865.

He reccired the thanke of the coanty of Antrim for hia 
Hrrioea daring the reljeUion in Ireland ; and for Ma gKltant defence of the toivo 
of Antrim, which he aarcd from the fur; of a large body of rebela, the iohsbitanta 
proMnted him with a large »ilTer eulrer. With the aid of only 16 dragoona, ha 
attacked and routed a body of 500 reb(>ls, and eaciped death with onl; two of 
hii aoldiers. He wm afterwardj appiiinted inspecting Geld ofllwrinthe Northern 
diatrict, and had the rank of nrnjor-general eunftirred upon bim for going to the 
Peninanla, and training the Portuguese troops. (See MaiteheaUr Hutorieal

good taate, and courtesy which marked bis conduct" during the two weeks' 
oelebrrttion. His wife was unable to be pre*ent, owing to s terrible affliction 
which befell the &mily a few months previously : two of her sona, yoiithi of the 
age of 19 and 17, baring been drowned in the Ribble, when on an eienrsioa in 
a sailing boat ; and Ihe duties of the mayoress were discharged by another lady.

A.t the age of 16, John 
Drinkwater received a commission in the 72nd regiment, or Manchester rojal 
volunteers, and proceeded with that regiment to Gibraltar, remaining there 
throughout that long and remarkable siege. On the return home of the regiment 
in 1783, the colours under which it had so noblj and successfiiUj fought, were 
deposited in the Collegiate church, and thence removed to Chetham's hospital. 
He was afterwards military Secretary to generals O'Hara, D. Dundas, and sir 
Charles Stuart, commanders in chief at Toulon and Corsica. When general 
sir G. Elliot, was appointed viceroy of Corsica, captain Drinkwater beoame 
secretary to the military department. He was present at the battle of S. Yinoent, 
and published an account of it. He was chairman of the commission on military 
inquiry, appointed by parliament in 18 — ; which office he held till he was nomi- 
nated comptroller of army accounts in 1 8 1 1 . When the latter office was abolished 
in 1835, this meritorious officer and able public servant, retired into private life 
at Thomcroft, near Leatherhead, where he died in 1 844. He married 6th June, 
1799, Eleanor, daughter of the late Charles Congalton, of Congalton, East Lothian, 
and sister to G. Bethune, esq., of Balfour, Fifeshire, to whose estate she suooeeded 
in 1836, when colonel Drinkwater took the name of Bethune. By her he had 
seven children. Of his three sons, John, a barrister, and member of council at 
Calcutta, died there in 18 — ; Charles, an admiral in the royal navy, now living 
(1866) is the owner of Balfour; and Edward, who was in the civil service, 
died young.

Colonel Drinkwaler was elected F S.A., and WM 
tbe first Tice-chaimian of the Bcgcot's Canal eompany, the act for which was 
obtained in parliament in tho year i3i2, and which, though uniucccasful in hia 
daya. has proved a better iaventmcnt of Lile years. Hi« portrait in oils, another 
copy of tbe original picture, hangs in the board room of the canal office.

He was nominated by the warden and feUows of the 
Gollcgiato church, on i8th October, 1802, to the incumbency of Didsbury chapel, 
haying been preyiously stipendiary curate to the Bey. John Darbey, M.A., in- 
cumbent of Gorton chapel, and the second master of the schooL On the death 
of the latter, in 1808, James Ghitlifr was appointed his successor at Gorton, 
his nomination bearing date 29th October in that year. He edited Wogaa's 
Eaaay on the Proper Lessons appointed hy the lAtwrgy of the Church of Engltmd 
to he read on Sundays and chief Festivals throughout the year, in 4 toIs. 8to, '^ 
which reached a third edition in 1 817. At the end of the 4th Yolume is a life 
of William Wogan, by the editor. Though a long list of subscribera' names is 
giyen with the book, the expense of publication was such that he was unable to 
meet it, and, at the suit of his publisher, was imprisoned for debt. The preface 
to the first yolume wad dated from Gorton, ist July, 181 7, and the oondosion 
of Wognn*8 life in the 4th is dated from the Fleet Prison, 29th April, 1818 ; so 
that he must haye begun to suffer incarceration between these periods. He 
returned to Gorton in 1826, and continued to reside there until his death, in 
1 83 1.

Tbej bad tiri'lve childreu, of tchom the eldeit, Richard 
EdsaKtr Heathcote, eiq., aucoeoded bis father at Longlon Hall, and vta for eome 
time M.F. for Corentr; and for Stoke-upon-Trent, and married in i SoS, for bis 
Urst wife, bis oausia Emma Sophia, second daughter of eir Nigel Bowycr Oreslcjr, 
bart. 

Tbe HartinglOQ estate waa sold to tha duke of IDevoiishire, and Iiongton hall 
purchased in 1777. \>y air John E. Heathcote, where he resided. The latter resi- 
dence, situate about a mile ^m the town of Longton, is a large and htudsome 
brick sad sUine mansion in the st^rle of architecture which prevailed in Ihe reign 
of queen Anne. There is mi engraring of it, and also of A]>edBle Hall, near 
Chesterton, in tbe same coanty (which Mr. K. E. Haafhcoto built on high gronnd, 
where the original seat of the Audley family is supposed U> have been), in Ward's 
Hittory of Slote-Upon-TraiU, Sto, 1S4], a topographical work of much merit, 
in which several notices may be seen of the families of Qresloy and Heathcote.

He 
resided at Ball Hare, near Le^ ^an estate with a good bouae well plaoed amid 
romantic soenerr, for manr otnturies in the poMeetsion of the Davenport fiunilj, 
and which desivuded through his maternal uncle to the late J. DaTcnport 
Hulme, eaq.. M.D., formerlj nesident in Manchester), and died unmarried at 
Bath on the i ith of AprQ 1797. aged 34. whither he had gone for tbe benefit of 
his health.

The father was the eldest son of the Rer. John Daintrr, of Trinity college, Cam- 
bridge.

Several reasons induced me to 
change my resolution. Tou, sir, were to be answerable for the merit of the 
exercises produced, and my pretentions are extremely slender to the name of 
poet. Besides, they contain a line or two which I believe your modesty would 
not suffer to be repeated, but which I could not prevail upon myself to expunge. 

" In laying them before you I have no alternative but to seize an opportunity of 
expressing my gratitude for the obligations I think I have received from you and 
Mr. Darbey in the education of my sons. The reputation of your school stands 
too high in the opinion of the world for it to need the tribute of my applause ; 
but, sir, I have a heart extremely sensible of the favours which are conferred 
upon me, and I shall always think it my happiness to be allowed to subscribe 
myself, with the sinoerest esteem, your most obedient humble servant,

John Latham, Ibe cldeat son of the Rev. John Latham, B.A., of Oriel college, 
Oxford, 1747. perpetual curate of Siddiogton, Cheahire, by bia wife Sanli, 
daughter of Hioliard Podmore, esq., of Sanilboch. in the same county, was bom 
at QaWBWorlh, in Cheahire, 19th December 17^1, in the houae of hia great uncle, 
the Bt-y. William Hall, (hen rector of that pariah, and went from the school to 
Braienose college, Oxford, where he graduated B.A. 9th February 17B1 ; M.A. 
October lith 17841 B.M. 3rd May l^U ; D.M. April 3rd 138S, 
He was originally intended for holy orders, and the circumstances which led to ■ 
ohaage in bis prospects, and induced him lo make Una! choice of the medical 
profesaion aa the object of bis life, are remarkable, iiud worthy of record. With 
the hope of rendering himself aa useful aa might be in a country parish possibly 
remote from medical ajd, he attended tlie lectures of Dr. John Parsona, then one 
!■ of the medical professora at Oxford, who waa struck with bis great attention and' 

f desire of acquiring all the informatioo Ihnt lay within hn reach. The profeasor. 
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entermg into oonyenation with kim on the Buhjeot of his future plans, stnm^y 
urged him to change his TiewB, and adopt the profession of physic, in the itndj 
of which he seemed to take so great an interest. Guided hy his adTioe John 
T/atham went to London, and completed his medical education under Dr. Dayid 
Pitcaim at S. Bartholomew's hospital. 

In 1784 John Latham married Mary, eldest daughter and ooheireas of the Ber. 
Peter Mayer, B.A., yicar of Preethury, Cheshire (by whom he had three aoni 
and two daughters), and who died in 1841. He passed the first years of his pro- 
fessional life at Manchester and Oxford, in both which places he was elected 
physician to the respeotiye infirmaries. He removed to London in 1788, and in 
the next year was admitted a fellow of the Royal College of Physicians. Within 
a few months he was elected physician to the Middlesex hospital, then to the 
Magdalen, and early in 1793 succeeded Dr. D. Pitcaim at S. Bartholomew's, 
when he resigned his office at the Middlesex. About this time he settled in Bedford 
row, and remained there until 1 808, with the exception of a brief interral, when 
apparently worn out by the hard labour of his early medical career he retired 
to the estate, which he had recently purchased at Bradwall, in the parish of 
Sandbach, and in his faTOurite native county of Chester, as many of his friends 
expected, soon to die. Under the influence of country air and perfect rest from 
professional work and anxiety, he recovered and returned to London, when he 
removed to Harley street, and there enjoyed for twenty years, with a more 
moderate practice, a larger share of health than he had known during the days 
of his greater labour and more briUiant success. In 1795 he had been appointed 
physician extraordinary to the Prince of Wales, and in 1821 was gazetted to 
the same office when that Prince succeeded to the throne as George lY. 

He was from the first au active, and soon became an influential fellow of the 
College of Physicians. In 1792 he undertook to arrange the library, which had 
fallen into great disorder, and he accomplished the task in a manner so satis- 
factory to his colleagues, that they unanimously voted him a donation of one 
hundred pounds. After filling various offices connected with the college between 
the years 1790 and 181 3, such as censor and lecturer, he was in the latter year 
elected President, and held this distinguished position for several years. He 
was also F.R.S. and F.L.S. 

He finally left London in 1829, returning to his estate at Bradwall, where he spent 
the remainder of his days. He died there on 20th of April 1843, in his Sand 
year, having been for some years the father of the College of Physicians. 

The preceding sketch of Dr. John Latham's professional career, during which, in 
a comparatively brief space of time, he attained to the highest rank and inflaenoe 
as a physician, gives ample evidence of superior natural abilities, cultivated by 
early study, and matured by remarkable devotion to the profession which he had 
adopted. But in another and a higher point of view also, his character stands 
forth conspicuous, and claims lasting admiration. 

In the roll of the College of Physicians of London, a memoir of his life, whence 
many of the preceding facts have been selected, concludes as follows : 
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" TtiC highest Tirtuea of good iuod sro iinBeoD I7 the world wliDc th«j lire, and ar« 
kept for the aoUo und cotitetiiylatjon of their families wIicd t!io; die. Mora, 
tlieieforp, ueed ool be said of Or. Lathani, oicept tbnt ho wse liagulBrljr 
temperate, vihvo tempeniiice wu hardly yet tliougbt to be a Tirtuo ; be was uiosl 
pure in life and conirersatioD, nhen to hara been olherwiBc would bate proioked 
ou censure ; and he wan not aihamed to be religious, when religioD bad jet no 
recomniendation 01 counlenaoce trom the world." 

A* Ba author be contributed seroral useful papers on practical eubji«ta to tbe 
Madical Traiuartioiu, and published the following treatises : On Rhnimatit» 
asJ Coxt, gvo, London, 1796; a Plan Jot a Charilnble ImliUtion to ha erta- 
blithtd on the Sea Coatlt Sto, London, 1791 ; and a Bmalt Tolnuie enlitUd Factt 
and Opinion* cOHcemiiig Diabetei, 8»o, London, 181 1. 

Dr. Latham wiu buried at Sandbach, and bis sons mtoped and lilled with stained 
glau the east window of tbe church, as a Dieuional of their father. A metal 
plate bi'srs tbe following inscription : " In uemunam Jobsnnia Latham D.M. 
do Bradwnll et Kariai Coi^ugis, Farentum Optiniomm. hujusce ^dia fenestmn 
orientalem saio refieicodam, pictoquo viLni eiomandam caraiit Blionim grata 
pietas; X.TI. 1844. D20 BOU SIT <lLo&u. Obiit iUe Aprilis die 10, l.D. 1S4], 
EBlat. BUf Si. Ilia Decembris die 7, k.li. 1841, aW.. auE 86. Viri hie Detun 
rolebant: Mortui juita in Christo conqaicsouTit." 

His eldest BOn, John Lathsjii, esq., D.C.L. and fr.'Uow of All Souls college, Oxford, 
married, 14th Maj 1 8ii,EIliiabeth Anne, daughtcrof the ban, &Ir.

•ndhw issue. His seeond eon, Pcl«r Merv Lathani, esq., M.B., of Brastmose col- 
lege, OiTord, married at Budleigli, in Derail, iu 1814, Diana, danghtcr of tbe 
hon. miyor-generol Q. A. Chetw^nd Stapjlton, who died iStb September 1815 
s.p.i and teoondlj, in i8]j, Qroce Mnrj, third ilau'ihtcr of Darid Cbambera, 
eaq., commandBr R.^., and has iisne. His third aon, Uenr; Lalbam, esq., M.A., 
of BiaaenoM college, Oxford, and of Lincoln's Inn, bnrrister-at-law, married, 
I7tb July 1814, Maria, third daughter of James Halliwell, esq., of Broomflcld, near 
Manchester, and baa iasac. He, like bis father, changed bis profession, and subsc- 
qnentlj look holy orders, and became vicar of Selmeston- with- Alceston, in Sussex. 
Dr. John Latham's eldest daughter, Sarah, married, I'ld August 1S08, Qeni^ 
Orroerod, esq., D.C.L., F.E.S., ic., of Scdburj park, Qlonoestershire, the learned 
biatoriao of Cheshire, and died in 1S60, the mothDT often children. Uis jOUngoT 
daughter died unmarried in 1S19. 

John lAtham wrote and recited at the speeeh daj, in 1777, the fallowitig rereae, 
•otitled "Scbolee Mancuniensis Enc^nia," in which allusion ii made to the new 
aehool then recently rehoilt, and which are inacrted here not as a specimen of 
the purwt I«tinit}- or high poetical talent, but simply aa the sehool-boy eiereise 
of ona who subsequently attained high distinction, and which, therefore, on that 
■owmot, are not without interests

In the Bioffraphioal JHetionanf of Living Authors (18 16) Dr. John Latham is oon- 
founded with Dr. Latham the ornithologist. Tho compiler of that book appears 
not to haye been aware that they were two persons ; • and attributes, among other 
mistakes, the literary productions of both to the scholar of Manchester school. 
Dr. John Latham was present at the anniyersary festiyals of 1784 and 1785. 

Two portraits of him may be seen on the wall of the old classical school ; one firom 
a painting by Dance ; the other, in which he appears in his official robes as 
President of the Royal College of Physicians, eugrayed by Sieyier, finom a 
painting by Jackson, which now hangs in the hall of Brasenose college. ** The

John, son of James Wood, tobacconist, Manchester, Lancashire. 
James, son of Jonathan Hibbert, tradesmaii, Manchester, Lane. 
[Mr. James Hibbert, thus ontercd as a seholar, was an excellent type of (ho old rare 
of Manchester merchants, and therefore deserves something more than a brief 
notice. He was born in Manchestor in 1767, died ist Uay iSiS, at Broughton 
New Hall, in its neighbourhood, ond was interred in o vault in 9aint John's church, 
where a moral monument is erected to bis memory by liis widow, in the west 
gallery. He commenced bvisioess in the country trade about 17K8, then pursued 
by riding throughout England on horseback, scoklng ciistomen in CTery town 
and village. He gradually citendcd his dealiags to GuemBey and Jersey, thence 
to Holland, Qermaay, &c., until shut out by Buonapurla's well-known decrees 
against British commerce. This caused Mr. Hibbert, who had formed a part- 
nership with Messrs. Wiltium Wnnklyn and John Brsdshaw, to commence an 
enterprising business. «*>! Falmouth, per pnokets to Lisbon, until again intiTfered 
with by the occupation of Lisbon by the French army. When tbe royal fiundy 
of Portugal sailed for Rio do Janeiro in iSog Mr. WiUiam Wanklyn, Mr. Hib- 
bert's partner, sailed from Liverpool in the Enterprise, and founded the eltsn- 
sive and well.known branches of Hibbert, Wanklyn and Bradahaw in Rio de 
Janeiro and Buenos Ayres. 
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Mr. Hibbert resided until i8 17 in Saint John street, afterwards at Bank, a mansion 
built bj Holland Ackers on the site where Saint Philip's church and the Salford 
Dispensary now stand, afterwards at Broughton hall, succeeding the late Mr. S. 
Jones, partner of W. Jones, Loyd and Co. The warehouse in Artillerj street, in 
which the business of the firm was carried on, and which is still occupied by their 
successors, was built about the year 1797- Mr. Hibbert married Margaret, daughter 
of Mr. John Bradshaw of Water street, who surriyed him many years. 
Mr. Hibbert took an active interest in the public affairs of Manchester, and in 
everything which afiected its commerce or prosperity, and held as high a position 
in bis time as perhaps was ever held by any of its leading merchants. He was a 
consistent member of the Church of England, and a toiy of the good old school, 
and as such of course a member of the Pitt club. He was senior churchwarden 
of Manchester in 1796, boroughreeve in 1805, treasurer of the Royal Infirmaiy 
for many years, magistrate of the county, and lieutenant-oolonel in the yolunteers. 
Benevolen^without ostentation, actively useful to others without neglecting his 
own proper duties, honourable and high-minded in his business and social rela- 
tions, the centre of an attached circle of relatives and friends, it is scarcely 
9 necessary to say that he was universally respected by his townsmen, amongst 

whom he was bom and educated and had passed through all the gradations of 
life without the slightest wish to adopt the modem principle of turning his back 
upon the place where his prosperity had been consummated and the "old 
familiar faces" and well-known scenes which were endeared to him by long asso- 
ciation. Since his death Manchester has seen many alterations, and its progress 
in material prosperity has been wonderful. The characteristic type of its mer- 
chants has been changed also in many respects, but it may be said, without 
any disrespect to the existing generation, that it most certainly has not been 
improved. C]

Brother to colonel John Drinkwater. (See RegUter^ p. 18 a.) He entered the 
army, and became major in the 6and foot, and distinguished himself in the first 
campaign in S. Domingo in 1 793-4. He was returning home in his M^esty^a armed 
transport, Calcutta, when an accident caused his death, of which the following 
account is given in the OetUleman^s Magaxiney 1797, pp. 440-41 : '* Lieatenant- 
colonel Hamilton of the 8ist regiment, who was on board the same feesel, 
ordered the guns on the quarter deck to fire a few light cartridges ; after which 
major Drinkwater, who had repeatedly expressed his wish to see the effect of 
musketry from the tops, ordered a party of the 62nd regiment into them, and 
went himself to the maintop. When the firing was over, and he had seen all the 
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men ufa dovm, some of the ratlinn broke u be dMconded, atid tbo roll of tlis 
«bip tlire»' bini from tba ahrouda, sad the eeo running Terj lilgli, the ship at the

Thomas Adnutt, bom list April 1739, was the sot 
both of whom were wealthy yeomen, aud buried st 
monuments to their memory in the churohyard. 

This scholar, a favourite pupil of Mr. Lawson, proceeded to S. John's college, Cam- 
bridge, and graduated A.B. 1781, and A.M. 1787, 

Alter the death of hb lather, he was under tbc guardianship of the Bev. J. Uowlcy 
(who though iti holy orders was steward to the earl of Stamford), a neighbour 
and friend of his grandfather, and uncle to Dr. William Uowley, Ibe late aroh- 
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luBhop of CanteriKDT. He beeue the patron of the adTOwion end knrd of the 
Bumor of Croft, near Iriwlfr, of whidi peruh be was rector for thirty-eight 
years, and also an aetrre magistrate of the conntj of Leioetter. He married, 
nth NoTcmbcr 17SS, Ifargnr Catharine, daoghter of Boberfc and Kargeiy 
Green, of XonnantOD-«n>le-Heath, in the tame eoonty, and had iasne one son 
and two danghten ; and died aoth Jannarr iSa6, his wih smrviring him to 24th 
December 1S40. Thej aiv both buried at Brougfaton Aatky church, near Craft, 
of whidi he was also patron and lord of the manor ; and a memorial window 
has been erected to them in the chancel bj their son, to whom I am indebted for 
the following letter of Mr. diarlcB Lawaon, well worthy of preserration as an 
instance of the warm interest which that good master took in the welfiue of bis 
scholars, and as recording his reiy decided opinion on the neoeasity for a 
schoolboy being thoroughly well grounded in a knowledge of the Greek and 
Latin tongues before entering into reeidenoe at eoUege. The letter is addressed 
to the Ber. Mr. Hooley, Steward's Hay, near Leicester, and dated Manchester, 
March 26th 177S: 
''Dear Sir, — I receir'd your former letter, and baring defei^d acknowledging it 
from time to time (not tbinVing an immediate answer neoeaeaiy, and being much 
engag'd), I was about to do it, when your^s of y* a^trd inst. reach'd ma. One 
answer therefore will suiBoe for both ; and in this I shall deliyer my sentiments 
plainly and without reserre. I am deariy of opinion that it will be for Adnutt's 
advantage to stay longer at school than Michaelmas next. I should not adrise 
his going to reside at college before Mich* twelyemonth ; he may be entered next 
year about this time by my letter only, and continue at school till Oct^ following^ 
at which time I think he will be well qualified for college, and capable of 
appearing there to adyantage. I say to adrantage ; for I would by no means 
bare a lad of parts content himself with barely passing muster, and getting his 
degrees ; but would have him aim at distinguishing himself in y* litemiy wmld. 
In order to this it b necessaiy he shou'd go a good classic, and be a master of y* 
Gbeek and Latin languages. A defect in this fundamental part is seldom supplied 
at college, especially at Cambridge, where y* course of their stodies is geneially 
tum'd into a yery different stream. Adnutt will not be so good a Grecian as I 
could wish him to be if he goes before y* time I mention. I do not remember 
saying, when I wrote last to you upon this subject, that Mich' next would be a 
proper time for his going to college : if I mistake not I said it was y* soonest it 
must be thought of^ or words to that effect. I doubt not but h^ mig|ht proc ur e 
entrant'e then, and might get his degrees ; but I would not haye him make that 
his only object, as he has a capacity for greater things. / am eeriaim it will be 
most for his adyantage to take y* method I advise ; and if he was my own son I 
should insist upon his doing it. I haye a nephew of mine in y' same class w^ 
him, who is not inferior to him in scholarship ; and I shall not think of entering 
him at college before next spring, and perhaps it will be the spring after that 
first. I must confess to you that I find it no easy matter to keep my young man 
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■t •chool so long at I could wish to do for their own nket. Tlie injndioiouB 
partiality of pspenli too frequcntlj concur* w" their own impatjonce ofrentrainl 
to remote them to college before I think tbom wuffieUMlg quaitfied. In tlii« 
cue I CMi only adviKi, and thcj Uiemsoln-B VMut be aiuiBtrable for y eontt- 
qtteuea if any ditat/rteabU onei arin. I beg jon wou'd Bcquaint Mr, Adnult's 
Iriendi w'' my Mntimcnts, and let thom know Ibat if he takee my adiice I vill 
do irhat lipB in my power to promote hi* intersBt at college. — I am, air, j' 
inort obcd' humble serr' Csa: Lawboh." 

That Thomas Adnutt wtt a fair LatiD rabolar before h« left school i> amply proTcd

Od 
a subsequent occasion, another near reUtire died, just at the end of the raeation, 
and the high master replied to the reason asnigned, " Blockhead, A« is always 
baring fathera or something die," and inflicted a punishment as a mark of his 
diapleasuro, which made, as wo con easily imagine in the time of trouble, » 
painful impreaaion, not easily remored in after yean. It waa thonghtless, and 
aeemcd rery unfeeling. 
Hi* son. the Eer. Robert Thomaa Adnutt, bom 3rd January 1 Soi, of Emanuel 
college, Cambridge. A.B. 1815, A.M. iSig, nas instituted, on his own petition, 
lo the rectory of Croft in 1 S16, and is a mngistrate of the county, and nnmarried. 
He holds also the rectory of Cndeby, near Hinckley, in the palrousgc of air 
Alexander Dixie, bart. The eldest daughter, Mary Catharine, married the Rer.

Cotton hall, now used merely as a (arm house, was an old mansion of tbe 
Salusbury family near Denbigh. 

Robert Salusbury, father of these scholars, who resided there in 1774, re^nnesented 
a younger branch of the ancient and knightly house of Salusbury of Lleweny. 
The elder branch became extinct in the male line, and is now represented by 
lord Combermere, whose ancestor, sir Robert Cotton, bari., of Combermere, in 
the county of Chester, married Hester, sister and heiress of the last baronet, 
sir John Salusbury, who died towards the end of the seTenteenth oentuiy. 
Robert Salusbury had five sons, of whom Robert and John were the eldest and 
second. 

Robert succeeded bis fSftther in 1776, and married in 1780 Catherine, daughter and 
heiress of Charles Yarme, esq., of Llanwem, in Monmouthshire. He was M.P. 
for the county in 17 — ^ and was created a baronet 4th May 1795. They had 
issue three sons and throe daughters. He died 17th Noyember 18 17, his widow 
surviying him till aist July 1836, and was succeeded in his title and estates by 
his eldest son, sir Thomas Robert, who died s.p. in 1835. His second son, tbe 
Rot. sir Charles John Salusbury, of Llanwem, is the present baronet. 

In Burke's Peerage and Baronetage there is a long and interesting notice of this 
distinguished fiEtmily, one of whom was implicated in the Babington plot (tbe 
object of which was to murder queen Elisabeth, and to place on the throne Mary 
queen of Scots), and was executed.

For the short 
space of six weeks previously to his death, which was caused by a fall from his 
horse in 1794, ho was chaplain of the Collegiate church. The Rev. John GbttliiT 
succeeded him. John E. Upton was a regular attendant at the anniversary 
festivals. 

[An ode on the blessings which have resulted from the introduction of Christianity, 
written by the Rev. Thomas Bancroft, M.A., was recited by J. £. Upton on the

In I7gj he was elected medUal felloir of tbc college, and in tSo6 ap- 
pointed to the office of president, or vice master, and bursar. Robert Stockdale 
mostly resided in college, hut for a while trarellcd in the cast with Mr. J. B. S. 
Morritt, of Rokebj (for wliom see StgUler, anno 17S1), and the boa. Mr. 
Primrose, son of the earl of Rosebery. 
He died on the ist of September iSji. at the age of 70. at the house of hii 
younger brother Wiltioin. who was vicar of Meara Asbby.

William Pickford wms the onlj son of Joseph Piddbrd, esq. (who annmed in 1795 
by lojal penniMion the turnune and arms of Baddiffe only in eomplianoe with 
the will of his maternal nnde, William Badcliife, eeq., of Milnea Bridge house, 
in the conntj of York), and his first wife Catharine, daughter of Thomaa Per- 
ciral, esq., of BoTton. 

He was educated for the medical profession, but nerer practised as a phjsician. 
During the latter part of his li£e he resided at Edinburgh, where he died in 
1 8 16, s.p. 

Joseph Pickford (the eldest son br a second wife Elisabeth, daughter and sole heir 
of Richard Sunderland, esq., of High Sunderland, in the countj of York, whom 
he married in 1765) proceeded to Christ church, Oxford, where he graduated, 
BJL I7tb February 1789; M.A. 15th July 1791 ; and took holy orders. He 
had for a time the charge of a parish in Worcestershire, and subeeqnently re- 
sided at Boyton, then at Eippax in Yorkshire, and lastly at Acomb, near York, 
where he died on the 17 th May 1804. He married, on the 19th September 1796, 
Mary, only daughter of sir John Archibald Ghrant, b?jrt., of Monymuak, in the 
county of Aberdeen (she died 7th NoTcmber 1834, aged 67), by whom he had 
one only son, the present sir Joseph BadcUffe, hart., of Budding park and IGlnes 
Bridge house, in the county of York, who succeeded to the title and estate of 
his grandfather on the 19th February 18 19. 

Joseph Pickford, esq., the father of these scholars, had eight children by hia second 
wife, and his second daughter married, first Joseph Starkie, esq., of Bedyales, 
and secondly John Darid Macbride, esq., D.CX., the principal of MmgdaWw> hall, 
Oxford, and lord almoner^s professor of Arabic, both of which offices he held for 
upwards of half a century. Ho died Tery recently. In 1807 Joseph Pickford 
married, thirdly, Elizabeth, youngest daughter of Bichard Creswiok, esq., of 
Sheffield, but s.p. 

He was one of the feoffees of the school, and for many years an actiTe magistrate of 
the counties of Lancaster, Chester, Derby and the West Biding of York ; and 
for his intrepid loyalty in times of disaffection and outrage was created a baionet 
on the and Noyember 181 3, with the singular distinction of a gratoitoos patent. 
Lord Sidmouth announced the intention of the prince regent to confer this 
honour upon him " in consideration of his exemplary and useful exerti<mi as a 
magistrate in the West Biding, at a period of the utmost difficulty, alarm and 
danger." In a short notice which appeared in the €hiUUman*9 MagcoBime at the 
time of his death (at Clifton, 19th February 18 19) he is spoken of as "one of 
the few remaining examples of old English hospitality." An cngrayed portrait 
of sir Joseph Badcli£fe (a private plate) by Heath, from a painting by Owen, and 
now scarcCf may be seen in the old school. His name appears among those pre- 
sent at the anniyersary meeting of 1 802, but does not occur in this BegUter.

He is said to liaTo held for a time 
the cliorge of the ehapelry of Lowtou, in the parish oi Winwick (now a distinct 
rectory), hut not later than iSii, whan John Pennington was incumbent curate. 
In Baines's description of the township of Lowton (see Hillary of La»eathira, 
iii. p. ti]j), the chapel is said to baye been enlarged in 1 8 1 3 at the aolo coat of 
Ibe incumbent; but this is not correct. The chapel, originally built in 1731, 
was enlarged in 177 r, and again in iSiJ, and on both aecasions the teata were 
Bold to defray the expense, as is shown by the words of the lacolty in eacli ia- 
stance. Here, as in so nuiny other cases, this unholy trallta in the seats, whioh 
ought to hsTe been for the accommodation of the whole parish, has been a fruit- 
ful source of strife and annoyance to the pariebiouers and the clerCT-

A.M., fellow of Trinity 
coUfg;?, Cumbriilge. and F.K.S.. bj whom he bad thrre dnnghtFrs, the eldest cf 
whom ia laid to bnTr been Ihoroughlj acqu&intnl nilli her DDele'B ajstrai of 
short -hand writing ; and secondly. Eliiabelli, daugliler of Thotoo* Uills e»q., of 
Bnrlastoo hsll, Staffordshire, hj whom he hod oDe only wn, John Houghtoa 
(for whom »ee Seyiiler, anno 177!), who died in 1787 at Ibe early age of at, 
wbi]»t an under-gradnale of Trinity eollt^, Cambridge, and whoao portiod 
powrra gBTe promise of high distinolion in future jean, had he lived. 
[He wiu a man of genial habits and refined tastes, and l.hc favoorite assodnta 
of the clergy of the CoUegiale church. His literary altainincnts were nay 
respectable, and he tna indefittignble in the disehvge of his duliei at ■ 
magistrate. The death of his son greatly affected hie health, and alter tb«t 
event he gmdnallj retired from active life, and in his charming rural Beduaioa 
«t BaeuJer. ciJtivnted habits of personal piety, and in mrioun wsya furthered 
the interests of the English Church, of which he vms a sinrere and devout mem- 
ber.

Lichfield. 

John Xangrcnio wfli captain in the7ind regiment wbt'u that regiment of Tolunleers 
wgi rsiei-d in MsnebcaU-r in 1777, and serred throngbout the siege of Gibraltar. 
Qd bis return home he luccocdod ta the family' ettule, and resided at Walm^lej, 
dying, iinmarricd, at Lirerpool about Ibe jear iSio. 

^innel Warning NangrcsTe became a lieutenant-oalonel in the seririM) of the Eut 
India Couipanj, >crTii>g in India for tventy-four j'eari. On hia retam to Eog- 
land he reiided at Nelherlon, and nss present at tlie anniierMrj meatingB of old 
■cholars in Ilio years iSoj and 1804. lie died at Buth in the munth of OL-tobor 
1815. aged 59, and with him the family lieuamo extinct. {Hec Ormcrod'a Cit-

Sir Robert Holt Leigh, bart., M.A. 

He HUB the oldest sou of Holt Leigh, esq., of Hindlej and Wbitle; halli. Lanca- 
ihire, by Mai^, youngnr daughter and ooheirew of Xhoma* Owen, esq., of L'p- 
holUiKl abbey in that county, and Margaret bis wife, only daughCiT and hcirots 
of Thomas Bi^pham of BispUsm, esq,, and h^s born nt his father'i town resi- 
dence in Wigan, on Cliristnias day, 1762. Ho wa» descended from a highly 
reapectablc lino of ancwtry, who bad been for ii>nie ciuiluries potsessod of Undcd 
property in this part of the county. Hi* grandfather, .yeiander Leigh, esq., of 
Bretherton, completed at his own eipenae Ihc canal which extended from Wigan 
to the rirer Ribbte, baring obtained in 171D an act of parliament (or the piirpoic, 
theroby conferring great benelit upon Wigun and the neighbourhood. 

Robert Holt Leigh proceeded from the school to Christ church, OiConl, and 
passed the requisite etamiuations ; but. strange to say, be did not lake any degree 
till he was 70 years of age. Wiien I was residing in Oxford a* an Hulmiau 
oihibilioner, I remember the baronet coming into residence at Christ church for 
the requisite number of days before he could be admitted to the degree of B.A., 
which he took on the 16th October 1837 ; and proceeded M.A. on the 30th of 
May in the year foUovting. It was said at the time, that he did so in order to 
secure • *Dle as a member of couTocation on those questions of deep interest 
affecting the ehureh and the uniTuraily, which then began to be publictj agitated. 

He was throughout life a liigh tory and firm Churohmau, but strenuous Protestant. 
He was first returned to parliament in 1802 as member for Wigan, and conti- 
nued to rcpreseut hia natiTo borough to the year 1820, when be Tolnntarilj 
rosigaed, und was succeeded by lord Lindsay, aflerwanls earl of Balcarree. 
Ihtotlghiiut hi* parlmmeutary career he gare liis licarty support to Mr. Pitt and 
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llr. Ganning, exoq>t on the question of the Roman Catholic claims, on which ha 
was opposed to them. On the accession of Mr. Canning to office he was created 
a haronet, his patent bearing date 33rd of Maj 1815, with remainder to the male 
issue of his father, none of whom, howerer, snrriTed to socoeed to the title, asd, 
the baronet djing a bachelor, it became extinct. 

In the year 1798, when the peace of the country was disturbed by a spirit of dis- 
content, leading on to insurrection and riot, he became commandant of a society 
of gentlemen at Wigan, called the Wigan Arms Association, and distinguished 
himself in rarious encounters with the mob. In the agitation consequent upon 
the reform question in 1 831, he suffered sererely from theriolence of the mob at 
the Wigan election, when he was the proposer of Mr. J. H. Kearsley ; and he 
used afterwards to tell an amusing story how the liheraU of that day, when they 
got him on the ground, and were intent upon administering rery serere corporal 
punishment, eren if they spared his life, kicked each others shins with their 
heary clogs as they hastily aimed at his prostrate body, to his amusement and 
satisfaction alike. Ilis brother, Mr. Roger Holt Leigh, of Leeds, died on the 
13th of May in that year, in consequence of the injuries which he reoetred 
at this election. 

Through life he interested himself in all matters relating to the town of Wigan, and 
was a trustee of the grammar school of that place, as well as of the Manchester 
school, of which his high classical attainments quite as much as hb rank in 
society, have given him a place among her most distinguished alumnt He died 
at Hindley hall, on the aist ef January 1843, in his 8ist year, a magistrate and 
deputy-lieutenant of the county. He left behind him a large property, and a 
yaluable library particulariy rich in classical books, which not only ornamented 
his shelves, but were read and remembered, and readily and aptly quoted by him 
as occasion served. 

One of the great scholars of the age. Dr. Donnegan. in the preface to his Greek and 
English Lexicon^ fourth edition, 1842, says*. *' Among the advantages which I 
have derived from the publication of my Ghreek and EnglUh Lexicon^ there is 
none I deem more precious than its having procured me the acquaintance, and 
I may with just pride add the friendship, of sir R. H. Leigh, hart., a gentleman 
who has improved his talents by refined, well-directed and assiduous culture. 
Thoroughly acquainted with the best writers of the modem languages, and 
having attained a critical and profound knowledge of the Greek language and 
literature — the excellencies of which his peculiar turn of mind enables him to 
appreciate fully — he still devotes a considerable portion of his studious hours, 
with glowing enthusiasm and untiring ardour, to the poets and orators who 
have bequeathed to us such splendid and enduring monuments of Grecian genius. 
To the accomplishments of a scholar he has added the advantages of having 
visited the most interesting countries of Europe, surveyed their choicest sneci- 
mens of art with a critical ere. and observed the characters of men and manners 
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so truly, as to justify the application to him of the commendation bestowed upon 
Ulysses by the great poet — 

TIoXXmv &y$f>oaw&v f8cy iffr€af koI ychy fyvot** 
Sir Robert Holt Leigh occasionally attended the anniversary meetings of the old 
scholars, and was steward in 1796 as colleague to G«orge Lloyd, esq. 

The preceding brief notice of this distinguished scholar would be imperfectly true, 
unless it were added, that over the latter years of his life it is better that a veil 
should be drawn. It is very sad to record folly and profligacy in the mature 
years of a life in which, otherwise, there is much to admire. 

By sir Robert Holt Leigh's will the estates descended to his cousin, Thomas 
Pemberton, esq., Q.C., for his. life only, who thereupon assumed the additional 
name and arms of Leigh, and who has since been raised to the peerage by the 
title of baron Kingsdown. To him I am indebted for a small photograph of 
the baronet, which is in the old school, and taken from a miniature, the only 
portrait in existence of this loyal subject and sound classical scholar. 

[Sir R. H. Leigh was said to be the greatest snuiT taker in England, and carried 
snuff in his waistcoat pocket. He was also a great epicure, and generally tasted 
erery dish on the dinner table. He rebuilt Hindley hall from his own designs, 
and forgot to include a Hairceue ! B.'] 

[In affluence and readiness of classical quotation sir Robert was perhaps unsur- 
passed by any scholar of his day. C]

Page 2. — Mr, Brooke, 

His appointment to the rectory of Tortworth was the first that was made bj 
Oriel college, which piircliased the adTOwson from lord Dade in 1727, Dr. Heniy 
Bull heing then rector, who died in 1729. Between the years 1730 and 1750 the 
parish seems to hare been serred by curates. Mr. Brooke's name appears in many 
volumes of the library at Tortworth ; and among others he presented his own book 
On Peaceableness^ "as if he had," says the present rector, Clement Ghreswell, M^ 
" a sort of presentiment of the feuds about to break out between his successors in the 
benefice and the future lords of the soil." * 

Page 3. — JbAn Rowbotham, 

One of this name joined the Manchester regiment in the insurrection of 1745* and 
was taken prisoner at Carlisle. 

Page 4. — John Jehh. 

This scholar probably died young. In the notice of the Jebb family giren in the

Page 6. — Joseph Harrop. 

A bookseller, and publisher of the Manchester Mercury ^ which he established in 
1752. He died at Salford 20th January 1804, at the age of 76, baring serred the 
office of boroughreeve in 1792. [He was an extensive publisher as well as printer, 
and a list of the books, tracts and sermonB which issued from his press, would stretch 
out to a considerable length. He printed two editions of Seacome's House of Stanley 
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■0 frequMillj found bound up with the Life ofChriH, 
or Joscphus'i Wart of the Jeun, alio printed by Burrop, to shuw the estiinstioD in 
wbiob the mtrtjml earl iru held. From hi« press proceedad olao ■ Bible in Urge 
fotio, with B Commentary, and Mr<. BalKes's Coolurif Booki and wbiob for manj a 
long year wore the atook fumily Bible and atoek family cookery book of Mmichpiter 
and its DcighbourhooJ. But the heat spceimon of bis lypes is aSbrdwl in the barga 
paper copies ofByrom's MitceUatieoia Poena, pnbliebed in 177 J, S(o, whicb are reall; 
very elegant rolumes. worthy of tbe poetry tbey contain and tbo name wbich tbey 
bear, and are not Burpaised by tbe contemporary productiona of the metropolian 
presi. Cnlbrtunutcly equal juatiee was not done to thaao copies by tbe bookbinder, 
who leemi to haie bound a large proportion afl«r one patlcni at Ihe lime of publica- 
tiou, and has mtblosely cut awny nearly tbe whole of tbe principal margin, so as to 
remind us of Dr. Ffrriar's tines : 

" If Croat by Falloa' ire the trenchant bliule 
Or too oblique, or near, the edge inTode, - 
The Bibliomane elclainu, with hagganl eye, 
'No margin ! ' turns in haste and scorns to buy."

" Sacred to the memory of the Honourable Sir Joseph Yatca, K", of Peel Hall in 

Lanoaxhire, sncccsairely a Judge of the Courts of Queen's Bench and Common 

Pleu, whoso merit adeanced him to tbe scut of Jnatice, which he filled with 

the tDoat distinguiahed nbilities, and intincibh' integrity. Ue died the 7th of 

Juno 1770, in tbe 4Sth year of his %f!,e, Icaring the world to Ltment tbe loss of 

an honest man, and an able Jndge, Gno to assert, and strenuous to support the 

laws and constitution of his country." 

He was of Staple inn, where his arms remain in painted glasi. [lis widow, Eliia. 

beth, was married at Wedminster abbey, nth January 1775, to Dr. John Thomaa, 

lord bishop of Boeheeter, and died at Ilowlelts in Kent, loth April iSoS. Ilia only 

son, Joseph Talcs. <*q., married, Jist March 1787. Charlotte, third ami youngo»t 

daiight*-r of the clevpntb lismn St. John of BU'tsoe ; and his daughter, Cliarloltr 
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Elizabeth, was married at Lambeth palace, loth June 1789, to oolonel Oholmelflf 
Dering.

His fetiher, 
Joseph Yates, esq., died at Preston in the 85 th year of his age.

His mother was Elizabeth, third daughter of Thomas Birch, esq., of Birch, tad 
granddaughter of colonel Thomas Birch, of the Parliamentary army, and sometime 
M.P. for Liverpool. (See Booker's History of Birch Chapel^ pedigree of Birch.) 

Page 8. — William Jackson. 

He went with a school exhibition to Brasenose college, Oxford, and graduated 
B.A. 1 6th October 1749. 

Page 9. — Micah Hall. 

The doubtful theology of his monumental inscription would seem to support the 
Tcry indifferent professional reputation of this scholar, which still floats in the memo- 
ries of old people, to whom the name is not unknown. He is mentioned in Lysons* 
Derbyshire (see p. 184) as possessor of the rectory manor of Hope, haying purchased 
the same from John Bagshaw, esq. 

Page 10. — Thomas Seddon. 

He married Ann (who died 30th July 1785, aged 65), daughter of the Key. Henry 
Smith, his predecessor in the yicaragc of Carlton, a man of considerable classical 
attainments, by whom he had an only daughter, who married first, Philip Halliday, 
and secondly, the Rev. William Brocklebank, vicar of Norton Disney, who thus be- 
came possessed of the Seddon property in that neighbourhood, now inherited by his 
eldest son by a second wife, William Brocklebank, esq., of Carlton-le-Moorlands. The 
Eev. William Brocklebank, vicar of Udimore near Rye, Sussex, is of this £smily. 

Page II. — Richard Upton. 
Probably the father of John and Thomas Upton. (See BegisteTy p. 204.) 

Page 1 1. — Robert Diggles. 

Probably of the family of Diggles of Booth hall in Blackley. (See pedigree in 
Booker's History of Blackley Chapel.) 

Page 12. — Richard Blacow. 
He was F.R.S. 

Page 12. — John Whittingham. 

He took holy orders, and was for thirty-five years curate of Gorton, in the parish 



of Hsucheiter. He died let NoTember iSoo, nged 7^, Laviug far tweutj-llirec jcsn 
endured the terrible aflUction of toUl hwB of nighl, 

Page 13. — John Watson. 

The dilapidations ftt Bipponden were for ni»nj jeare a Kira luhjeot. Ha allude* to 
it again in kia RUtorg of Halifax. In the account tbere given of Bojiand, p. 717, 
he girei the name of the " warlltj" curate irbo obliged him to pay tbe ten pounds, 
Thomas Wtst, '' to n'piiir a bam vhich niui not to bis liking ;" \ adding : " Such it 
tettat is the tniv ralating to dilapidation." It looks as if the rarerend antiquariui 
were in the wrong, [Watwn's acoount of his Kippondcn dilapidatioDB is Torj 
piquant. Tlie cose endod ia an assize trisl, and the old whig inoumboot proTtid that 
his knowledge of ewlcBiasticol law was verj imperfect, a* the «erdict was immediately 
giren against him. How mucli dora the law require amendment eren yet, and how

Page lb. — Samuel Birch. 

I Ihink Mr. Rainen't note to tUix name it an error. Samuel Birch, baptised 10th 
April 1730, died Sorcmber Z7th of the same ^eir. This ccholar wa« baptised list 
February 1734-5. He became a mnjor'general in the srmy, serving in America in 
17S0 OS oolonel of Preston's light dragoons, and died in January iSii. Thomas 
Bircb, his brother, was borrister-at-law of the Inner temple, Tbeir father, who died 
tSth December :7S7, was a justice of the penra, end wrved the office of high sheriff 
of Lancashire in 1747. He gsTe the site for S. Thomas's chapel. Ardnick. (For 
pedigree of the family of Birch sec Booker's Miliary of Birch Chapel, p, 111 ; and 
li>r an account of this family t«e pp. loti-iio.) 

Page \i.— John Philips. 

Far a notice of John PhUips, esq., of Bank hull, u loyal subject, an impartial 
tnagislrate, and a man of bigh classical allainmenis, rigorous iotellect, and much pri- 
vate worth, see Oeafleman'i Maganne, 1S14. p. 641. 

Page 24. — John Morris. 

He was also chaplain to the duke of Beilfiird when tbc latter was nmbsssadcir at

Page a4. — William Allen. 

In 1774 he was partner with Messrs. Edward Byrom, Roger Sedgnick and 
Edvanl Place, in the only bank which Manchester then possessed, in Bank street, 
near S. Ann's church \ and was one of the fcofTeca of Clietbam's hospital, residing at 
Datyhulme. He was present at the earlier annirersarics. being steward tu 1783 a* 
colleague to William Bankes, esq., of Winslanley. 

Page 25. ^Jchn Parker Moshy. 

He was eODBtuble of Mancbester in 1768. His wife, who wa< n granddaughter of 
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Dr. Sftinu*?! PepLe, bi»hi>c it Cti?i»t«;r, iied rctk O».tob»*r 1-97. leATic^ three doni and 
four jAu^hwr«.

Page 26. — Samu^i Bayltn. 

ThomAs Butterworth. Bi^y.cj^ t^ . who l:» mecrlocied m the note to this scholar, 
wa» father of Dr. Uenrr V RivLeT. irwide-oooc <.t Stow, who married one of the 
danehter* iA Jiujuei Toacciet. c:s<^.. ci Kirj: ^tr^^t azui Broom hovae. and died 12th 
Angiut 1I44. and of whom thrre i« 1 'rroft mjeicoir in the 6emiietmmu*» Mq^azime of 
that rear. p. 325, 'and a Terr :- teret^cir.^ prtTst^Lj printed memoir in a scpnrate form, 
Lond. 1S46. Sto. C" ; and ot *> Daaiel BajLeT. knt., vVCji>«iI-£eoeral at S. Petertburgfa 
(for whom see BejitUr, anc«> 1 — 6». He w:*s tor tjurtr-fire rear* an actire ntagis- 
trate o( the neighbourhood of )Linche»ter, lieutenant-coloael of one of the Man* 
cheater Tolunteer corps, cLairmAn ot the qjArter <es«ioa:*. and a memher of the 
lianche«tc-r Literarr and PhiIo«ophictJ Societjr. He starved the olSce of high sheriff 
of Lancashire in 176S ; and to him Manchester was indebted for a new rentilatcd 
and commodioos gaol, which gained the praise of Howard the philuitbropist ; and 
Lnnca^er for the improTcment m;^ in the coorts of aiS»iie and the countj gnoL He 
interested himw>lf wjirmiT in the welfare of the pocnr, taking an actire part in the 
eatabHshment oi the board of health for Manchester and it» nei^bourhood. He 
died at Buxton in hi^ fSth rear, on the 24th June iSc2. 

In the GemiUmaw^t Magazime^ 1S19, p. 224. there is a letter, signed H. Y. B. 
[J>r. Henry V. Barler r ~, respecting the title of the new gaoK that it is qpelt Bayley, 
and not Bailey as at London, after Mr. Thomas B. Barler. who laid the first stone on 
the 22nd Mar 1787. TTbe Ber. W. R. Uar. who sncceeded Mr. Butterworth Baylej 
as chairman of the se»iion«, maintained that the prison and court house were not 
named after Baylttf but after the prison in London, on the model of which it 
boilt, and that it was mere family pride in archdeacon Bayler, who wished to 
date it fiith his whig father, who was Uttle regarded by the tary ricar of Bochdale. 
This is of no importance now : but I well recollect an animated discussion t>etween 
Mr. Hay, Mr. J. F. Foster, Mr. Thomas Hardman, 3dr. Chesshyre, &c. ; and, I think, 
it was shown that Bailey was the right orthography, i?.] 

Page 27. — John Kynaston. 

There i» in the Gentleman's Magazine^ May 1790, p. 257, a copy of rerses in 
Latin and Knglisli, written by this scholar (and communicated by Mr. Charles Chad- 
wick of Heali-y hall), as a compliment to Roger Holt, esq., of Ince and Sherington, 
in the rr^^unty of Lancaster, who commanded a company in Bragg's regiment at the 
battle of Funtonoy, and receired a contusion by a musket ball in that action. 

He also took an active part in behalf of the notorious Miss Blaudy, who was 
executed for the murder of her father. For her trial see Gentleman' 9 Maga- 
zine.

The following entry appears in the Register of Matriculations at Oxford :

He died in the early part of 1799) having been for many years curate of Newton, 
Lancashire. 

Page 31. — IVilliam Gwyn, 

He was presented to Cottingham in 1768. His death was very sudden, and his 
age only 35. He had just arrived at Brighthelmstone, and had walked out whilst 
dinner was preparing. As he did not return to the inn, search was made for him, 
but it was two days before his body was found. He lay dead, probably from an 
attack of apoplexy, on the edge of a barley field near a pathway leading to the town. 
(See G^€uileman*s Mctgazine^ 1837, pp. 489-90.) The sale of his library by Fletcher 
of Oxford in 177 1, is recorded in Nichols' Literary Anecdotes, vol. iii. p. 677. His 
father, who had been fellow of King's college, Cambridge, died in the spring of the 
same year. 

Page 31. — James Bay ley. 

The father was high sheriff of Lancashire in 1757. 

Page 31. — Thomas Withnall, 

He was vicar of Dean, Lancashire, from 1767-76. 

Page 35. — John Purnell, D,D. 

He died a few months before his brother, the high master, nth January 1764. 

Page 35. — James Houghton, 

The fiunily has been extinct many years. One David Houghton, an apothecary, 
died in 1786, who was, probably, son of this scholar. 

Page 35. — Millington Massey, 

His widow, Margaret, daughter of Charles and Elizabeth Aldridge, died at Bath, 
loth March 1826, aged 66. A marble tablet in the chancel of Warminster church 
commemorates them both.

Page 37. — Samuel Ryley, 

A Weet India men^hant, residing, in 1787, in Union street, LiyerpooL 

Page 37. — John Lloyd, 

The youngest daughter of George Llojd, esq. (by his second wife, Susanna, sister 
to sir William Horton, bart.« of Chadderton, Lancashire), niarried in 1779 Thomas 
Bateson, esq., and was mother of sir Robert Bateson, hart., of Bdroir park, who fw 
many years repreMnted the county of Londonderry in Parliament. She liyed to the 
age of 87, dying 2nd January 1840. The date of John Lloyd's manriage is 18th Au- 
gust 1764. For a notice of the second son of this scholar, John Ghimaliel Lloyd, 
esq., bom 8th March 1769, a justice of the peace and high sheriff of the county 
of Warwick in 183a, and a bencher of the Middle temple, who died a bachelor at 
his lodgings in London, 4th January 1837, and was buried as one of the masters of 
the bench in the Temple church, see QtiM^tmwit Magaz%m/e^ 1838, p. 674. 

Page 42. — William HaU. 

A hat manufacturer at 21, Long BCillgate. He was a frequent attendant at the 
anniTcrsary meetings, and one of the stewards in 1805. 

Page 44. — Thomas PercivaL 

With reference to the remark here made on the inscription written by Dr. Fftrr, 
it must be allowed that there are authorities among the best classical writers for the 
use of the verb '* incumbo" in this sense, with the preposition "ad" followed by the 
aoousatiye case. 

Page 44. — William Stopford. 

This scholar held the curacy of Stretford for a time, resigning it in 1778, when be 
was succeeded by Thomas Seddon (see Bj&giMier^ p. 1 15). He married at Manchester, 
3rd July 1772, Margaret, daughter of the Rev. Ricliard Cowperthwaite, by whom he 
had fourteen children, of whom the first two were bom at Manchester and the rest at 
Louth. Uis last surviving child was Susanna, who died 15th March 1858, unmarried, 
aged 79. William Stopford lived to the age of 80. 

Page 45. — Arden. 

There was a third brother, Crewe Arden, A.M., of Trinity college, Cambridge,

eutlein the same maiit;, and had issue four sons and three daughtors. one of whom, 
Thomas J. Longworth, M.A., t8 (1 865) ricar of Bromfield, Salop. The other dangh- 
ten, Alicia and Mary, died at Cheltenham • few yeara ago. 

Page SO. — Thomas Bolton. 

In the Oeutleman'M Slagatint for 1811, p. 91. Ihere is the following record; 
"Died 19th Deromber 1821. at the Olebe house, Xedging. Suffolk, in hie 86th 
year, (he Ecr. Thorana Bolton. He was educated at B, John's College, Cambridge 
where he proceeded to the degree of A.B. in 1760. In 176J he was presented to the 
rectory of pledging; in T771 to that of HoUesley, in the same coaiity, nhieh ha 
afterwards resigned i and (in 1784 P) to the perpetual ruraoy of 9. Mary at Quay, 
Ipswich," The name of Bolton occurs twice among the fellows of the Collegiate 
ohoroh. Manchester, during the early part of the eighteenth oenlniy. 

Page 50. — _/oA« Markland, - 

This scholar, who afterwards took the name of Bnlwisle. resided for many years at 
SempstoDc lodge, near Loi;ghborDugh, in Nottinghamshire, where he died 1 6th Decem- 
ber 1S17, aged 7}. He is buried at Rempitone church, in the same Toult with bia 
wife, who predeceased him, at the age of j8, on the 3rd of May iSi j ; and to whom 
be erected a monumont with the foUowuig inscription : 

" This tablet ia eonaccrated to the memory of Ellen Entwisle, the eldest daughter 
of Hugh Iiyle, esq., of Coleraioe, in the tdngdom of Ireland, and, during ji 
years, the affectionate wife of John Entwisle, esq., of Foiholes hall, in the 
county of Lancaster. By him she bod eleven children, nine of whom, with 
their father, aurvi»o to cherish her memory, and monrn her loss. Her life waa 
marked by steadfast obedience to the precepts of religion, and by a correct per- 
formonce of every social duly. After an illness painful in its nature and pro- 
traded in its duration, bnt supported with that firmness which the courage of 
lattb and the joyfulness of hope can alone intpire, she died at Rempstone lodge 
in that parish, &e. ' Blessed are the pure in heart, for they shall see God.' " 
Bis father died at Ardwick. at the Tenorahle a^ of S3, in the year 1799. For ■ 
short akelch of the life and cbarnot^'r of John Entwisle, probably from thn pen of the 
late J. H. Marklsnd, eeq., see Omileman'i Magaxiite, 181S, p. 8j.

J*age 54. — John Crewe. 

John Hinchdiffe was choeen, eoon after taking his degree^ as companion to the dnke 
of Chafton during a toor of Europe. He also attended the dnke of Deronshire on 
his trareb, and afterwards Mr. Crewe. The dnke of Gbafton conferred on him the 
Taluable liriog of Greenwich, and bj the same ministerial influence he was appointed 
diapUin to the king, by whom he was promoted to the mastership of Trinitj college, 
Oambndge, in 1768. On the 17th December 1769 he was consecrated bishop of 
Peterborough, and in 1788 was promoted to the ralnable deanery of Durham, for 
political reasons, to remoye him ftom the mastership of Trinitj college, Cambridge. 
Ladj Crewe, who was married in 1766, long renowned in the ranks of beauty and 
fashion, and to whom Charies James Fox addressed an elegant and affecting copy 
of rerses, died at Liverpool a 3rd December 18 18, and was buried in the fiunily rault 
at Barthomley, near Crewe hall. 

Page 55. — William Barker. 

The father was afterwards dean of Baphoe. For his other sons, see JteyitUr, 
annis 1759 *^d 1777. 

Page 56. — Thomas Johnson. 

This scholar, who died at his sister's house, Portland place, Manchester, was buried 
in the Derby chapel of the Collegiate church. His youngest and last surrifing sister, 
Mary, died at Ardwick 2i8t Juno 1839, aged 81. His sister Elizabeth, who married 
George Ormerod, esq., of Bury, died at Manchester 13th April 1822, aged 70. His 
father died i8th April 1763, and was buried in the Derby chapel of the Collegiate 
church. 

Page 57. — William Arrowsmith. 

His name occurs among the scholars present at the first anniyersary only. 

Page 58. — Samuel Martin. 

To the extract from his father's monumental inscription these words should be 
added:

He was rerj mncb looked up 
to as a man of sound judgment, and as an adviser in matters connected with Bolton. 
He built, and until his death resided at, Goodwin house, in Little Bolton, and was 
buried at the parish church with military honours, having been chaplain to the 
Tolunieers, and his funeral was attended by all classes of bis fellow-townsmen as a 
mark of respect for his character. 

Page 65. — Foster Bower, 

He is mentioned in a memoir given of Thomas Dogherty, esq., barrister-at-law, of 
Qray*8 Inn, who had been bis clerk (see OentlematCs Magazine^ 1805, p. 1074), as "a 
profound lawyer," and remarkable for " the neatness and conciseness of his drafts.** 

Shakspearo Philips, esq., of Manchester, married, in 1800, the eldest daughter of 
John Bower Jodrell, esq. 

Page 66, — Robert Markland, 

He married Elizabeth, eldest daughter of Eobert Hibbert, esq., of Manchester, 
aud sister to Georp;o Ilihbcrt, esq., of London, a most distinguished West India mer- 
chant, some time M.P. for Seaford, and the originator of the West India docks in 
the port, of London, and of whom there is an interesting memoir in the Gentleman*s 
Magatinty 1838, pp. 9<5-99, with the signature of J. H. M. (James H. Markland),

In the Register of the Utter college we Qnd Johm 
Green, who is described as bom in the pariah of Leigh, in tbe county of Lancaster, 
admitted scholar on tbe 13rd of .April 17*^! '< ""^ '" '7^^ another was elected to the 
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plAoo racant by the death of John Green, bachelor of arte. But there is among the 
graduates of Oxford no John Qtreeu, B.A., of Corpus Christi college. Joieph Green, 
of that college, graduated B.A. 30th October 1766. 

Page 79. — Thomas Foxley, 

His father was also rector of S. Mary's, Manchester. There is in the Oentleuam's 
Magazine for 1839, P- *'5> * notice of this scholar, who was yicar of Batley for forty 
years, in which mention is made of his high classical attainments, especially in Latin 
composition. The portrait referred to in the note to his name in the Register wis 
presented to him by his parishioners and friends. Subsequently, on the fiftieth inni- 
Tersary of his incumbency at Badcliffe, he receired the gift of a splendid silTer saltw, 
"rendered much more precious by a truthful inscription.*' He died at Unsworth 
lodge, near RadcliiTe. [His library, paintings and engravings were sold by auction in 
Manchester in September 1839. C] 

Page 81. — Thomas Stanley. 

Bom 14th September, and baptised at Win wick church, nth October 1749* 

Page 85. — John Gartside. 

•Tohu Gartside, esq., of Crumpsall, appears among the feoffees of Chetham's hos- 
pital in 1788. 

Page 87. — James Peake. 

In 1790 he was presented to the rectory of Kingsley, near Cheadle, Staffordshire^ 
but ncTcr resided there, and held the benefice for only a few years. He was chaplain 
to the duke of Deronshire, and incumbent of Edensor in Derbyshire, where he died 
ist December 1803, in the 59th year of his age. A Latin inscription on his memorial 
stone at Edensor ends with these words : 

£t tanta erat oris atquo orationis 

Commendatio, ut se quisque monitis 

Libenter attentum prsDberet. 

" Multis ille flebilis occidit." 

Page 88. — George Case. 

He became a very eminent merchant at Liyerpool, was reoeiyer-general of taxes for 
the county of Lancaster, a magistrate and deputy-lieutenant. He was an alderman 
of the corporation of Liverpool, serving the office of mayor in 1781, and was also 
a member of the club known in Liverpool in 1775 as the " Unanimous Society ,** 
which was composed of gentlemen of the first families of the town, and of whidi 
there is an entertaining history in Brooke's Liverpool^ pp. 290-298. He died at 
Walton priory near Liverpool, aged 88, on the 2nd of November 1836, and was 
buried at Prescot church, where there is a handsome medieval monument to his 
memoiy.

There !« no Dr. Jamcl 
Rudd among the graduatra of Oxford or Cambridge ; but I Qod in the Rogiatcr of 
Gradoiition in tbo unirersity of Edinburgh, that ''on the 13th April 1788, the degree 
of D.D. wu conferred on Jimen Budd, A.B., ricar of WalCun. Yorkabire, and 
miniater of the Episcopal cbupel, Edinburgh," whioh clearlf identilies him. Tliere la 
ft marble tablet in the obimcel of Full Sutton ebureh, vbere be ia buried, recording 
that he died on the ijrd of Februi»7 1E17, aged 8] years, and bis wife Cockburn, 
daughter of WiUiam Elliott, eaq., of Edinburgh, on tbu 8tb of Februstj 1S17, aged 
6j fear*. He waa father of the Ker. Eric Rudd, who was Tiear of Applebj in Lin- 
oolnabire, and perpetual eurate of Tborno, in tbe West Riding of YorLsbire. (See

WM not ^reat in bit knowledge of uhurch aichitecture. nor mind- 
fill of tW dnl; of maiDtaining Ihoac pcvuliar leaturea in his parish church vhieh 
were mott ironhj of carcfiil preserration. For it iras during hii iucumbcncj ihat 
tlu carred wood canopir« surmounting the elalli of ihc chancel, and the fcreeu 
which Bcparalo the chancel &om the iutc. were dertrojed. At the game time the 
pulpit and readiiif desk vrere remoicd from Iheir ancient sites, and placed, when 
the; Mood till a few months ago, blocking up the *iew of the altar, "like a tbres 
deeker in full rail westward." as IhiB frightful and most object ioiiable arrangement 
hat been called. The pre«eat licar of Bolton telli me that the parish charch i« now 
about to be rebuilt at ths sole cost of a panahiouer to tbe amount of £30,000. 

It is pleasant to reoord the name of Peter Ormrod, esq., of HaUiweU hall, Bol- 
ton, aa the munificent Churchman who baa the honour of promoting this good and 
holjF work. 

Page 1 16. — William Wagstaff, sen. 

The KoT. W. H, Haj, vrho married hia third daughter, vas the joungest son of 
the hon. Edward Haj, fourth sod of tbe eeveoth earl of Kinnoul. He wu in e»Aj 
life a barrister, and subsequentlj look holy orders. He succeeded Thomas Butter- 
worth Bajlcj, esq., as chairman of the Salford quarter scssioos, and died at Ackworth 
rectory, in Torkshire, on the lolh December 1840, aged 78. 

Page izi. — Afi/es Popple. 

He was one of the founders in T791 of the Literary and Philosophical Sodetj of 
Hull, His only son. Edninnd, who waa of Trinity college, Cambridge; A.B. 1I19, 
and nineteenth Btnong the senior opCimes ; nod A. M. iBii ; took holy Orders, and died 
at his ralhcT'i houso nt Welton in 1819, aged 31. 

Page 133- — Abraham Ashworth. 

In niy enquiries alter this scholar I met with another Abraham Ashworth, aoioe- 
what junior in years, and the son of humble parents ; but the record of whose life is, 
probably, no unfair represcotalion of that of many a poor curate in the Inst oeutuij. 
He was thirty-four years cumtc of WcaTcrthorpo and Helpcrthorpe, in the county of 
York, where he died on tlte Gth of February iBjS, in the 63rd year of bis age. He 
liFed a phiin, rustic life, filiing and ilriritig Ills own cart, and working on his Ultla 
farm like B labourer. 80 far from 

" Passing rich with forty pounds a year." 
the stipend of his united euraoiea amountod to the annual «um of twenty-ftte pounds, 
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with the uie of about flfteeii Bi:res of land. Yet, bj leaohing the rilUge ichool, ho 
DonlmMl to tcnpo togotber BuSicient tnonej to bu; and build lererBl aoUagea m tin 
Tillage of Wesverthorpe, whilst at the same time, according to tradition, he alwaja 
appeared to lire icrj comfortably, aad, at people saj. to keep a good table! 

Thia deacriptioa of bra elmple and induBtriouB life, Dot abhorrent troai manual 
labour, readen tho following eccentric act less unworthy of credit than it otberwiiB 
would bare been. When his father, who resided with bim, died, be himself drOTe 
the corpK, in his own cart, ts his natire place, UeptonstAll, in the West Riding, far 
burial ! There is a head-stone to his memory in the cburebyard of Wearertborpe. 

Page 136. — Edmund Chalmtr, 

The faotHy of Cholmer has long censed lo be connactcd with Literpool. Thia 
■oholar would probably be related to Mr. Francis Chalmtr, who in iSoi contested the 
repreaentation of that town with generals Onscoyne and Tarloton, obtaining the insig- 
nificant number of thirty-one rote's. He addressed himself lo the feelings of the 
lower orders, representing himself, by way of clap-trap, sa the adtocato, fiw mxeA- 
Itnat, of "a large loaf and cheap bread," and onianienting hie Qags and colours with 
highly attractivo loares of prodigious dimensions.

Page 136. — Wiliiam Boardman. 

In the GejrifaHloa'* Magtaina for iBa^, there is the following record ■ '' Died joth 
July, at Temple Sowerby, the reaidenca of her brother, Joshua Marriott, esq., Isabella, 
widow of William Boardman, esq , of Penianoo, Cornwall, and formerly of Parr's 
Wood, near Manchester." 

Page 144. — Tliomas Wright.

The widow of Beiyamin Banner died at Cheltenham in the year 1 B41.
